DESIRABLE  1652  OAK  TREE  SHILLING 


1  1652  Massachusetts  Oak  Tree  Shilling  Noe-1  Rarity-3.  PCGS  graded 

Very  Fine  35.  Light  to  medium  silvery  gray  with  darker  gray  toning  in  pro¬ 
tected  areas.  The  only  notable  marks  are  a  couple  very  old  vertical  hairline 
scratches  under  the  oak  tree.  A  tiny  fissure  at  the  rim  over  the  N  in  IN  is  the 
only  planchet  flaw,  and  it  is  trivial.  The  obverse  is  very  slightly  off  center  to 
the  top  causing  the  upper  quarter  of  MASAT  to  be  off  the  planchet.  The 
reverse  is  nicely  centered,  although  the  tops  of  DOM  are  tight  to  the  rim.  A 
slight  wave  in  the  planchet  (caused  by  the  rocker  press  used  to  produce  these 
pieces)  resulted  in  some  weakness  at  the  top  of  the  52  but  the  opposing  oak 
tree  is  bold.  Weight  listed  as  70.7  grains  on  the  PCGS  label. 


RARE  NOE-6  PINE  TREE  SHILLING 


2  1652  Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  Shilling  Noe-6  Rarity-6  PCGS  graded 

About  Uncirculated-53.  Glossy  grayish  silver.  The  date  is  bold  and  legends 
easily  readable,  although  the  tops  of  ENGLAND  and  THVSE  are  off  the 
planchet  due  to  the  strike  being  slightly  off  center  to  K-12.  The  only  marks 
are  a  dull  nick  or  shallow  dent  at  the  rim  over  N  in  NEW  and  a  large  but  dull 
nick  at  the  rim  over  the  I  in  IN.  There  is  a  gentle  S-wave  in  the  planchet  as 
often  seen  in  pieces  struck  using  a  rocker  press.  Late  die  state  with  the  die 
failure  at  M  in  DOM  quite  pronounced.  In  addition,  there  are  strongly 
incused  impressions  of  M  NEW  visible  on  the  unstruck  portion  of  the 
planchet  at  the  bottom  of  the  obverse,  possibly  the  result  of  a  brockage  strike 
or  earlier  die  clash.  The  first  seen  with  this  incuse  impression.  Weight  listed 
at  70.5  grains  on  the  PCGS  label.  A  very  attractive  and  interesting  example 
of  this  rare  variety. 


3  (1688)  American  Plantation  Halfpence  Restrike  of  1828.  Breen-78. 

PCGS  graded  Mint  State-61.  Frosty  medium  gray  with  lustrous  light  silvery 
gray  toning  covering  the  protected  areas.  No  marks,  planchet  flaws,  or  cor¬ 
rosion  (the  often  seen  “tin  pest”  that  plagues  these  pieces).  A  very  attractive 
example  of  the  1828  restrike  using  the  original  dies  from  1688.  I  he  obverse 
die  crack  before  the  horse  is  strong,  which  offers  an  easy  way  to  separate  the 
originals  from  the  restrikes.  PCGS  population  1  at  this  level  with  3  higher. 


4  (1688)  American  Plantation  Halfpence  Restrike  of  1828.  Breen-78. 

PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Medium  gray  with  lighter  silvery 
gray  highpoints.  A  light  rim  bruise  on  the  left  side  of  the  reverse  is  the  only 
notable  mark.  The  obverse  (horse  and  rider  side)  is  struck  very  slightly  off 
center  to  K-2.5  while  the  reverse  is  more  perfectly  centered.  None  of  the  cor¬ 
rosion  or  tin  pest  common  to  these  tin  pieces,  which  were  struck  in  1828 
using  the  original  dies  of  1688. 


5  1723  Wood’s  Hibernia  Halfpenny  No  Pellet  before  H  and  Large  3 

Breen- 155.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State-65  Red  &  Brown.  Frosty  bright 
mint  red  fading  down  to  bluish  steel  brown,  half  the  original  red  remaining, 
mostly  on  the  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  satiny  and  virtually  flawless.  The  best 
identifying  mark  is  a  small  spot  of  reddish  brown  toning  in  the  field  under 
HI  in  HIBERNIA.  Variety  with  1 1  harpstrings.  A  gem  example  of  this  pop¬ 
ular  colonial  type.  PCGS  population  3  at  this  level  with  1  higher.

1760  Voce  Populi  Halfpenny  Nelson-3  (“VOOE”  Obverse  Error)  Rar- 
ity-3+.  PCGS  Graded  About  Uncirculated-50.  Attractive  glossy  medium 
brown  with  reddish  chocolate  toning  in  protected  areas  of  the  obverse.  The 
only  flaws  are  a  thin  nick  near  the  rim  under  the  bust  and  traces  of  micro¬ 
scopic  roughness  in  protected  areas  of  the  obverse.  Struck  slightly  off  center 
to  K-5  leaving  the  tops  of  ERN  in  HIBERNIA  tight  to  the  rim.  An  attrac¬ 
tive,  well  struck  example  of  this  popular  error  variety.  PCGS  population  1  at 
this  level  with  3  higher. 


1773  Virginia  Halfpenny  Stop  Following  GEORGIVS  Breen-180. 
PCGS  graded  Mint  State-65  Red  &  Brown.  Choice  glossy  steel  brown  and 
chocolate  faded  down  from  mint  color,  about  a  third  of  the  original  red 
remaining.  No  spots,  stains,  or  other  defects.  Variety  with  7  harpstrings. 
Nicely  struck  and  very  attractive.  PCGS  population  1  at  this  level  and  1 
higher.

1779  Rhode  Island  Ship  Token  in  Brass  Breen-1139  Without  “vlug- 
tende”  Under  Ship.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated-55.  Glossy  dark 
chocolate  brown  with  frosty  golden  tan  toning  in  protected  areas,  especially 
on  the  obverse.  No  verdigris  or  marks.  An  attractive,  clean  example  with  just 
a  touch  of  light  wear  on  the  highpoints. 


11  1788  Massachusetts  Half  Cent  Ryder  1-B  Rarity-1.  PCGS  graded 

About  Uncirculated-58.  Glossy  chocolate  brown.  No  contact  marks  or  cor¬ 
rosion,  but  there  is  a  deep  planchet  chip  at  the  rim  over  U  plus  a  couple  thin 
planchet  fissures  at  the  opposing  area  under  the  Indian’s  left  foot,  as  struck. 
Otherwise  the  planchet  and  surfaces  are  excellent.  A  sharp  example  with  nice 
eye  appeal  in  spite  of  the  minor  planchet  flaws.

CHOICE  1786  VERMONT  LANDSCAPE 


1786  Vermont  Ryder-6  Rarity-2.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated- 
58.  VERMONTENSIUM  Type.  Choice  glossy  chocolate  brown  with  a 
small  spot  of  darker  olive  toning  under  the  M  at  the  top  of  the  obverse.  The 
planchet  is  not  perfect  but  well  above  average  for  a  landscape  type  Vermont 
copper.  The  only  flaws  are  some  shallow  planchet  chips  or  voids  near  the  rim 
at  RMONT  and  opposing  area  at  ECIMA  where  the  strike  was  weak  and 
these  natural  flaws  weren’t  eliminated  by  the  pressure  of  the  dies.  Otherwise 
the  planchet  and  surfaces  are  outstanding.  The  obverse  is  very  slightly  off 
center  to  K-7.5  leaving  the  tops  ofVERMONT  tight  to  the  rim.  The  reverse 
is  properly  centered.  (Landscape  type  Vermont  coppers  are  often  found  with 
one  or  both  dies  badly  misaligned  leaving  major  portions  of  the  legend  off 
the  planchet.  The  nearly  perfect  centering  on  this  example  is  quite  unusual.) 
E-MDS,  the  reverse  die  crack  at  QUART  faint  and  the  obverse  as  yet 
uncracked.  An  outstanding  Landscape  type  Vermont.  PCGS  population  2 
at  this  level  with  none  higher.

1787  Vermont.  Ryder- 13.  Rarity- 1.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  30.  Nice 
glossy  chocolate  and  steel  brown.  There  is  a  thin  planchet  fissure  at  the  rim 
over  R  in  VERMON,  and  this  fissure  passes  completely  through  to  the 
reverse.  Otherwise  the  planchet  is  smooth  and  attractive.  Late  die  state  with 
a  cud  break  at  the  bust  tip  and  a  vertical  die  crack  bisecting  the  obverse.  The 
reverse  is  weak,  as  always,  due  to  the  heavily  worn  die. 


12  1787  New  Jersey  Maris  54-k  Rarity-3.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine- 

45.  Serpent  Head  Type.  Glossy  medium  chocolate  and  lighter  steel  brown. 
The  planchet  is  smooth  except  for  a  thin  lamination  through  the  star  at  the 
bottom  right  of  the  reverse  and  some  minor  striations  at  PLUR  in 
PLURIBUS,  all  as  minted.  Weakly  struck  at  NO  in  NOVA  and  opposing 
area  at  PLU  in  PLURIBUS  due  to  the  slightly  thin  planchet  in  that  area.  The 
remainder  of  the  details  are  sharp.  PCGS  population  1  at  this  level  with  2 
higher. 


13  1787  Nova  Eborac  with  Reverse  Figure  Seated  Left  Breen-986.  PCGS 

graded  About  Uncirculated-50.  Glossy  medium  brown  and  chocolate.  No 
marks,  planchet  flaws,  or  roughness.  Struck  5-10%  off  center  to  K-9.5  leav¬ 
ing  the  upper  half  of  NOVA  and  VIRT  ET  off  the  planchet.  The  87  in  the 
date  is  weakly  struck  and  faint,  as  usual.  A  variety  that’s  seldom  found  on 
such  a  smooth,  problem-free  planchet.  PCGS  population  5  at  this  level  with 
10  higher. 


14  1787  Nova  Eborac.  Reverse  Figure  Seated  Left.  Breen-986.  PCGS  grad¬ 

ed  Extremely  Fine  45.  Bluish  steel  brown  and  chocolate.  Mostly  smooth  but 
there  are  a  few  small  patches  of  very  light  porosity,  strongest  at  the  back  ot 
the  head  of  the  seated  figure.  Struck  very  slightly  off  center  to  K-10.  Nicely 
struck  with  all  4  digits  of  the  date  clear.

1789  Mott  Token  Thick  Planchet  with  Piain  Edge  Breen-1020.  PCGS 
Graded  Mint  State-64.  Frosty  reddish  chocolate  and  darker  steel  brown  with 
mint  luster  in  protected  areas.  No  spots  or  other  defects.  LDS  with  a  large 
internal  cud  break  at  the  left  top  of  the  clock.  The  clock  face  is  sharply 
impressed  so  the  clock  numerals  and  hands  are  clear.  Very  attractive.  PCGS 
population  2  at  this  level  and  none  higher. 


19  (1792-5)  Washington  Success  Token  Small  Size  in  Brass  with  Reeded 

Edge  Breen- 1289.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated-53.  Rather  glossy 
steel  brown  and  chocolate  with  frosty  silvery  toning  in  protected  where  the 
original  silver  plating  remains.  No  defects,  just  light  wear.  An  attractive, 
problem-free  example  of  a  variety  called  “Rare”  by  Breen.  PCGS  population 
1  at  this  level  with  5  higher. 


16  1794  Franklin  Press  Copper  Breen-1165.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State-64 

Brown.  Frosty  golden  brown  and  chocolate.  Struck  very  slightly  off  center 
to  K-12  leaving  TRINA  SUR  tight  to  the  rim.  The  only  mark  is  a  tiny  nick 
under  the  L  in  LONDON.  Sharp  EDS,  the  strike  well  above  average  with 
no  weakness  on  either  side.  A  scarce  die  state.  PCGS  population  5  at  this 
level  with  1  higher. 


20  1795  Washington  North  Wales  Halfpenny.  Plain  Edge.  Breen- 1294. 

PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Nice  Glossy  medium  brown  and  choco¬ 
late.  No  marks  or  other  defects.  There  is  very  little  wear  on  the  highpoints, 
but  the  worn  dies  and  usual  weakness  of  the  strike  make  it  difficult  to  assign 
a  higher  grade.  Clearly  an  above  average  example  of  this  popular  Washington 
halfpenny. 


17  1783  Washington  Triumpho  Copper  Breen-1184.  PCGS  graded  About 

Uncirculated-50.  Glossy  chocolate  brown  with  darker  steel  brown  high¬ 
points.  No  spots  or  planchet  flaws.  The  only  defects  are  a  small  nick  under 
the  O  in  VOCE  and  a  faint  hairline  scratch  in  the  field  before  the  face  of  the 
seated  figure  on  the  reverse.  Nicely  struck  EDS,  before  the  die  crack  weak¬ 
ened  the  reverse.  Seldom  seen  from  this  sharper  early  state  of  the  dies.  PCGS 
population  5  at  this  level  with  7  higher,  but  whether  or  not  any  of  these  is 
from  the  more  desirable  early  die  state  is  unknown. 


18  1791  Washington  Cent  with  Small  Eagle  Reverse  Breen-1217.  PCGS 

graded  About  Uncirculated-58.  Attractive  glossy  steel  brown  with  faded 
mint  red  in  some  protected  areas.  Just  a  touch  of  very  light  friction  on  the 
highest  points  and  no  defects  except  for  a  rim  bruise  under  the  second  1  in 
the  date.  Nicely  struck.

(1795)  Washington  Liberty  &  Security  Penny  with  ASYLUM  Edge 
Breen- 1254.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State-64  Red.  Slightly  faded  red  mel¬ 
lowing  to  light  steel  brown  on  the  highpoints.  There  is  a  small  stain  of  dark¬ 
er  steel  toning  at  the  top  of  G  in  WASHINGTON  extending  up  to  the  rim, 
plus  a  thin  planchet  fissure  slanting  from  the  rim  above  that  W  to  the  rim 
above  that  O,  as  struck.  Otherwise  problem-free.  PCGS  population  1  at  this 
level  with  none  finer.  The  only  “Red”  example  graded. 


22  (1815-20)  Washington  Double  Head  Cent.  Breen-1204.  PCGS  graded 

About  Uncirculated  55.  Light  olive  brown  and  chocolate.  The  only  notable 
mark  is  a  small  spot  of  very  light  (and  easily  removable)  verdigris  at  the  den¬ 
tils  over  the  W  in  WASHINGTON.

1787  Fugio  Cent  Newman  3-D  Club  Rays  Type  Rarity-3.  PCGS  grad¬ 
ed  Extremely  Fine-45.  Dark  chocolate  brown.  The  surfaces  appear  smooth 
to  the  unaided  eye,  but  uniform  extremely  fine  granularity  shows  under 
strong  magnification.  No  marks,  spots,  or  planchet  flaws.  Nicely  centered 
and  well  struck.  An  attractive  example  of  the  Club  Rays  type.  PCGS  pop¬ 
ulation  3  at  this  level  with  2  higher.

24  1853  C-l  Rl.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Red  and  Brown.  Frosty  bluish 

steel  brown  with  30%  of  the  original  mint  color  remaining.  The  surfaces  are 
satiny  and  nearly  flawless.  The  best  identifying  marks  are  a  microscopic  speck 
of  verdigris  inside  the  O  in  OF  and  another  at  the  leaf  under  that  letter. 
MDS.  A  beautiful  example  and  the  only  one  certified  as  MS67.  EAC  grade 
MS64. 


1857  Breen  1-B.  Doubled  T  in  CENT.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Brown. 

Medium  brown  peppered  with  tiny  specks  of  dark  olive  toning.  The  fields  are 
reflective  and  show  hints  of  iridescent  bluish  steel  toning  when  rotated  in  the 
light.  Sharply  struck  and  free  of  hairlines  or  contact  marks,  but  the  speckled 
toning  is  a  distraction.  EAC  grade  Proof-60.  NOTE:  Severe  PCGS  holder 
scratches.

HISTORIC  1856  FLYING  EAGLE  CENT 


26  1856  Flying  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Exceedingly  bold  strike  on  all 

legends  and  date  digits.  Similar  crisp  detail  in  the  eagle  —  it’s  eye  is  complete, 
tail,  legs  and  chest  feathers  similarly  complete.  On  the  reverse,  a  full,  bold 
wreath  and  ribbon  bow  tying  the  two  ends  of  the  wreath  together  at  bottom. 
This  attractive  coin  was  the  brainchild  of  the  mint’s  engraver,  James  Barton 
Longacre  who,  after  producing  several  patterns  for  a  Cent,  had  his  large  eagle 
design  chosen.  The  1856  Eagle  cent,  traditionally  viewed  as  a  pattern,  though 
struck  in  larger  numbers  than  was  usual  for  a  patter,  was  made  to  show  Con¬ 
gress  how  the  new  cent  would  look.  Additional  proof  pieces  were  made  for 
sale  to  collectors.  It  is  believed  that  between  1,000  and  2,000  pieces  were 
struck  in  all.  These  have  always  bee  collected  as  regular  issues  because  of  their 
early  widespread  popularity.  A  quantity  of  1856  Eagle  cents  went  into  circu¬ 
lation  during  the  Civil  War  (1861-65),  with  gem  Proof  65  examples  very 
scarce  today. 

During  this  period  the  Mint  had  continued  a  series  of  experiments,  try¬ 
ing  to  find  a  better  alloy  for  the  cent  than  the  pure  copper  of  the  large 
cent.  On  July  1 1,  1856,  Mint  Director  Snowden  reported  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Treasury,  James  Guthrie,  that  recent  experiments  had  shown 
an  alloy  of  88%  copper  and  12%  nickel  to  be  far  superior  to  bronze.  This 
is  the  alloy  of  the  Flying  Eagle  cents  of  1856-8. 


HISTORIC  1856  FLYING  EAGLE  CENT 


27  1856  Flying  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Proof  55.  Original  medium  tan-brown 

patina  typical  of  a  well  preserved  copper-nickel  cent  of  the  period,  with  dark¬ 
er  tint  around  the  legends  and  devices.  The  88%  copper,  12%  nickel  alloy 
caused  these  to  be  called  “white  cents”  when  they  were  brand  new.  Unlike  the 
later  French  bronze  95%  copper  cents  after  1 864,  these  early  thick  cents  tend 
to  tone  a  lighter  brown  color.  The  present  1 856  Flying  Eagle  rarity  has  superb 
rims,  was  boldly  struck  at  the  time  it  was  made,  and  has  obviously  been  han¬ 
dled  lovingly  in  the  years  since  it  was  first  acquired.  A  classic  American  rari¬ 
ty  in  a  condition  that  is  very  popular  with  collectors.

28  1857  Flying  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Rather  softly  struck  on 

the  eagle’s  tail  where  it  lies  opposite  the  upper  right  leaves  in  the  wreath  on 
reverse,  the  metal  failed  to  flowed  completely  into  the  die  recesses.  Well 
struck  in  other  regards,  which  includes  nice  wing  detail,  breath  feathers, 
eagle’s  head.  Natural  toning. 


29  1857  Flying  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Light  tan  to  golden  tan 

color,  with  a  few  little  toning  freckles  and  flyspecks  on  the  obverse  from  its 
many  years  in  an  old  Wayte  Raymond  page.  The  eagle’s  wing  tip  broken  — 
this  eagle  logopunch  was  later  used  on  the  1858/7  overdates  with  the  diag¬ 
nostic  broken  tip  seen  there  as  well.  A  bold  impression  that  includes  full  eye 
on  the  eagle  as  well  as  nasal  opening! 


30  1858  Flying  Eagle.  Small  Letters.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Resplen¬ 

dent  in  every  detail  from  the  luster,  which  is  sleek  and  frosty,  to  the  strike, 
where  100%  detail  is  evident  in  the  eagle  and  wreath  (including  bow).  In 
1858  the  mint  created  many  pattern  cents  with  varieties  in  the  eagle  size  and 
numerous  reverses,  all  using  a  wreath  as  their  theme.  The  final  choice  of  Mint 
Director  Snowden  is  this  large  flying  eagle  of  Longacre’s  combined  with  a 
wreath  of  corn,  wheat,  cotton  and  tobacco. 


31  1859  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Attractive  pale  rose  gold  to  blue  sheen  in  the 
toning,  surfaces  superb  and  free  from  spots.  The  devices  on  this  well  pre¬ 
served  1859  one-year  type  coin  are  incredibly  crisp.  This  includes  all  the 
feathers  on  the  headdress  (view  them  under  magnification  where  their  beau¬ 
ty  is  revealed),  as  well  as  the  simple  yet  effective  laurel  wreath  on  the  reverse. 
It  is  the  laurel  wreath  that  creates  a  one-year  design  since  the  mint  went  to  an 
oak  wreath  topped  by  a  shield  in  1860,  leaving  this  an  orphan  among  Indi¬ 
an  cents.  An  orphan  that  everyone  will  want  to  adopt  (for  the  right  price)! 

32  No  lot. 


33  1859  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  First  year  of  the  Indian  Cent  design  (by 

Longacre,  who  is  also  responsible  for  the  Flying  Eagle  type).  A  simple, 
unadorned  laurel  wreath  occupies  the  reverse  with  ONE  CENT  within.  On 
November  4,  1858,  following  issue  of  numerous  patterns,  Mint  Director 
Snowden  wrote  to  an  associate  strongly  endorsing  the  adoption  of  the  piece 
combining  the  obverse  of  the  Indian  head  and  the  reverse  with  the  laurel 
wreath. 


34  1860  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Boldly  struck  on  the  feathers  and  rest  of 

Liberty’s  proud  profile;  similar  detail  in  the  wreath  and  shield  on  reverse.  An 
exceedingly  attractive  Indian  cent. 


35  1862  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Superb  gem  cameo  Proof  with  the  Indian 

head  set  off  from  by  mirror-like  field  by  being  in  frosted  relief.  The  satiny 
appearance  is  eye-catching  because  the  entire  coin  is  in  outstanding  condi- 
•  tion.  All  devices  needle-sharp.  Proofs  totaled  550  this  year. 


36  1862  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  A  desirable  high-end  specimen  of  the  copper- 

nickel  Type  in  Proof,  this  being  an  especially  pleasing  two  tone  coin.  The  two 
tone  effect  arises  from  the  frosted  relief  as  it  rises  off  the  mirror-like  field,  a 
beautiful  combination.  The  coin  is  free  from  spots,  free  from  problems  and 
instead  is  replete  with  natural  toning  as  acquired  over  many  years.  Only  550 
Proofs  this  year.  A  superb  coin! 


37  1862  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Like  the  1859  Proof  from  this  superlative  col¬ 

lection,  a  well  preserved,  boldly  struck  example  for  the  Indian  cent  specialist 
to  admire  and  contemplate  owning.  Natural  toning.  All  of  the  design  is  ren¬ 
dered  in  needle-sharp  relief,  even  the  tiniest  element  such  as  the  detail  in  the 
oak  wreath,  shows  mightily.  There  were  550  Proofs  sold  to  collectors  in  1 862, 
but  many  it  seems  no  longer  measure  up  to  today’s  requirements  for  inclu¬ 
sion  in  a  high-grade  set. 


38  1863  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Popular  copper-nickel  Type  coin,  a  lus¬ 

trous  example  with  nice  toning  at  the  rim.  These  were  very  popular  with  the 
public  who  had  grown  tired  of  the  heavy  large  cents.

Yes,  this  is  indeed  the  finest  certified,  and  the  only  coin  in  its  illustrious  67 
class,  with  none  higher.  A  coin  that  rests  on  the  cusp  of  absolute  perfection. 
Full  flame  red  luster,  agreeable  surfaces  without  the  least  problem  such  as  fly- 
specks  (common  to  most  red  Indian  cents,  even  those  that  are  red  and 
brown).  The  luster  is  satiny  smooth.  Furthering  the  coin’s  distinctive  quality 
is  a  first-rate  strike  on  all  of  the  devices,  the  major  devices  like  Liberty’s  feath¬ 
ered  decorative  headdress  and  the  oak  wreath  on  the  reverse,  to  the  little 
things  like  the  date  digits  and  letters  in  legends.

1864  Bronze.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Red.  A  superb  deep  fiery  red 
to  flame  gold  Indian  cent  of  this  early  bronze  style,  the  mint  switching  from 
72  grain  weight  copper-nickel  blanks  to  48-grain  “French  bronze”  alloy  in 
the  early  part  of  1864.  Difficult  to  find  in  mint  red  condition. 


1864  Bronze.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Red  and  Brown.  With  copious 
amounts  of  original  deep  mint  color  in  and  around  devices  and  legends.  The 
switch  to  bronze  coinage  involved  a  change  in  the  Cent’s  alloy  (to  95%  cop¬ 
per,  5%  tin  and  zinc,  also  known  as  “French”  bronze)  and  weight  reduction 
from  72  grains  for  the  old  copper-nickels  to  48  grains  for  this  replacement 
1864  Bronze.  The  standard  bronze  alloy  would  be  continued  every  year 
thereafter  without  modification  until  1943.

1865  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red  and  Brown.  Second  year  of  the  new 

bronze  alloy  and  a  handsome  example  from  well  struck  dies.  The  luster  is 
brilliant  with  coppery  color,  the  fields  superbly  preserved.  A  light  die  crack 
runs  from  the  date  through  the  tops  of  UNITED  before  exiting  at  the  rim 
over  S  in  STATES.  A  first-rate  Gem! 


44  1867  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Brown.  About  20%  faded  mint  red 

around  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  with  slightly  more  coverage  on 
the  reverse.  Scarcer  than  the  1864-5  issues,  coinage  declined  after  the  burst 
of  activity  during  the  Civil  War  which  extended  over  four  years  from  April 
1861  to  April  1865. 


45  1868  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Red  and  Brown.  Cameo.  The  Highest  Grad¬ 

ed  Cameo  Proof 1868!  One  of  only  600  made,  a  handsome  example  whose 
deep  red  color  enhances  the  two  tone  aspect  of  the  frosted  devices  that  rise 
from  the  reflective  field.  Every  bit  of  the  design,  even  the  smallest  element,  is 
needle-sharp.  A  classy  looking  gem.

1868  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red.  Deep  flame  red  color  from  the 
original  copper,  with  two  small  toned  areas  on  the  Indian  leaving  it  but  a  sin¬ 
gle  point  away  from  full  gem  65  status.  Scarce  at  any  Uncirculated  level, 
1 868  is  noteworthy  when  full  color  remains.

With  approximately 
30%  mint  color  in  the  protected  areas  and  around  the  reverse  rims,  the 
remaining  surface  is  beautiful  and  glossy,  golden  brown  for  the  most  part 
though  blending  into  steel  blue  brown  with  lovely  iridescence.  A  classy  look¬ 
ing  specimen  of  this  scarce  year. 


1872  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Red.  Gorgeous  fiery  to  flame  red  hues  on 
both  sides  without  the  usual  diminishment  nor  the  typical  light  flyspecking.

As  mentioned  elsewhere 
(but  it  deserves  reinforcement),  this  entire  collection  came  to  us  in  the 
famous  Wayte  Raymond  pages,  the  preferred  way  of  storing  coins  in  the 
1 940s  through  the  early  1 970s.

Needle-sharpness  in 
the  headdress  increases  the  coin’s  allure.  For  the  depth  of  strike  is  top-end  to 
say  the  least.

Crystal  clear  detail  throughout  from  the  sharp 
strike  by  the  minting  dies.  1 877  is  the  key  issue  in  the  series. 

In  the  125  years  since  this  historic  coin  was  made,  the  world  has  taken  a 
revolutionary  turn  for  the  better:  “There  are  no  good  Indians  but  dead 
Indians,”  exclaimed  General  Philip  Sheridan,  who,  after  Appomattox, 
was  commissioned  to  “pacify”  a  wide  section  of  the  American  frontier.  In 
that  spirit  no  small  part  of  the  undertaking  was  realized.  “Many,  if  not 
most,  of  our  Indian  wars  have  had  their  origin  in  broken  promises  and 
acts  of  injustice  on  our  part,”  laconically  remarked  President  Rutherford 
B.  Hayes  in  a  message  to  Congress  in  1877.  Now,  such  language  from  an 
American  General  would  never  be  countenanced.

Emphasis  goes  to  the 
“red”  side  of  the  equation  as  seen  in  the  ample  mint  color  which  gleams  on 
either  side.  A  well  struck  example,  very  attractive  as  it  is  bathed  in  originali¬ 
ty;  no  signs  of  cleaning,  none  of  mishandling  either,  which  is  always  favor¬ 
able  when  choosing  which  piece  to  enter  your  bid  on;  we  encourage  all  bid¬ 
ders  to  view  these  beforehand.  There  are  many,  many  sharp  pieces  in  the  auc¬ 
tion,  not  only  the  1877-dated  rarities,  but  other  gems  as  well. 


Production  fell  from  1874  to  1877  as  seen  in  the  Red  Book  mintage  figures, 
and  then  it  rebounded  steadily  from  1878-on  to  reach  a  high  point  in  1883 
when  45  million+  Indian  cents  were  struck.  In  1877,  however,  there  were 
only  852,000,  which  is  why  it  is  the  key  to  the  series.

Indian  cent  from  the  San  Francisco,  notably  fresher  and  more  flame  colored 
than  most  and  quite  appealing.  As  collectors  know,  early  cents  are  scarcest 
when  retaining  original  color.  Copper  tends  to  turn  brown  when  handled  by 
human  hands  even  for  a  short  while.  Only  the  top  few  percent  exist  nowa¬ 
days  with  fiery  color  like  this. 


79  1909-S  Indian.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Brown  Lustrous  and  well  pre¬ 

served.  The  mintmark  “S”  can  be  found  below  the  ribbon  bow  on  reverse. 
Only  309,000  minted. 


80  1909  Lincoln.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Red.  Scintillating  matte-proof  fin¬ 

ish  with  the  surface  glowing  golden  red  color,  the  coin  appearing  as  if  it  has 
left  the  dies  mere  moments  ago.  The  strike,  let  it  be  said  up  front,  is  razor- 
sharp.  From  the  hair  to  Lincoln’s  bow  tie,  and  from  the  wheat  chaff  to  the 
kernels  in  the  two  “ears”  on  the  reverse,  every  design  element  is  boldly 
enforced  by  the  strike  of  the  dies.  There  were  2,198  Proofs  issued  of  this  no 
VDB  edition.  Collectors  have  made  a  valiant  effort  in  recent  years  to  acquire 
high-end  Proof  sets  of  the  1909-1916  dates.  Here  is  one  that’ll  make  your 
eyes  pop  out  of  your  head. 


1909  Lincoln.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Red  and  Brown.  Deep  dusky  mint 
red  color,  the  reverse  uniform  while  the  obverse  has  a  blend  into  lovely  glossy 
steel  brownish  red  at  the  middle.  The  depth  of  detail  must  be  seen  to  be 
appreciated  on  these  gorgeous  Proofs.

82  1909-S  V.D.B.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Red.  Fiery  golden  red  luster 

throughout,  a  spot-free  gem  for  the  Lincoln  cent  buyer.  Accompanying  the 
color  is  exquisite  detail  in  the  portrait  and  on  the  two  wheat  ears  on  the 
reverse.  A  well-made  piece  like  this  commands  a  premium  from  bidders 
nowadays,  who  realize  how  scarce  these  are  becoming  in  an  ever-expanding 
market. 

No  pattern  coins  exist  for  the  Lincoln  cent,  but  there  is  an  obverse  die  trial 
similar  to  the  regular-issue  Lincoln  cent  design,  but  without  the  motto  IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST  above  Lincoln’s  head.  In  his  discussion  of  the  patterns  of 
1909,  Judd  writes  as  follows:  “after  the  designs  [of  the  Lincoln  cent]  were 
thought  to  have  been  finished,  but  before  they  were  finally  adopted,  Presi¬ 
dent  Taft  decided  that  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  should  be  added. 
This  change  delayed  the  start  of  the  coinage  of  our  first  portrait  coin  until 
June.  Die  trials  show  that  in  Brenner’s  original  design  the  bust  of  Lincoln  was 
taller,  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  was  omitted,  and  the  word  LIBER¬ 
TY  and  the  date  were  placed  differently.”  [See  Pollock  #3527,  page  423,  for 
a  picture  of  this  interesting  trial  strike  of  1909.]

Oceans  of 
original  mint  color  lapping  up  to  the  rims  on  both  sides  and  immersing  the 
portrait  as  well  as  the  two  wheat  ears.  A  superb,  well  struck  coin  without 
spots  and  immediately  identifiable  as  a  gem  by  its  untouched  originality.  The 
small  V.D.B.  initials  (for  Victor  D.  Brenner,  the  designer)  can  be  found  at  the 
lower  reverse  rim.  The  mint  dropped  the  initials  after  only  484,000  pieces 
were  struck;  later,  in  1918,  they  would  appear  again,  but  in  a  less  conspicu¬ 
ous  location  on  the  coin. 


84  1909-S  V.D.B.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red.  As  it  is  in  an  early  style 

PCGS  slab,  this  piece  undoubtedly  resided  in  a  collection  for  the  greater  part 
of  a  decade  before  it  was  consigned.  Many  bidder  prefer  the  early  holders, 
some  with  the  obvious  hopes  that  such  a  coin  may  be  a  worthwhile  “crack 
out”  candidate  for  possible  upgrade.  All  the  more,  when  you  see  that  the  sur¬ 
face  here  is  fresh  and  alluring,  with  golden  to  bright  coppery  orange  color  the 
color  of  embers  in  a  fireplace.

The  surfaces  are  not  only  chock  full  of  mint  red, 
but  there  are  no  traces  of  carbon  spotting  on  either  side  as  well,  a  problem 
that  plagues  this  issue  as  many  were  briefly  handled  by  non-collectors  in 
1955  (see  historic  note  below).  Very  rare  as  such  and  of  the  greatest  interest 
to  specialized  collectors  of  the  Lincoln  cent  series. 

A  lighthearted  anecdote  is  attached  to  the  arrival  of  Double  Die  Cents.  It 
seems  a  Boston  area  vending  machine  company  got  their  hands  on  a  good¬ 
ly  number  of  the  original  mintage  (unbeknownst  to  them,  of  course)  and 
sent  them  on  their  way  via  a  curious  route.  At  the  time,  this  company’s 
vending  machines  sold  cigarettes  at  23<f  a  pack.  So,  to  give  a  refund  to  the 
buyer  who  had  put  a  quarter  dollar  in  their  machine,  two  cents  were  insert¬ 
ed  ahead  of  time  beneath  the  cellophane  wrapper  of  each  pack!  Wouldn’t 
you  know  it,  the  1955  Double  Dies  began  showing  up  as  change,  2 <t  at  a 
time!  Retired  coin  dealer  Jim  Ruddy  recalls  cornering  a  supply  of  Double 
Dies  shortly  thereafter,  before  he  grew  worried  that  the  error  wasn’t  all  that 
rare.  Fretful  that  he  was  tying  up  too  much  capital  on  one  modern  issue, 
he  quit  buying  them  at  50<t  apiece  after  his  stock  topped  500!

lighr  marks  on  the  brow,  the  beard,  and  the  lower  shoulder.  Reddish  gold  to 
magenta  and  brown  gloss.  A  popular  die  making  error.  Believed  to  be  20,000 
ro  24,000  made,  most  of  which  circulated  due  to  the  way  they  were  distrib¬ 
uted.  (They  turned  up  in  the  Boston  area.)

Authorized  by  the 
coinage  Act  of  April  22,  1 864,  which  changed  the  weight  and  composition 
of  the  cent,  which  became  48  grains,  while  the  new  two-cent  coin  was  set  at 
96  grains.  Scarce  in  Uncirculated  condition.  FS-000.5  variety.

Almost  the  entire 
production  circulated  heavily.  Almost  the  only  grade  seen  nowadays  is  either 
high-end  (Proof)  or  low-end  (Good  or  Very  Good).  We  expect  this  superb  65 
example  will  realize  an  extra  strong  price  realized.

144  1873  Closed  3.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Red  and  Brown.  Final  year  of  the 

type  and  struck  only  in  Proof,  there  were  none  intended  for  circulation  since 
the  denomination  was  abandoned  pursuant  to  the  coinage  at  of  1873.  Both 
a  closed  3  and  an  open  3  obverse  used  to  strike  1873-dated  two-cent  pieces. 
Research  has  found  that  these  closed  3  pieces  (of  which  an  estimated  600 
were  made)  comprise  Originals,  while  the  500  or  so  open  3  pieces  are 
restrikes.  Designs  by  James  Barton  Longacre,  who  also  created  the  Flying 
Eagle  and  Indian  cents  of  the  period,  the  Three-cent  silver  and  three-cent 
nickels,  and  the  Shield  nickel  which  closely  approximates  the  shield  on  the 
first-struck  two-cent. 


145  1873  Open  3.  NGC  graded  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Brown.  Final  year  of  the 

design,  the  open  3  coins  are  believed  to  be  restrikes  struck  not  too  many 
months  or  years  after  the  original  closed  3  pieces.  Only  500  estimated  struck.

Instead  of  it 
being  .750  fine  silver,  the  new  type  switched  to  standard  “coin  silver”  which 
is  .900  fine.  Modifications  to  the  design  include  now  a  triple  outline  around 
the  star,  plus,  on  the  reverse,  an  olive  sprig  above  the  Roman  III  and  a  bun¬ 
dle  of  3  arrows  below.  Very  scarce  in  Proof,  and  deserving  special  mention  in 
this  outstanding  condition! 

According  to  Donald  Taxay  in  his  U.S.  Mint  and  Coinage  p.219,  on 
March  2,  1851,  mint  engraver  Longacre,  having  prepared  the  design  and 
cut  the  dies  for  the  first  type  of  this  denomination,  wrote  to  Treasury  Sec¬ 
retary  Corwin  to  explain  the  designs  (of  which  he  enclosed  trial  strikes, 
possibly  uniface):  “.  .  .  That  portion  of  the  act  referred  to  which  pre¬ 
scribes  my  duties  in  relation  to  the  coin  is  in  these  words:  'The  said  coin 
shall  bear  such  devices  as  shall  be  conspicuously  different  from  those  of 
the  other  silver  coins  and  from  the  gold  dollar,  but  having  the  inscription 
United  States  of  America,  and  its  denomination  and  date.’  On  so  small  a 
coin  it  is  impossible  that  the  device  can  be  at  once  conspicuous  and  strik¬ 
ing  unless  it  is  simple  —  complexity  would  defeat  the  object.  For  the 
obverse  I  have  therefore  chosen  a  star  (one  of  the  heraldic  elements  of  the 
National  crest)  bearing  on  its  center  the  shield  of  the  Union,  surrounded 
by  the  legal  inscription  and  date.  For  the  reverse  I  have  devised  an  orna¬ 
mental  letter  C  embracing  in  its  center  the  Roman  numeral  III,  the 
whole  encircled  by  the  thirteen  stars  .  .

specimen  from  this  old-time  collection,  and  yet  again,  the  mintage  much 
smaller  than  other  denominations  this  year,  with  a  mere  22,000  business 
strikes  plus  725  Proofs  made.  Well  toned;  devices  razor-sharp  including  the 
central  shield  and  the  raised  borderlines  around  the  star. 
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1867  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Unmatched  for  beauty  and  desirable  sharp 
strike —  a  coin  whose  ownership  changes  for  the  first  time  in  more  than  thir¬ 
ty  years,  perhaps  as  long  as  forty  years!  Lovely  toning  over  immaculate  sur¬ 
faces.  The  mint  struck  625  Proofs  in  1867. 


Type  3  design,  as  issued  1859-1873.  Though  Archives  documentation 
has  not  yet  surfaced,  most  likely  Mint  Director  James  Ross  Snowden 
ordered  engraver  James  Longacre  to  revise  the  “Type  II”  design  for 
improved  striking  quality,  as  with  cents  and  larger  silver  and  gold  coins. 
With  the  assistance  of  Anthony  C.  Paquet  (whose  influence  is  seen  in  the 
narrow  lettering),  Longacre  prepared  new  matrices  and  hubs,  which  were 
used  to  sink  working  dies  complete  except  for  dates.  Among  the  most 
notable  features  of  the  new  “Type  III”  design  are  the  narrow  letters 
spaced  well  apart,  two  thin,  closely  spaced,  raised  outlines  to  star,  and 
some  of  the  smallest  numerals  ever  used  for  coin  dates.

Centers  a  little  lighter  than  the  1868, 
though  both,  since  they  were  housed  in  the  same  old  Wayte  Raymond  album, 
acquired  similar  color.

extra  choice  mirror  finish  in  the  field,  and  sharp  devices.  Only  960  Proof  this  vear. 
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1  hree-Cent  Silver  and  I  hree-Cent  Nickels 


168  lS"^  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Nicely  toned  over  the  years;  close  to  65  quali¬ 
ty.  In  all,  there  were  950  Proofs  minted  of  1872,  along  with  1,000  others  that 
went  into  circulation.  This  denomination  had  been  popular  when  it  first  went 
into  production  back  in  1851,  but  by  1865,  when  the  nickel  version  of  the  3c 
piece  came  along,  it’s  days  of  glory  were  ended.  Competition  from  the  larger 
nickel  type  (actually  25%  nickel,  75%  copper)  sealed  the  3c  Silvers  fate  and  the 
issue  made  a  quiet  exit  the  very  next  year  following  this  coin’s  issue.

Since  these  were  struck  early  in  the  year,  the  date  has 
a  closed  3.  Deeply  toned  from  years  in  an  album,  the  surface  is  outstanding 
while  the  strike,  as  is  natural  for  a  well  made,  well  preserved  Proof,  exhibits 
bold  devices. 

From  the  Breen  encyclopedia;  “The  Mint  Act  of  Feb.  12,  1873  abolished 
the  denomination.  On  the  following  July  10,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  held 
some  74,000  trimes  [Breen’s  term  for  the  3c  silver]  in  its  stock  of  uncur¬ 
rent  silver  issues,  together  with  2,258  old  proof  silver  dollars  and  larger 
quantities  of  unsold  proofs,  mostly  1871-73  silver  coins  without  arrows. 
These  were  all  melted  (Boosel  {I960},  p.  19).  The  74,000  trimes  repre¬ 
sent  proofs  of  1872-73,  nearly  the  entire  production  run  of  1863-72,  and 
many  of  1 862  and  earlier  years.  We  need  seek  no  further  for  reasons  why 
these  later  dates  have  remained  so  elusive.”

A  gem  srruck  from  very  slightly  clashed  dies,  leaving  the  centers  not  quite 
full. 
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1866  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  “Premium  Quality”  for  its  gorgeous  color; 
shimmers  with  outer  golden  iridescence  the  centers  nickel-blue  to  sky  blue,  a 
superb  medley.  Second  year  of  this  denomination;  only  725  Proofs  minted. 
This  denomination  was  invented  to  replace  the  objectionable  3c  fractional 
notes  then  clogging  the  cash  registers  and  banks  of  America.  Although  Mint 
Director  James  Pollock  was  a  bitter  opponent  of  the  use  of  nickel  for  coinage, 
a  bill  was  enacted  inaugurating  a  3c  nickel-copper  alloy  coin  in  1865. 


175  1866  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Lustrous.  Many  of  the  wonderful  3c 

pieces  from  this  collection  were  acquired  as  long  ago  as  forty  years,  as  the 
accompanying  auction  tag  reveals!

176  1866  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  From  lightly  clashed  dies,  though  bold¬ 

ly  struck  in  spite  of  this  (dies,  when  they  clash  together,  can  injure  themselves 
thereby  impairing  the  design). 


177  1866  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Having  suffered  numerous  die-clash 

problems  in  1865,  the  mint  adjusted  its  procedures  and  produced  much 
sharper  struck  coins  beginning  with  this  1866  dated  piece.

Only  600  Proofs  minted. 


1 80  1877  NGC  graded  Brilliant  Proof  64.  I  he  most  coveted  date  in  the  Three- 
cent  series,  struck  in  Proof  only,  there  were  none  made  for  circulation.  Esti¬ 
mates  run  to  510+  and  all  were  included  in  the  Proof  sets,  an  identical  situ¬ 
ation  occurs  in  the  Shield  Nickel  this  year  (which  see).  Cameo  frost  on  Lib¬ 
erty  gives  a  nice  two  tone  appearance.  Choice,  would  be  65  quality  were  it 
not  for  some  album-caused  toning  speckles. 

181  1878  NGC  graded  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A  second  time  where  only  Proofs 
were  issued  (following  1877,  the  series  rarity).  For  1878,  mintage  came  to 
2,350  pieces  as  the  mint  introduced  a  new  pricing  schedule  for  Proof  Sets  that 
included  for  the  first  time  an  offer  to  sell  a  “minor”  set  that  included  the  three 
lowest  denominations  only,  Indian  cent,  Three-cent  nickel,  and  Shield  nickel. 
Collectors  availed  themselves  of  this  minor  opportunity  by  acquiring  about 
1,800  more  Proofs  that  were  sold  in  1877.  Surfaces  flyspecks  from  its  years 
housed  in  an  album.  Luster  more  like  that  found  on  a  business  strike  Brilliant 
Uncirculated  than  a  Proof.  See  the  1879  description  for  an  explanation.

As  to  the  strike,  this  also  is 
first-rate,  with  all  of  the  design  brought  to  full  sharpness  by  the  double  blow 
of  the  specially  made  proof  dies.  Although  not  noted  on  the  grading  holder, 
the  devices  are  satin  frosted.

ance,  but  the  strike  suggesting  this  was  intended  for  circulation.  Minor  ton¬ 
ing  flecks.  Dates  from  1878  to  1889  in  particular  occur  with  either  frosty 
prooflike  fields  or  mirrored  frostiness  —  a  little  bit  of  both,  in  other  words, 
possibly  due  to  carelessness  in  striking  proofs,  or  equally,  the  use  of  Proof  dies 
to  later  strike  coins  for  circulation  which  got  only  a  single  blow  from  the  dies 
rather  than  the  two  blows  given  proofs..

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1881  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  With  superb  blue-as-arctic-ice  nickel 
pure  sheen  to  the  luster.  Well  worth  bidding  on  for  its  superior  quality. 


188  1882  NGC  graded  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Original  hazy  toning  with  light 

speckles  on  the  obverse,  this  piece  stored  for  many  years  going  back  into  the 
1960s  in  an  old-style  album.  Near-gem  originality  plus  a  bold  strike. 
Mintage:  25,300. 


189  1883  NGC  graded  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Again,  a  boldly  struck  specimen 

whose  color  is  nickel  to  nickel-blue  and  indicates  years  in  a  safe  environment 
(except  that  there  are  minor  flyspecks  on  the  obverse).  Mintage  in  Proof, 
6,609,  which  doubles  1882  and  1884  as  collectors  bought  additional  “minor” 
Proof  sets  containing  the  3  styles  of  Shield/Liberty  nickels  made  this  year. 


190  1884  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Superb  rims  and  color,  with  bold  detail  in  the 
central  devices.  A  gem  Proof  which  is  among  the  scarcer  dates  in  the  1 865- 
1889  series.  Has  plenty  of  appeal  for  the  quality  minded  buyer  who  wants 
only  Gem  Proofs  for  his  set. 

191  1884  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Desirable  Proof-only  year.  Exceptional  bold 
strike  on  every  device,  the  result  of  careful  manufacture  at  the  mint  —  Proofs 
are  struck  twice  by  the  dies,  whereas  coins  meant  for  general  circulation 
receive  only  a  single  blow  by  the  dies,  often  leaving  a  less-than-full  impres¬ 
sion  behind.

Toned;  minor  flyspecks  on  either  side,  as  before.

Scarcer  than  most  other  issues  since  the  3,790 
Proofs  are  accompanied  by  only  1,000  business  strikes  in  1885  —  thus  cre¬ 
ating  added  pressure  from  collectors  to  find  one  suitable  for  a  set. 

193  1886  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Light  toning  speckles;  many  of  the  Proofs  and 
Mint  States  in  this  set  acquired  flyspecks  from  the  40  or  so  years  they  were 
housed  in  an  old  Wayte  Raymond  album.  This  retards  the  grade  slightly,  but 
doesn’t  affect  the  underlying  surface  choiceness  nor  originality.  Mintage  in 
Proof,  3,942. 

194  1887,  7  over  6.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  The  only  instance  of  an  overdate  in 
the  Three-cent  Nickel  set,  an  earlier  6  shows  traces  below  the  7.  Naturally 
toned;  great  eye-appeal.  Moreover,  this  being  a  year  with  low  mintage  (2,960 
Proofs),  it  is  actively  sought  by  buyers  of  scarce,  low  mintage  coins.  Original 
nickel-gray  color  without  spots  or  flyspecks. 

195  1887  NGC  About  Uncirculated  50.  Mintage:  7,961. 

196  1888  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Speckled  nickel-gray  to  russet  toning.  Proof 
mintage:  4,582. 

197  1888  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Bright  and  sparkling,  the  surface  almost 
exploding  with  nickel-pure  mint  frostiness! 

198  1889  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  As  last,  with  similar  toning,  sharp  strike,  and 
low  mintage  —  in  this  case,  3,436  Proofs  were  made.

All  were  coined  at 
Philadelphia  and  have  plain  edges.

set  of  numerals  positioned  far  to  the  right  and  then  corrected  without  effac¬ 
ing  the  original  date.  Several  die  punching  errors  occur  with  1866,  but  this 
is  the  most  dramatic  —  it  doesn’t  take  a  magnifier  to  see  the  recutting.  A  gem! 

During  late  1 865  and  early  1866,  while  the  5c  coinage  bill  was  still  being 
debated  in  Congress,  Longacre  prepared  a  variety  of  pattern  dies  for  the 
new  nickel  5c  piece.  Mint  Director  Pollock  rejected  the  Lincoln  head 
outright,  alleging  intense  Southern  opposition).  He  gave  no  reason  for 
failing  to  adopt  any  of  the  Washington  head  types.  Pollock  appears  not 
to  have  liked  any  of  Longacre’s  submissions,  according  to  Breen  in  his 
encyclopedia,  but  he  finally  expressed  a  preference  for  the  shield  design, 
possibly  partly  because  of  its  likeness  to  the  2c.

quality  only  in  this  instance  the  fields  and  devices  naturally  toned  to  light 
champagne  gold  with  satiny  bloom  underneath.

coin  that  exhibits  needle-sharp  relief  on  the  shield  and  olive  branches  as  well 
as  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  (sometimes  found  weak)  and  date.  On  the  reverse, 
full  sharp  rays  between  the  stars.  As  handsome  as  these  get,  and  a  testament 
to  the  collector  who  acquired  it,  along  with  the  other  choice  to  superb  exam¬ 
ples  of  the  With  Rays  Shield  Nickels  in  the  lots  that  follow. 

Once  the  5c  Fractional  Currency  notes  were  retired  in  1 865-66,  something 
had  to  be  found  for  a  substitute.  The  logical  choice  was  a  nickel  5c  piece  uni¬ 
form  with  the  3c,  proportionately  weighing  50  grains  to  the  3cs  30  grains. 
Mint  Director  James  Pollock,  though  opposed  as  always  to  nickel  coinage 
because  it  caused  the  mint  lots  of  trouble,  prepared  a  bill  authorizing  such 
issues  at  60  grains  apiece.  The  House  committee  under  Rep.  Kasson  raised  this 
to  77.16  grains,  ostensibly  to  express  the  weight  as  an  exact  5  grams,  but  in 
reality  to  increase  the  size  of  Mint  orders  for  nickel  bullion  from  politically 
connected  nickel  miners.  This  bill  was  reported  out  of  committee  and  passed 
both  houses  without  debate  the  same  day,  becoming  the  Act  of  May  16,  1866.

Nickel  5c  pieces  were  legal  tender  up  to  $  1  (in  violation  of  the  Constitution, 
like  the  greenbacks  themselves  but  such  violations  are  easy  for  Congress  and 
the  executive  to  overlook);  they  were  to  be  paid  out  for  5c  Postage  Curren¬ 
cy  or  5c  fractional  notes  of  all  series,  which  paper  must  be  canceled  imme¬ 
diately,  in  parallel  with  the  3c  act  of  1865.  The  coins  were  immediately 
accepted  and  have  remained  part  of  our  pocket  change  ever  since.

People  noticed  that  the 
coins  had  no  mention  of  CENTS,  and  began  saving  these  “mistake”  nickels 
on  the  correct  assumption  that  the  design  would  be  changed  to  incorporate 
the  necessary  word.  According  to  Breen’s  encyclopedia:  Unscrupulous  per¬ 
sons  reeded  the  edges  of  many  of  these  coins,  gold  plated  them,  and  palmed 
them  off  on  the  unwary  as  new  $5  gold  pieces.  At  least  one  famous  court  case 
reportedly  involved  a  deaf-mute,  Josh  Tatum,  who  did  the  actual  “shoving” 
so  that  his  victims  could  never  testify  under  oath  that  he  had  called  the  coins 
anything  whatever.  Thousands  of  the  original  “Racketeer”  nickels,  with  part¬ 
ly  rubbed-off  gold  wash,  survive  today;  many  with  reeded  edges,  some  with 
plain.  Other  parties,  aiming  at  coin  collectors,  have  within  the  last  30  years 
gilt  ordinary  centless  nickels  and  sold  them  as  “Racketeer”  coins,  thereby 
exposing  themselves  to  this  epithet,  but  doubtless  crying  all  the  way  to  the 
bank.  All  humor  aside,  this  is  an  important,  historic  one-year  Type  from  a 
time  in  America’s  past  that  seems  far  off  and  forgotten  now.

higher.  In  the  most  recent  census  figures  for  December  2002,  there  are  list¬ 
ed  3  PCGS  and  1  NGC-graded  of  this  rare,  desirable,  unusual  variety.  As 
with  any  Buffalo  Nickel,  Uncirculated  pieces  with  full  sharp  details  are  worth 
a  considerable  premium,  which  is  why  we  point  your  attention  to  the  immac¬ 
ulate  surfaces  and  sharp  strike  of  this  Mint  State  66. 

A  popular  Buffalo  nickel  error  is  the  191 8-D,  8  over  7  overdate.  A  different 
blunder  created  the  famous  1937  Denver  mint  3  Legged  variety;  excessive 
regrinding  of  a  die  to  remove  clash  marks.  Die  clashing  is  a  common  accident 
in  any  mint:  A  tiny  metal  fragment  or  the  like  comes  into  the  hopper  among 
blank  planchets,  thence  to  the  feeder  —  where  it  jams  the  mechanism  and 
delays  or  prevents  a  planchet  from  reaching  the  dies.  At  which  point,  the  dies, 
having  no  blanks  to  stamp,  strike  each  other  instead,  often  repeatedly,  each 
leaving  traces  of  their  designs  on  the  other.  Routine  procedure  then  is  to  stop 
the  press,  condemn  and  discard  the  dies  which  have  become  defaced  by  clash¬ 
ing,  clear  out  the  feeder,  replace  the  dies  with  new  ones,  and  resume  normal 
operations.  At  the  time  of  the  1937  accident,  the  pressman  (a  Mr.  Young), 
then  a  newcomer,  was  under  pressure  to  complete  a  quota,  so  instead  of 
replacing  a  pair  of  clashed  dies  he  took  an  emery  stick  and  ground  off  the 
clash  marks,  in  the  process  removing  the  bison’s  foreleg  and  weakening  many 
other  details.  These  coins  escaped  into  sealed  sacks  among  normal  ones,  in 
quantity,  before  inspectors  condemned  the  dies  and  many  impressions.  From 
mint  sacks  the  error  coins  reached  the  Federal  Reserve  branch  banks  and  the 
general  public.

SUPERB  1794  HALF  DIME  —  RARE  PRESENTATION  PIECE 


356  1794  Valentine-3.  PCGS  graded  Specimen  67.  Superb!  A  gem  toned  Proof  or  specimen,  undoubtedly  a  presentation  specimen  and  one  of  the  finest  known,  if 

not  a  candidate  for  that  honor,  itself.  The  coin  is  free  from  the  often-seen  adjustment  marks.  An  incredibly  sharply  struck  specimen,  with  all  the  detail  in  the  dies 
that  can  ever  been  seen  present  here!  Even  the  minute  sharp  points  at  the  ends  of  the  stems  on  the  reverse  are  crisp,  clear,  and  pointy.  Liberty’s  hair  strands  are 
boldly  outlined,  even  the  ones  over  her  ear,  an  area  notorious  for  its  usual  soft  appearance.  The  stars  are  steely  sharp,  the  letters  in  LIBERTY  are  bold  and  still 
show  minor  recutting  on  I  and  Y,  and  the  date  is  clear,  with  obvious  repunching  on  the  final  digit.  On  the  reverse,  the  feathers  in  the  eagles  breast  are  as  clear  as 
they  are  ever  seen,  the  ones  in  its  neck  can  even  be  made  out,  and  those  in  the  wings  are  extremely  sharp.  Some  of  the  leaves  actually  show  inner  details.  On  both 
sides,  the  surfaces  are  clear,  bold  and  almost  satiny.  The  whole  coin  is  toned  in  pale  gray  and  iridescent  blue,  with  touches  of  rose  present  in  places.  A  series  of 
short  and  all  but  hidden  hairlines  in  Liberty’s  hair  are  noted.  Housed  in  PGS  holder  6561 188. 

For  uncertain  reasons,  the  Birch  design  used  on  the  1792  half  disme  was  abandoned  in  favor  of  the  flowing  hair  design  found  on  the  dollar,  half  dollar,  and  cop¬ 
per  coins  of  1794.  Scot’s  first  concept  is  represented  by  a  unique  copper  pattern  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution  (Judd  14),  similar  to  that  adopted  but  without 
stars  and  with  HALF  DISME  below  eagle.  We  do  not  know  when  this  piece  was  made,  but  it  may  well  have  been  in  fall  1794,  contemporaneously  with  the  half 
dollars  and  with  the  copper  dollar  without  stars  (Judd  18).  As  the  larger  circulating  coins  bore  no  mark  of  denomination  (being  acceptable  only  by  weight),  the 
accepted  half-disme  design  omitted  these  words.  (Nevertheless,  Mint  records  until  about  1835-36  often  spelled  this  denomination  the  same  way  as  in  1792-94; 
only  in  1837  did  the  coins  begin  to  call  themselves  HALF  DIME.) 

All  1794  Half  Dimes  were  actually  struck  in  1795,  although  they  were  back  dated.  The  first  delivery  of  the  denomination  was  made  to  the  Treasurer  on  March 
30,  17895,  meaning  that  they  had  been  struck  some  short  time  earlier.  There  is  a  pleasant  story  that  says  that  Mint  Director  David  Rittenhouse  took  delivery  of 
a  handful  of  presentation  strike  1795  Half  Dimes,  and  that  these  were  kept  carefully  in  the  Rittenhouse  family  for  generations.  While  we  cannot  vouch  for  this 
tale,  it  makes  for  a  good  story. 

Note:  For  date  struck  prior  to  1820,  the  grading  services  us  the  term  “specimen”  instead  of  “proof”  —  nevertheless,  this  1794  was  the  Proof  of  its  day,  as  is  plain¬ 
ly  seen  to  one  familiar  with  a  more  traditional  (and  weaker)  strike  meant  to  be  used  in  commerce  rather  than  for  presentation  purposes. 

Valentine-3  is  a  reuse  of  obverse  die  No.  2  with  a  new  reverse  in  which  the  left  spray  ends  with  one  leaf,  the  right  with  three.  On  the  obverse,  the  two  lowest 
curls  touch  four  points  of  the  lowest  star,  cutting  two  points  shorter.  Date  is  compact,  the  figure  4  is  the  only  figure  near  the  edge. 

We  note  that  this  coin  is  in  the  perfect  state  of  both  dies,  without  the  breaks  seen  on  other  Valentine  3’s.  The  exact  sequence  as  to  which  varieties  were  deliv¬ 
ered  when,  therefore,  cannot  be  determined  with  any  degree  of  accuracy.

1794  Flowing  Hair.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  A  sleek  little  half  dime  struck  the  first  (official)  year  the  mint  made  silver  coinage.  All  1792  half  dimes  were 
presumably  struck  at  another  location.  This  well  struck  coin  has  extra  sharp  detail  in  Liberty’s  hair,  where  the  lowest  two  curls  touch  several  points  of  the  first  star 
while  joined  to  one  point  of  the  second  star  —  a  hallmark  of  the  variety.  On  the  reverse  of  the  1794-1795  design  there  is  an  eagle  with  open  wings,  standing  on 
conventionalized  clouds.  These  rest  on  the  stems  of  a  wreath  made  by  two  sprays  of  laurel  which  do  not  quite  joining  above  the  eagle’s  head.  Again,  the  strike  is 
outstanding  while  the  color  is  natural  deep  dove  gray. 


Die  variety  Valentine-1.  On  the  reverse  the  left  branch  has  13  leaves  and  6  berries,  while  the  right  has  14  leaves  and  7  berries.  Listed  by  Valentine  as  reverse  No. 
1  and  obverse  No.  1 .

1794  Flowing  Hair.  NCS  graded  Fine  Details,  Reverse  Graffiti.  Numer¬ 
ous  faint  old  pin  lines  on  Liberty  almost  unnoticeable  under  the  deep  antique 
gray  and  russet-colored  toning.  From  an  old  estate  that  came  to  us  in  Wayte 
Raymond  pages  and  albums,  the  cardboard  of  which  imparts  often  colorful 
toning  to  silver  issues.  The  half  dime  types  of  1794-1805  present  the  gener¬ 
al  characteristics  as  larger  United  States  silver  coins.  Authorized  by  the  Act  of 
April  2,  1792,  they  were  not  coined  until  February  1795,  although  some  like 
this  specimen  were  dated  1794.  Robert  Scot  designed  the  flowing  hair  type 
of  1794-1795.  There  are  many  varieties  in  the  early  dates. 


1795  Flowing  Hair.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Deep  steel  gray  pati¬ 
na  throughout  except  for  lighter  rubbed  silver  accents  on  the  hair  and  bust 
curve,  the  tops  of  the  stars  and  letters  in  legends.  This  common  type  has  a 
break  in  the  obverse,  known  as  a  “cud”  break,  above  TY  and  a  star.  Later  die 
state.  Variety  of  Valentine  4a,  with  distinctive  late  break  as  described  above.

1795  Flowing  Hair.  NGC  graded  Very  Fine  25.  Beautiful  old-time  patina, 
lightest  in  the  open  areas,  with  deeper  shades  of  antique  gray  on  the  rims  and, 
prominently,  around  the  leaves  in  the  wreath.  A  die  crack  extends  from  the 
top  of  the  head  to  the  rim,  just  grazing  the  RT  of  LIBERTY.

363  1796  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  LIKERTY  variety.  NGC  graded  Very 

Fine  30.  Smooth,  evenly  worn  on  both  sides  with  hair  visible  throughout  the 
portrait  and  utterly  captivating  multicolor  toning  on  a  base  of  russet-gray.  This 
piece,  like  the  others  in  the  Half  Dime  run  offered  in  these  lots,  comes  to  us 
from  an  old  estate  where  the  coins  were  stored  and  displayed  in  brown  album 
pages  of  the  kind  in  vogue  in  the  1950s  to  early  1970s  before  Whitmans  patent¬ 
ed  blue  albums  made  a  forward  rush  and  took  the  field  away  from  all  its  com¬ 
petitors.  The  draped  bust  style  is  also  by  Robert  Scot,  with  the  small  eagle  reverse 
exclusively  used  in  1796  and  1797  creating  a  key  two-year  Type.  I.M-1  variety.

364  1797  Sixteen  Stars.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Lack  of  detail  in  the 

eagle  on  1797  is  no  drawback  when  arriving  at  an  accurate  grade  since  these, 
more  than  the  similarly  designed  ten-cent  pieces  of  1797,  tend  to  be  weak. 
Liberty’s  broad  expanse  lies  opposite  the  eagle.  For  this  reason,  there  was 
often  insufficient  metal  flow  into  the  dies.  An  attractively  toned  example  of 
the  variety  with  sixteen  stars  on  obverse,  arranged  9  +  7.  The  cheek,  shoulder 
and  breast  area  are  a  lighter  shade  of  gray  known  leveling,  for  want  of  a  bet¬ 
ter  term,  as  “rubbed  silver”  —  the  combination  tells  us  this  coin  is  in  its  orig¬ 
inal  state.  It  hasn’t  been  cleaned  or  scrubbed  as  have  so  many.  With  that  in 
mind,  bidders  may  want  to  come  to  the  sale  ready  to  pay  a  premium  for  this 
attractive  appearance.  Only  44,527  minted  of  all  three  varieties  combined.

1800  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  LIBERTY  variety.  NGC  graded 
About  Uncirculated  58.  Deep  colorful  antique  gray  with  iridescent  blue  and 
silvery  toning,  some  pinkish  russet  gracing  Liberty  and  the  field  nearby.  Only 
an  estimated  16,000  LIBERTY  pieces  struck  from  a  single  die  pair,  this 
boasting  sharp  stars  and  superb  hair  definition.  Even  the  shield  on  the  eagle’s 
breast  shows  its  full  horizontal  lines  and  vertical  stripes  to  full  measure  — 
which  is  unusual  given  the  thinness  of  the  planchet.  Another  magnificent 
coin  from  this  old  established  collection,  the  coins  were  kept  in  album  pages 
for  more  than  40  years!

1800  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45. 

Deep  and  choice  gunmetal  gray  toning  throughout,  with  outstanding  relief 
on  Liberty’s  hair  and  nice  separation  between  shoulder  and  drapery  folds. 
This  design  is  sometimes  known  as  the  “fillet”  style  from  the  fillet  or  hair  rib¬ 
bon  tied  at  the  back  of  Liberty’s  head.  The  heraldic  style  eagle  supplants  the 
small  eagle  design  that  was  current  in  1796-1797.  There  were  no  half  dimes 
made  in  1798-1799.  When  coinage  resumed  in  1800,  the  mint  adopted  the 
then-standard  draped  bust  with  heraldic  eagle  style  of  the  other  silver  denom¬ 
inations.

1800  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45. 

Mintage  24,000  for  the  perfect  LIBERTY  spelling  (see  prior  lot).  Well  struck 
on  Liberty s  hair  and  an  eagle  side  that  has  nothing  to  find  fault  with,  though 
perhaps  a  little  weakness  along  the  clouds  (which  lie  opposite  Liberty’s 
bosom)  could  be  stronger.  However,  this  is  nitpicking  when  viewed  overall 
for  its  detail  and  attractive  toning. 

The  smallest  silver  denominations  were  among  the  last  to  receive  the  benefit 
of  Robert  Scot’s  changes.  Scot  copied  the  heraldic  eagle  device  from  the  Great 
Seal  of  the  United  States  (1782),  though  on  all  six  punches  of  this  design  he 
committed  the  heraldic  mistake  ot  placing  the  warlike  arrows  in  the  eagle’s 
own  right  claw,  outranking  the  olive  branch  of  peace  in  the  other  claw.  The 
design  was  in  use  only  from  1800  to  1805  before  half  dime  coinage  ceased 
for  the  better  part  of  a  generation. 


1801  Fine  15.  Mintage  27,760  seems  to  belie  the  fact  1801  is  much  scarcer 
grade-for-grade  than  1800-dated  half  dimes.  This  toned  example  has  a  few 
old  marks  in  the  obverse  and  is  weak  on  the  reverse  at  centet  as  often  occurs.

1803  Fine  15.  Strongest  detail  in  the  hair  where  a  grade  of  Very  Fine  is  sug¬ 
gested,  but  then  weakly  struck  on  the  reverse  and  also  along  the  left  obverse 
where  the  stars  merge  into  the  rim.  A  base  of  natural  gray  color  enhanced  by 
old-time  golden  russet  toning  on  the  obverse.

372  1837  No  Stars.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Check  this  with  a  magnify¬ 

ing  glass  and  all  is  revealed:  a  full  sharp  strike  plus  wonderful  lustrous  fields 
and  devices.  Moreover,  it  has  acquired  very  pleasant  toning  from  neutral  gray 
to  rose  gold,  amber,  and  some  silvery-like  iridescence  in  splashes  around  the 
coin.  In  other  words,  it  is  a  pristine  quality  gem! 

Absence  of  stars  on  the  obverse  leaves  the  seated  figure  in  the  field  by  herself, 
creating  a  cameo  effect  which  today’s  collectors  find  very  attractive  but 
which,  for  some  reason,  bothered  the  mint  at  the  time.  The  No  Stars  type  was 
issued  only  in  1837  (at  the  Philadelphia  Mint)  and  in  1838  (only  at  the  New 
Orleans  mint).

369  1802  Fair-2  to  About  Good-3.  Full  clear  date,  with  the  star  at  right  all  vis¬ 

ible  as  is  ERTY;  everything  on  the  left-hand  side  worn,  as  is  the  reverse, 
which,  except  for  a  ghost  of  the  eagle  at  center,  is  smooth.  Like  the  1 802  half 
cent,  a  great  rarity  in  all  grades,  but  unlike  the  1802  half  cent,  of  which  sev¬ 
eral  hundred  possibly  exist,  the  1802  half  dime  is  indeed  a  great  rarity. 
Todays  hyperactive  market  for  key  issues  is  sure  to  win  over  many  buyers. 
One  feature  we  can  count  on  is  1802’s  storied  past,  since  as  early  as  about 
1881,  when  Hasletine  published  his  work  on  the  half  dime  series,  collecting 
was  advanced  enough  to  recognize  1802’s  importance  in  the  realm  of  Amer¬ 
ican  numismatics. 

Valentine- 1  variety;  only  a  single  pair  of  dies  used  in  1802  to  strike  the 
purported  3,060  mintage. 


373  1837  No  Stars.  Large  Date  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Light  golden  to 

grayish  toning,  the  luster  superb,  the  strike  first-rate  and  complete  to  the 
smallest  element  in  the  design.  Refreshing  as  it  is  to  see  a  coin  of  this  caliber 
from  the  1830s,  its  importance  is  magnified  by  it  being  a  two-year  only 
design.  Miss  Liberty  sits  in  an  open  field  without  stars  around  her.  A  master¬ 
piece  by  Christian  Gobrecht,  it  was  modeled  upon  his  1836-39  Dollars.  For 
the  reverse,  a  simple  wreath  substitutes  for  the  earlier  eagle  that  had  graced 
America’s  halt  dimes  since  1792.

sides  underneath  beautiful  old-silver  toning.  The  No  Stars  design  issued  only

to  its  impressive  quality.  Only  restricted  numbers  have  been  accounted  for  in 
true  Mint  State  condition.

tive  gem  has  taken  on  agreeable  (and  original)  steel  color  with  blue  irides¬ 
cence.  Both  sides  are  well  toned,  both  sides  also  show  exquisite  superb  mint 
bloom  underneath  the  color.  As  to  the  strike  it  is  nothing  short  of  1 00%  — 
from  the  hair  and  drapery  folds  to  the  stars  around  Liberty,  and  all  leaves  in 
the  wreath,  which  have  their  central  veins.

First,  the  obverse,  where  a  high  “fin”  or  knife  rim 
gives  a  hint  at  what  the  central  devices  will  reveal.  As  to  the  stars,  all  are 
100%  crisp;  as  for  Liberty,  her  hair  and  drapery  are  incredible,  with  a  crystal 
clear  shield  to  complete  the  picture.  Second,  the  reverse,  where  each  little  leaf 
shows  a  central  vein  —  now  when  have  you  seen  a  complete  wreath  on  one 
of  these?  The  letters  in  legends  are  also  full  1 00%  detailed,  while  the  entire 
surface  is  gently  toned  light  champagne  gold. 

383  1846  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Key  date  in  the  1840s  (only  27,000 
were  minted  with  the  few  that  are  offered  usually  in  low  grades.  Here  is  a 
delightful  Very  Fine  specimen  which  has  smooth  rims,  clean  surfaces,  great 
color  (from  years  in  an  album),  and  best  of  all,  great  eye  appeal.  Should  pro¬ 
vide  hours  of  enjoyment  for  its  new  owner.  Expect  this  to  realize  a  near¬ 
record  price  for  the  grade! 


378  1838  No  Drapery.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Original  old-silver  toning 
in  shades  of  medium  gray,  the  fields  immaculate  and  the  devices  razor-sharp. 
This  comes  to  us  in  an  craft  paper  unattributed  auction  envelope  #1558 
dated  December  1935.  It  seem  the  lot  sold  to  the  buyer  (along  with  a  now¬ 
missing  1839  About  Good  half  dime)  for  .  .  .fifty-five  cents! 

379  1839  No  Drapery.  NCS  graded  Uncirculated  Details,  Planchet  Flaw. 

Small  rim  defect  at  top,  as  made.  Gorgeous  multicolor  toning  from  the  years 
it  spent  in  the  Wayte  Raymond  page  in  which  it  arrived.  Fresh,  original  sur¬ 
faces  and  color,  with  a  full,  bold  strike.  The  No  Drapery  design  was  in  use 
from  1838  to  1840  only:  three  short  years! 

380  1840  No  Drapery.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Of  1838,  1839  and  1840, 
this  last  issue  seems  to  be  the  least  often  seen  in  cherry  Uncirculated  condi¬ 
tion.  A  handsome,  well  struck  example  with  lovely  toning  that  is  speckled 
gray  and  greenish.  Underlying  this,  frosty  mint  bloom. 


384  1852-0  NGC  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Scarce  year  since  only  260,000  were 

minted  and  most  were  later  melted  when  the  government  withdrew  all  pre-

silver  (which  had  been  experiencing  hoarding  and  export).  Only  135,000  No 
Arrows  pieces  were  minted.  Few,  it  seems,  escaped  the  great  remelt  of  1853- 
55,  but  this  coin,  this  magnificent  coin,  is  one  of  the  handsomest!  Original 
toning  arises  from  the  Wayte  Raymond  album  in  which  it  was  stored  for  the 
better  part  of  36  years.

almost  razor-sharp,  barring  a  few  leaves  on  the  wreath.  One  often  wonders, 
indeed,  where  such  a  choice  coin  lay  hidden  all  these  years.

Another  outstanding  example  from  this  old  estate,  the  surface  has  toned 
smooth  gray  with  some  iridescent  shimmer  peeking  through.

New  Orleans 
mint  struck  1.1  million  half  dimes  in  1856  with  the  major  part  of  the  issue 
well  circulated  or  no  longer  in  existence. 


A  coin  sporting  ultra-flashy  mint  frost 
that  is  crisp  white  like  a  fine  winters  day  in  the  north  country  —  the  luster 
so  vibrant  it  seems  to  cascade  from  the  coin  and  is  only  held  in  place  by  the 
restraining  edge  of  the  NGC  holder.  We  exaggerate  only  slightly,  for  once  you 
view  this  attractive  little  coin  in  person,  you  will  surely  agree  it  deserves  spe¬ 
cial  mention.

Half  Dime  Proofs  of  this  date  from  the  collection  we  have  been  referring  to 
regularly  in  the  sale.  Reddish  purple  to  blue  and,  on  the  reverse,  golden  rus¬ 
set  to  silver-blue  color  graces  what  can  only  be  described  as  a  miraculous  sur¬ 
face.  If  the  design  in  the  photograph  appears  slightly  different  from  the  1856- 
O  and  1858  examples  pictured  above,  that  is  because  a  new  die  was  utilized 
in  1859  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  This  die  has  the  stars  hollow  in  the  center 
and  the  arms  of  Liberty  are  slimmer.  Some  point  to  Anthony  Paquet’s  hand 
in  this,  since  his  Pattern  issues,  especially  Miss  Liberty,  look  strikingly  simi¬ 
lar  to  this.  A  marvelous  specimen  for  the  collector  or  investor  —  indeed  both 
of  these  1859  Half  Dimes  are! 


391  1859  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Resplendent  toning:  from  a  base  of  natural 
“old  silver”,  well  developed,  one  sees  splashes  of  golds  and  sunset  reds  and  blues 
shining  throughout.  On  both  sides  the  surface  has  developed  this  wonderful 
multifaceted  color.  The  strike,  indicative  of  a  well-made  Proof,  is  bold  from 
centers  to  peripheries.  The  1859  issue  differs  from  1840-1858  in  many  small 
ways.  Coins  struck  from  1859-dated  dies  are  from  a  new  hub  in  which  Liber¬ 
ty  is  changed  and  the  stars  have  hollow  centers  rather  than  being  pyramidal. 
The  engraver  for  this  two-year  style  was  Anthony  C.  Paquet,  closely  following 
Robert  Ball  Hughes  and  Christian  Gobrecht  but  tossing  in  a  little  of  his  own 
interpretation.  When  an  1859  is  put  side-by-side  with  an  1858,  for  instance, 
the  difference  is  starkly  revealed.  Although  1859-1860  is  not  collected  as  a  sep¬ 
arate  “type”,  the  change  is  dramatic  enough  to  be  more  discernable  than,  say, 
the  difference  between  an  1913  Type  1  and  Type  2  buffalo  nickel.

393  1859  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  When  viewed  in  one  direction  the  ton¬ 

ing  is  even  “antique”  gray  —  deep  gray  and  gleaming.  When  the  coin  is 
turned  slightly,  however,  its  true  colors  appear  —  deep  lavender  with  blue-as- 
steel  iridescence.  Only  340,000  minted. 


FAMOUS  1860  “TRANSITIONAL”  HALF  DIME 


394  1860  Transitional  Pattern.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Superb!  Creamy 

smooth  white  luster  behind  a  halo  of  russet  and  steel  blue  toning  on  the 
obverse,  the  result  of  many  years  in  an  album.  During  the  years  1859  and 
1860  interesting  half  dime  patterns  were  made  which  do  not  bear  our 
nation's  identity.  These  are  transitional  pieces,  not  made  for  circulation,  but 
struck  at  the  time  the  inscription  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  was 
being  transferred  from  the  reverse  to  the  obverse.

Boldly  struck  every¬ 
where.  The  toning  is  nicely  variegated,  gold,  blue,  etc.,  that  shimmers  with 
iridescence.

of  dusky  gold,  a  firm  strike  on  all  devices  which  one  expects  from  a  Proof, 
especially  a  gem  65  quality  Proof  that  has  been  off  the  market  for  years  as  this 
coin  has.  Mintage  of  600. 


403  1868  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Sleek  mint  original  surface 

below  antique  gray  toning  whose  color  is  enhanced  by  silvery  sky  blue  iri¬ 
descence.  The  splashes  of  color  add  mightily  to  what  is  already  a  top-end  look 
of  originality.  Only  a  handful  of  MS67  Half  Dimes  survive  today;  the  grad¬ 
ing  services  cast  a  leery  eye  on  anything  that  is  suspect  or  not  up  to  snuff 
when  grading  these  petite  Legend  Obverse  pieces.  This  coin  passed  the  test, 
in  our  view,  with  flying  colors!

1865  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Another  scarce  Philadelphia  Mint  date  from 
the  1 860s,  a  coin  that  is  rare  in  business  strike  and  has  low  Proof  mintage  as 
well,  500  pieces.

400  1866  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Needles-sharp  detail  in  Liberty  and  the  wreath

413  1797  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  Sixteen  Stars.  NGC  graded  Very  Fine  25. 

JR-1  Variety.  Full  letters  in  legends  and  sharp  devices  for  the  grade,  with  a 
couple  of  ancient  hairlines  on  the  eagle.  The  date  area  is  involved  in  die 
breakup,  which  affects  the  relief  of  the  digits  and  later  almost  obliterates 
them.  Mintage  25,261  spread  over  the  thirteen  star  and  sixteen  star  varieties. 
The  designs  of  the  dimes,  first  coined  in  1796,  follow  closely  those  of  the  half 
dimes  up  through  the  Liberty  seated  type.

The  draped  bust  style  is  the  work  of  Robert 
Scot,  mint  engraver  in  the  Washington  and  Adams  administrations.

worn  smooth;  full  UNTED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  on  reverse.  Only

415  1801  NGC  graded  Fair  2.  Clear  date,  partial  LIBERTY  at  top,  most  of  the 

legend  on  the  reverse  has  the  tops  of  the  letters  worn  into  the  rim.  A  scarce 
year:  34,640  minted. 


416  1802  NCS  Fine  Details,  Bent;  Obverse  Scratched.  Faint  old  scratch  on 
Liberty  and  a  scuff  in  the  field  by  the  2nd  star.  Attractive  multicolor  original 
toning  from  years  spent  in  an  album.  Most  of  the  dimes  in  this  section, 
whether  the  early  “classic”  heads  such  as  this  draped  bust  style  or  the  later 
bust  and  seated  issues,  were  collected  back  in  the  1960s  and  early  1970s. 
Housed  in  a  Wayte  Raymond  album,  the  acquired  natural  toning,  often  like 
that  seen  here  with  colorful  highlights.  Rare;  only  10,975  made. 

417  1803  NGC  graded  Fine  12.  Tops  of  LIBERTY  worn  into  the  rim;  a  small 
mark  on  the  reverse  rim.  Medium  gray  toning.  Scarce  issue:  33,040  minted. 


418  1805  NGC  graded  Very  Good  8.  JR-2  Variety.  Clear  date  and  most  of  LIB¬ 

ERTY,  with  STATES  OF  AMERICA  visible  on  the  reverse. 


419  1807  NGC  graded  Very  Fine  25  Four  Berries.  JR-1  Variety.  Final  year  of 

the  draped  bust  style,  the  mint  took  a  breather  in  1808  before  coming  up 
with  the  John  Reich-inspired  Capped  Bust  type  for  1809-1837.

In  other  words,  a  lus¬ 
trous,  original  Bust  dime!  Mostly  the  centers  are  brilliant  and  untoned,  but 
this  changes  slowly  as  toning  first  appears  within  the  outer  regions,  first  into 
light  golds  then  deeper  amber  shading  finally  into  reddish  brown  and  blue.

Bidders  may  want  to 
take  into  consideration  the  expected  competition! 

429  1837  Bust.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Tiny  scuff  on  Liberty’s 
jaw  line.  Attractive  color,  with  sharp  strike  and  choice  rims. 

430  1837  No  Stars.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Iridescent  reds  and 
blue  on  a  base  of  antique  gray;  a  particularly  pleasing  example  from  the  early 
years.  Struck  to  Christian  Gobrecht’s  specifications  (without  stars  on  obverse) 
only  in  1837  and  part  of  1838.  Desirable  for  a  type  set.

1822  NGC  graded  Fine  15.  A  small  mark  in  the  field  behind  the  bust;  a 
dark  curl  at  the  neck.  Full  legends  and  stars;  normal  wear  on  the  face,  for¬ 
ward  part  of  the  bust,  and  curls  at  shoulder.

JR-2  Variety.  Well  struck,  with  high  choice  rims.  Toned.  From  1828-on  the 
modified  design  uses  a  close  collar  to  produce  beaded  borders  and  a  uniform 
diameter  on  bust  dimes. 


426  1835  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Sleek  mint  frostiness  with  attractive  ton¬ 

ing  from  an  album.  A  hallmark  of  this  collection  is  its  consistent  beautiful 
toning;  moreover,  the  coins  underneath  uniformly  choice,  uncleaned  speci¬ 
mens  which  is  most  uncommon  nowadays  after  years  of  unwise  scrubbing 
artificial  application  of  questionable  color  by  collectors.  This  1835  is  a  first- 
rate  example  in  its  grade,  sure  to  please  even  the  strictest  grader. 


SUPERB  GEM  TONED  1838  LARGE  STARS  SEATED  DIME 


431  1838  No  Drapery.  Large  Stars.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  From  the 

same  collection  as  the  1838  Half  Dime  in  Gem  65  grade  offered  elsewhere  in 
the  sale,  and  a  coin  whose  surfaces  are  similarly  toned  —  fresh  original  color 
in  shades  of  natural  russet-gray.  Frosty  luster  gleams  underneath  and 
throughout  the  fabric  of  this  well  preserved  Seated  Liberty  Dime.  According 
to  Breen’s  encyclopedia,  at  least  8  varieties  are  known  from  this  “large  stars” 
hub.

CENT  in  a  laurel  wreath  similar  to  the  wreath  adopted  on  the  1859  one- 
year-only  Indian  Cent  (plain,  without  shield  or  other  ornamentation).  A 
handsome  Pattern  for  the  new  small  cent. 


503  1859  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-228,  Pollock-272.  Copper-nickel.  Plain  Edge. 

PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  The  design  of  1860  with  a  shield  above  the 
oak  wreath.  Popular  and  readily  affordable  “transitional”  pattern,  one  of  the 
most  popular  Indian  cent  patterns  of  them  all.  The  shield  was  added  to  the 
reverse,  said  the  Mint  Director  at  the  time,  to  give  it  a  more  National  char¬ 
acter,  “and  be  a  decided  improvement  upon  the  present  coin.”  Evidently  mul¬ 
tiple  dies  were  used  to  strike  copper-nickel  examples  of  this  design  type. 
Strikes  are  known  both  in  proof  and  uncirculated  formats.

1863  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-299,  Pollock-359.  Bronze.  Plain  Edge.  PCGS 
graded  Proof  64.  Brown.  Stunning  greenish  blue  to  deep  golden  brown 
with  magenta  splashes  in  the  undertone,  and  all  on  a  base  of  reddish  brown 
—  it  depends  where  light  reflects  off  it  to  see  the  wealth  of  colors.  Well 
struck.  Mint  Director  Snowden,  wishing  to  refine  the  difficult  copper-nickel 
alloy,  experimented  with  several  variations  on  the  European  or  “French 
bronze”  alloy  this  year.  Judd-299,  while  it  isn’t  rare  (only  R-3  according  to  the 
more  recent  Pollock),  is  one  of  those  interesting  pieces  that  sometimes  is 
called  a  transitional.  French  bronze  was  adopted  in  1864  and  would  become 
a  staple  of  cents  until  1942. 


505  1864  Pattern  Cent.  Pollock-426A  (Not  In  Judd).  Copper-nickel.  Plain 

Edge.  Possibly  Rarity-8.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Medium  tan-brown 
color  with  full  luster  and  sharp  head  and  wreath.  Weakness  occurs  at  the  date 
and  lower  obverse  rim,  as  well  as  the  shield  on  the  reverse  and  associated  rim. 
Pollock-426a  is  struck  on  a  thin  copper-nickel  planchet  resembling  the  bronze 
Indian  cents  in  size.  Faint  concentric  rings  on  Liberty  point  to  the  unfinished 
state  of  this  die,  which  had  been  reduced  on  a  pantograph-style  machine  from 
larger  models.  The  mint  would  normally  have  smoothed  out  any  signs  of  this 
on  a  die  meant  for  normal  production,  but  did  not  in  this  instance. 


506  1876  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-1451,  Pollock-1597.  Rarity-7  to  8.  Nickel. 

Plain  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  50.  The  dies  used  to  coin  regular  issue 
1876  cents.  “Three  known”  per  the  editors  of  the  Judd  pattern  reference. 
This  is  one  of  only  2  graded  by  either  service  as  of  the  time  of  catalog  prepa¬ 
ration  (December  2002). 
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1863  Pattern  Two-cent  Piece.  Judd-305,  Pollock-370.  Copper.  Plain 
Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Brown.  Needle-sharp  detail  with  near-gem 
surfaces;  deep  steel  brown  with  some  blue  iridescence.  Head  of  Washington 
facing  right  with  the  motto  GOD  AND  OUR  COUNTRY  around,  and  the 
date  1863  below.  Reverse  similar  to  the  adopted  format  only  the  word 
CENTS  is  markedly  curved. 


508  1863  Pattern  Two-cent  Piece.  Judd-312,  Pollock-377.  Copper  or  Bronze. 

Plain  Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Red  and  Brown.  First  of  a  pair  of  well 
struck  Judd-312  two-cent  coins,  this  having  deep  reddish  brown  to  golden 
brown  hue,  the  surface  being  pristine  and  glowing.  No  spots  here,  nothing 
out  of  the  ordinary  to  dissuade  you  from  participating  in  the  sale.  Collectors 
will  immediately  see  that  the  motto  on  the  scroll  reads  GOD  OUR  TRUST 
and  not  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST,  the  latter  being  the  adopted  terminology 
when  two-cent  pieces  went  into  full  production  in  1864.  NOTE;  Severe 
NGC  holder  scratches. 


509  1863  Pattern  Two-cent  Piece.  Judd-312,  Pollock-377.  Copper  or  Bronze. 

Plain  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Along  with  a  change 
in  the  cent’s  alloy  to  the  new  bronze  type  (with  the  nickel  alloy  now  depart¬ 
ed),  the  mint  was  experimenting  with  a  new  denomination,  the  Two-cent 
piece.  Two  main  focuses  were  using  a  head  of  George  Washington  for  the 
obverse,  or  this  shield  design,  which  was  later  adopted  in  1864  when  pro¬ 
duction  began  in  earnest.  Judd-377  is  Rarity-4,  meaning  that  a  hundred  to 
two  hundred  were  struck,  possibly  (probably?)  as  inducements  to  America’s 
congressmen  to  pass  the  enabling  legislation  for  this  denomination.  Original 
surfaces  and  toning;  close  to  gem  65  quality.  NOTE;  Severe  PCGS  holder 
scratches. 


510  1882  Pattern  Nickel.  Judd- 1684,  Pollock- 1886.  Nickel.  Plain  Edge. 

NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Original  nickel-gray  patina  with  sharp  devices  and 
proof  finish  in  the  fields.  Large  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  encircles 
Liberty  on  the  obverse,  no  stars,  and  the  date  1882  below.  A  large  Roman 
numeral  V  on  the  reverse  without  denomination  indicated.  Scarce  in  all 
grades.

511  1882  Pattern  Nickel.  Judd-1690,  Pollock-1892.  Rarity-5.  Nickel.  Plain 

Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  With  only  6  certified  this  high  (and  none 
higher)  a  coin  whose  destiny  is  in  a  top-flight  Pattern  collection.  The  devices 
are  razor-sharp,  highly  frosted,  as  they  seem  to  float  upon  the  lake-smooth 
glassiness  of  the  mirror  field.  The  obverse  is  more  or  less  identical  with  the 
adopted  1883  Liberty  nickel  except  for  the  date  and  minor  differences  in  the 
star  placement;  the  reverse  has  the  No  CENTS  reverse  adopted  in  1883. 
Often  seen  circulated,  it  is  a  rare  find  to  see  a  lcvely  Proof  66  like  this.  PCGS 
holder  #7401021. 

Designed  by  Barber.  Charles  Edward  Barber,  who  became  the  sixth  engraver 
at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1879,  following  the  death  of  his  father,  Chief 
Engraver  William  Barber,  remained  in  the  post  until  his  death  on  February 
18,  1917.  Apart  from  the  pattern  series,  Charles  Barber  is  best  known  today 
for  his  1883  Liberty  Head  nickel  and  the  1892  dime,  quarter,  and  half  dol¬ 
lar.  He  also  designed  certain  commemorative  coins  and  medals.  In  the  pre¬ 
sent  arena  of  pattern  discussion,  certain  dies  of  1879  are  sometimes  ascribed 
to  his  hand,  but  they  are  not  signed,  and  at  present  there  is  no  complete  ! 
delineation  of  who  did  what  among  the  various  dies  of  this  year  as  well  as 
others  through  1880,  although  the  Flowing  Hair  $4  Stella  and  the  various 
Washlady  dies  are  attributed  to  him.  With  some  exceptions,  it  is  evident  that 
Charles  Barber’s  work  was  second  in  artistic  rank  to  that  of  his  assistant, 
George  T.  Morgan.  Charles  Barber  was  born  in  London  in  1840,  and  in  1852 
came  to  America  with  his  family.  His  father,  an  engraver,  gained  a  position 
with  the  Philadelphia  Mint  and  in  January  1869,  following  the  death  on 
New  Year’s  day  of  James  B.  Longacre,  became  chief  engraver.  In  the  best  Mint 
tradition  of  nepotism,  Chief  Engraver  Barber  signed  Charles  as  an  assistant, 
although  it  seems  likely  that  the  younger  Barber’s  talents  in  this  area  were 
modest  at  best.  In  1877  his  wages  were  $4  per  day  (let  us  hope  he  asked  for 
his  remuneration  to  be  paid  out  in  Proof  gold  dollars). 


512  1863  Pattern  Dime.  Judd-331,  Pollock-402.  Rarity-7.  Nickel  or  Silver- 

Nickel.  Reeded  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Only  1  graded.  Listed  in 
Pollock  as  “Rarity-7”  but  then  described  in  a  footnote  with  only  a  single  auc¬ 
tion  listing,  there  is  every  reason  to  place  this  coin  in  the  Rarity-8  class,  as 
indicated  also  by  this  being  the  sole  coin  graded  by  either  service!  A  choice 
razor-sharp  specimen.  The  obverse  is  of  the  standard  Liberty  seated  design 
but  without  date.  The  reverse  identical  with  numerous  POSTAGE  CUR¬ 
RENCY  10  CENTS  patterns  issued  this  year.  The  view  was  to  use  such 
pieces  to  redeem  small  denomination  postal  notes.  It  was  thought  that  silver 
coins  of  standard  .900  fineness,  but  of  reduced  weight  would  circulate  with¬ 
out  being  subject  to  hoarding  as  were  the  regular-issue  full-weight  coins.  Pat¬ 
terns  represent  the  minted  story  of  what  might  have  been,  but  wasn’t,  in  j 
American  coinage.  Coins  with  holes  at  the  center  in  the  Oriental  style  (the 
1850  annular  or  ring  cent  is  an  example),  suggested  but  never  adopted  series 
(the  lightweight  Standard  Silver  issues  of  1869-1870),  special  purpose  coins 
(such  as  the  Postage  Currency  redemption  10-cent  piece  ol  1863  offered 
here),  and  others  are  fascinating  to  study  and  own  today. 
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513  1870  Pattern  Dime.  Judd-825,  Pollock-915.  High  Rarity-6  or  Low  Rar¬ 

ity-7.  Silver.  Reeded  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Dullish  gray  toning 
with  the  mirror  field  still  reflective  and  choice.  One  of  only  6  graded  by  either 
service,  a  popular  STANDARD  silver  format  that  the  mint  experimented 
with  in  1 869-71  using  various  obverses  combined  with  a  stock  reverse.  (Only 
in  1869  did  the  legend  read  STANDARD  SILVER;  in  1870  and  1871,  the 
term  used  is  STANDARD,  even  though  the  weight  and  alloy  remained  con¬ 
sistent  throughout  the  denominations.)

514  1879  Pattern  Dime.  Judd-1584,  Pollock-1777.  Silver.  Reeded  Edge. 

NGC graded  Proof  68.  Superb!  The  ultimate  in  beauty  and  marketability  is 
this  first  of  three  denominations  of  the  famous  Washlady  pattern  coinage  in 
silver.  This  coin  has  it  all:  color,  strike,  cameo  effect,  and  of  course  there  is 
the  incomparable  “68”  grade  as  inscribed  on  the  NGC  holder.  What  a  gor¬ 
geous  coin  this  is.  What  a  charming  rendition  of  late  19th  century  American 
coinage  art.  In  NGC  holder  919576-007.  At  this  grade  level,  the  coin  is 
without  question  the  highest  one  certified ,  the  Finest  Known.  Although  the  new 
dollar  had  been  accepted  the  year  before,  ten  more  pattern  dollars  were  mint¬ 
ed  in  1 879.  Charles  E.  Barber,  the  mint’s  chief  engraver,  submitted  his  “Wash¬ 
lady”  design  not  only  for  the  dollar  but  for  the  half  dollar,  quarter  dollar  and 
dime.  Geo.  T.  Morgan  designed  his  beautiful  “Schoolgirl”  pattern  dollar  and 
combined  his  obverse  adopted  for  the  regular  silver  dollar  with  other  reverses 
for  pattern  dollars,  half  dollars,  quarter  dollars  and  dimes.

515  1865  Pattern  Quarter  Dollar.  Judd-424,  Pollock-496.  Rarity-8.  Copper. 

Reeded  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Brown.  Ex  Eliasberg  Collection. 

Now  believed  to  be  High  Rarity-7  rather  than  Pollock’s  listed  Rarity-8,  this 
lovely  gem  toned  specimen  is  one  of  only  4  graded  by  either  service  as  of 
December  2002.  It  has  the  regular  Liberty  seated  obverse  combined  with  a 
reverse  designed  by  Anthony  Paquet.  The  same  reverse  appears  on  several 
other  quarter  dollar  patterns  coined  in  1858,  1859,  and  1864.  Anthony  C. 
Paquet  designed  several  Pattern  pieces  in  the  mid-nineteenth  century,  includ¬ 
ing  a  variation  on  the  1858  Gold  Dollar.  He  was  noted  for  his  tall  ornate  let¬ 
tering,  which  is  easily  spotted  by  those  familiar  with  it.  His  most  famous 
design,  one  which  actually  made  it  into  limited  production,  was  the  1861 
Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle  with  Paquet  reverse.  A  Philadelphia  Mint  speci¬ 
men  recently  fetched  $660,000  at  auction!  And  his  San  Francisco  mint  ver¬ 
sion  is  available  periodically. 


516  1870  Pattern  Quarter  Dollar.  Judd-884,  Pollock-982.  Copper.  Reeded 

Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Red.  Brilliant  coppery  glow  with  shimmering 
mirror  finish  in  the  field  and  crisp  devices.  Thirteen  tiny  stars  form  an  arc 
around  a  left-facing  seated  figure  of  Liberty.  Similar  to  Judd-879  (which  see) 
only  the  reverse  is  from  the  regular  die  of  1 870  used  on  the  proofs.  Very  scarce. 


517  1870  Pattern  Quarter  Dollar.  Judd-879,  Pollock-976.  Copper.  Reeded 

Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Red  and  Brown.  One  of  the  STANDARD 
silver  types  this  year,  a  few  tiny  carbon  flecks  on  the  obverse,  the  luster  deep 
and  fiery  with  sharp  devices,  smooth  finish  in  the  mirror  fields.

Obverse  and 
reverse  with  the  dies  used  to  coin  regular-issue  1870  Proofs,  struck  on  a  cop¬ 
per  planchet  to  test  the  dies.  Bold  devices,  incredible  “depth”  in  the  mirror 
fields,  plus  gorgeous  toning.  The  color  is  resplendent  deep  reddish  brown 
that  has  shimmering  blue  iridescence  to  it  in  areas  when  light  strikes  the  coin 
at  the  proper  angle.  The  effect  is  utterly  captivating.  As  is  the  quality  of  the 
surface  here,  pristine,  original,  verging  on  absolute  perfection.

The  exact  obverse  and  reverse  dies  used  to  coin  regular- 
issue  1871  quarters.  One  of  only  4  graded  by  either  service.

520  1879  Pattern  Quarter  Dollar.  Judd-1594,  Pollock-1788.  Rarity-7.  Cop¬ 

per.  Reeded  Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Red.  Population:  1/0.  Finest 
certified,  with  none  higher,  a  total  of  10  in  all  grades  reported  by  the  two  ser¬ 
vices.  Superb  deep  cameo  frost  on  Liberty  against  the  deep  mirror-red  proof 
field.  Morgan’s  design  has  a  head  of  Liberty  facing  left  with  E  PLURIBUS 
UNUM  around  separated  by  stars,  and  the  date  1879  below.  The  head  is 
essentially  a  miniature  version  of  that  featured  on  the  regular-issue  Morgan 
dollar.  For  the  reverse,  however,  Morgan  created  an  eagle  with  spread  wings 
holding  an  olive  sprig  in  its  right  talon  and  three  arrows  in  its  left.  At  the  bor¬ 
der  above  is  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  and  below  is  the 
denomination  QUARTER  DOLLAR  and  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST. 


521  1859  Pattern  Half  Dollar.  Judd-249,  Pollock-288.  Rarity-7.  Silver.  Reed¬ 

ed  Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  A  couple  of  tiny  field  marks  on  obverse; 
light  roller  die  lines  through  the  face  of  Liberty.  This  is  Anthony  Paquet’s 
obverse  design  of  Liberty  supporting  a  fasces  with  her  right  hand  and  a  shield 
with  her  left.  It  is  combined  with  Longacre’s  reverse  consisting  of  a  wreath  of 
cotton,  tobacco,  sugar  cane,  corn,  wheat,  and  oak  leaves.  Although  Mint 
Director  Snowden  attributed  the  reverse  design  to  Anthony  Paquet  in  1860, 
it  appears  more  like  Longacre’s  work,  which  tends  to  be  in  higher  relief  than 
Paquet’s  flat  motifs.  Only  1  example  graded. 

Die  variation:  this  has  recut  1 8  in  date  with  the  first  punch  low  and  slant¬ 
ing  up  to  the  right.  On  the  reverse,  as  described  in  Pollock,  there  are 
traces  of  die  rust  seen  around  the  2  and  on  the  rim  between  12  o’clock 
and  2  o’clock  and  again  between  6  o’clock  and  8  o’clock.

PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Brown.  Extremely  rare  (high  Rarity-7),  this  uses 
the  same  obverse  and  reverse  dies  to  strike  regular-issue  1866  With  Motto 
half  dollars,  but  struck  on  a  copper  or  bronze  planchet.  Variegated  reddish  to 
golden  brown  with  mirror  reflectiveness  still  evident  although  muted  some¬ 
what  by  the  natural  haze  of  many  decades.

Deep  cameo  con¬ 
trast  against  deep  mirror  fields  give  this  an  almost  black-and-white  appearance, 
although  the  aluminum  is  off-white  instead  of  silvery  as  in  a  .900  fine  silver 
issue.  One  of  the  very  rare  regular  dies  trial  pieces  in  aluminum.  Possibly  this 
is  a  Rarity-8  item  since  there  is  only  a  single  listing  in  Pollock,  plus  an  “A”  list¬ 
ing  for  a  Farouk  piece.  The  services  have  graded  only  2!  PCGS  #4002464.

Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  The  redolent  “Washlady”  design  struck  this 
year  only,  and  as  fine  a  silver  specimen  has  you  will  hope  to  see!  Brilliant  two 
tone  contrast  expands  into  gold,  then  purple,  then  deep  steel  with  blue  at  the 
rim  on  the  obverse;  while  the  same  luscious  trend  is  visible  on  the  reverse. 
The  strike  on  the  half  dollar  is  a  little  less  detailed  than  the  silver  dollar  of 
this  type  from  the  same  consignment.  However,  the  stars  are  pin-point  sharp, 
as  is  most  of  Liberty’s  mountain  of  hair.  A  cameo-like  effect  arises  from  the 
way  the  devices  are  frosted  against  the  deep  mirror  reflectiveness  of  the  field. 
Very  rare  as  a  type,  even  more  so  in  this  outstanding  condition!  Housed  in 
NGC  holder  371821-004.

Reeded  Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Red  and  Brown.  With  washer¬ 
women  scarce  in  the  United  States  nowadays,  thanks  to  electric  clothes  wash¬ 
ers  and  the  ever-dependable  Maytag  repairman,  the  nickname  “Washlady” 
may  seem  a  bit  dated.  But  what  isn’t  old-fashioned  is  the  way  this  coin 
sparkles  and  glows  with  deep  hearth-red  to  purple  brown  radiance.  The  sur¬ 
face  is  impeccable  in  its  preservation:  sleek  and  spot-free.  As  to  the  devices, 
they  are  all  100%  sharp.  This  includes  the  central  relief  which  more  than  a 
little  on  Patterns  seems  to  come  weak.  We  find  full  hair  above  the  ear  on  the 
“Washlady”  —  a  traditional  high  spot;  and  similarly,  the  eagle’s  breast  feath¬ 
ers  are  complete  down  to  the  smallest  one  as  revealed  under  a  magnifying 
glass.  The  coin  is  the  handiwork  of  Charles  E.  Barber,  the  mint’s  chief 
engraver  following  the  death  of  his  father,  William  Barber  in  1879.  Silver, 
copper,  and  some  rare  white  metal  Proofs  were  made  using  this  design,  but 
the  mint  decided  to  stick  with  the  familiar  seated  figure  of  Liberty  on  Amer¬ 
ica’s  half  dollars  until  1891.

Copper.  Reeded  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Brown.  An  utterly  mag¬ 
nificent  example  of  this  rare  type.  To  say  that  Judd-1 1 47  is  a  beautiful  design 
would  be  to  do  it  an  injustice  without  appending  any  number  of  adjectives 
that  uplift  the  coin  onto  the  pedestal  where  it  belongs.  This  is  Longacre’s  so- 
called  Indian  princess  motif,  coupled  with  a  die  from  the  regular  proofs  of 
1871.  The  color  is  sleek  and  glossy  brown,  with  ample  splashes  of  iridescent 
sky  blue  on  either  side.  The  strike,  100%  bold.  Liberty  in  this  pattern  is  in 
high  relief.  She  is  seated  facing  left  with  the  date  1871  below.  She  wears  an 
Indian  headdress  and  supports  a  liberty  pole  with  her  right  hand.  Her  left 
hand  rests  on  a  globe  inscribed  LIBERTY.  Behind  her  are  two  flags.  Thirteen 
stars  surround.

One  of  only  3  graded  by  either  ser¬ 
vice,  a  naturally  toned  specimen  in  smoke  gray  with  a  couple  of  silvery  streaks 
on  the  reverse.  Razor-sharp  detail.  Liberty  is  seated  facing  left  with  the  date 
1 872  below.  She  is  wearing  an  Indian  headdress  and  supports  a  liberty  pole 
with  her  right  hand.  Her  left  hand  rests  on  a  globe  inscribed  LIBERTY. 
Behind  are  two  flags,  one  of  which  is  ornamented  with  thirteen  stars.  The 
design  is  a  copy  of  the  James  B.  Longacre  pattern  silver  dollar  obverse  of 
1870-71.  Scholars  attribute  this  remake  to  William  Barber. 

The  reverse  has  the  denomination  TRADE  DOLLAR,  the  weight  420 
GRAINS,  and  the  quality  of  the  alloy  900  FINE  inscribed  within  a  wreath. 
The  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  is  on  a  scroll  at  the  base  of  the  wreath, 
with  UNITED  STAES  OF  AMERICA  around  the  border  above. 

William  Barber  became  chief  engraver  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  follow¬ 
ing  the  death  on  January  1,  1869,  of  James  B.  Longacre,  who  had  held 
the  post  since  1844.  He  produced  many  dies  for  pattern  coins  during  the 
decade  of  the  1870s,  most  notably  a  large  oeuvre  of  20-cent  pieces  1874- 
1875,  commercial  dollars  and  trade  dollars  1873-1876,  and  silver  dollars 
1878-1879,  among  numerous  others.  His  work  varies  from  the  ordinary 
to  the  inspired,  perhaps  his  1872  Amazonian  silver  coins  representing  his 
most  acclaimed  accomplishment  in  the  latter  category.  For  several  years 
after  Longacre’s  death,  Barber  used  Longacre  hubs  and  models  to  create 
new  varieties  of  Liberty  Seated  motifs  such  as  represented  in  this  Judd- 
1220  Longacre-inspired  pattern  for  a  trade  dollar.

Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Large  coronet-crested  portrait  of  Liberty  fac¬ 
ing  left  with  thirteen  stars  around  and  the  date  1873  below.  Example  of  this 
variety  were  included  in  a  six-piece  pattern  trade  dollar  set  distributed  by  the 
Mint  to  congressmen  and  other  interested  parties.  However,  many,  it  seems, 
were  not  protected  very  well  by  their  recipients.  Only  a  few,  a  very  few, 
remain  in  choice  grades;  fewer  still  in  superb  gem  65  condition.  This  coin 
sports  deep  steel  blue  toning  with  subtle  undertones.  The  devices  are  all 
incredibly  sharp.

Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  This  intriguing  pattern  for  a  Trade  Dollar  is 
composed  of  a  head  of  Liberty  facing  left  surrounded  by  thirteen  stars  and 
date  1873  below.  The  head,  we  should  point  out,  is  nicely  frosted.  So  well 
frost,  in  fact,  that  it  appears  in  sleek  cameo  contrast  against  the  mirror  field. 
As  for  the  fields,  they  appear  deep,  “black,”  and  watery  —  with  minimal  hair¬ 
lines  that  do  not  affect  their  high  reflectiveness.  The  reverse  is  similar  to  the 
eagle  on  the  adopted  Trade  Dollars,  only  more  compact  and  supporting  a 
shield  with  one  claw,  while  grasping  three  arrows  in  the  other.  Central  parts 
are  a  little  weak  where  the  high  point  lies  opposite  a  high  point  on  the 
obverse.  Mostly  brilliant  except  for  some  light  golden  toning  at  the  rim.

Very  bold  details  include  all  of  the  delicate  folds  in  the  skirt  as  well  as  detail 
in  the  continents  on  the  globe,  with  the  meridian  lines  clearly  delineated. 
Only  a  portion  of  the  eagle’s  breast  shows  any  weakness  from  where  this  high 
point  lies  opposite  another  high  spot  on  the  obverse  (lack  of  metal  flow  isn’t 
uncommon  on  these  experimental  pieces,  sometimes  the  designs  had  to  be 
modified  before  regular  production  could  ensue  on  those  that  made  it  past 
the  pattern  stage).

Reeded  Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Cameo.  Highest  One  Certified.  Pop¬ 
ulation  of  1 ,  with  0  higher  ranks  this  beautiful  Pattern  for  a  trade  dollar  the 
finest  graded.  It  is,  without  mincing  words,  the  finest  you  will  ever  see  as  well, 
with  its  creamy  white  frosted  devices  against  black-as-night  mirror  field.  A  seat¬ 
ed  figure  of  Liberty  faces  left,  with  thirteen  stars  around  and  the  date  below. 
Liberty  supports  a  pole  surmounted  by  a  liberty  cap  with  her  right  hand,  and 
her  left  hand  rests  on  a  globe  inscribed  LIBERTY.  Two  bales  of  cotton  and  a 
tobacco  plant  are  at  her  feet,  and  there  is  a  wheat  sheaf  behind.  The  design  is 
attributed  to  Joseph  A.  Badly.  Badly  is  not  well  known  among  numismatists 
today.  His  most  visible  achievement  is  the  statue  of  George  Washington  that 
stands  at  the  front  of  Independence  Hall  in  Philadelphia.  “More  sublime  in 
moral  grandeur  than  the  Colossus  of  Rhodes;  more  chaste  and  awe-inspiring 
than  the  Belvidere  Apollo,  the  figure  of  Washington  is  encircled  with  the  radi¬ 
ance  illuminating  the  history  of  his  own  greatness.  Independence  Hall  would 
never  have  been  complete  without  this  statue.”  So  wrote  D.W  Belisle  in  his 
1859  book,  History  of  Independence  Hall.  With  a  recommendation  like  that,  it 
is  easy  to  see  how  Badly  came  to  the  attention  of  the  Mint.  In  1873,  Joseph 
Alexis  Badly  (whose  name  appears  incorrectly  in  many  coin  books  as  “Bailey”) 
designed  this  handsome  “Defiant  Eagle”  Trade  dollar.  Badly  repeated  the  same 
elements  for  the  obverse  of  his  pattern  20-cent  piece  of  1 874.  Some  minor 
details  are  different,  but  the  design  is  immediately  recognizable.

Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Enchantingly  beautiful  in  its  design,  the  way 
it  was  struck  by  the  dies,  and  of  course  in  its  gorgeous  preservation.  Through 
and  through  this  is  a  first  rate  Pattern  coin.  The  design  features  the  so-called 
Washlady  head  whose  abundant  hair  is  pushed  up  on  the  back  of  her  head  and 
cascades  down  her  neck  in  satiny  splendor.  On  the  reverse  is  a  proud  eagle  pos¬ 
ing  with  olive  branch  and  arrows,  its  wings  spread  wide  as  though  about  to  take 
flight.  All  of  the  design  on  either  side  is  needle-sharp.  A  glass  reveals  everything, 
each  tiny  feather,  all  of  the  stunning  hair  and  decorative  vegetable  matter  insert¬ 
ed  behind  the  ribbon  inscribed  LIBERTY.  We’ve  color  plated  this  because  the 
toning  is  A-number-1  in  its  freshness  and  originality.  For  the  obverse,  subtle 
shades  of  color  combine  with  the  satiny  allure  of  the  frosted  hair  to  give  it  an 
extra  air  of  distinction;  on  the  reverse,  the  color  is  more  developed,  dare  we  say 
voluptuous?  Deep  royal  purple  to  midnight  blue  prevails;  the  color  shimmers 
with  an  inner  sheen,  like  smooth  iridescence.  Together  these  enhance  the  beau¬ 
ty  all  the  more.  Housed  in  NGC  holder  918860-002.

Silver.  Reeded  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  With  medium  gray  toning, 
the  strike  needles-sharp  on  both  sides  (including  the  important  centers). 
Frosted  relief  as  against  the  mirror-polish  in  the  field  —  and  all  as  supplied 
by  the  dies  which  the  mint  carefully  prepared  to  strike  this  piece  and  only  a 
few  others  like  it!  The  Schoolgirl  issue  is  one  of  the  most  talked-about  Pat¬ 
tern  coins  in  American  numismatics.  Quarters,  half  dollars,  and  silver  dollars 
were  made  using  this  design.  The  designer,  George  T.  Morgan,  who  had 
come  into  notoriety  with  this  new  silver  dollars  in  1878,  came  up  with  a 
much  more  graceful  appearing  eagle  on  this  pattern.  The  avian  displays  his 
finery  while  perched  on  a  tablet  having  the  incuse  inscription  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST.  Behind  and  to  the  right,  three  arrows;  while  out  of  the  left  end  of 
the  tablet  projects  an  olive  branch  of  peace.  The  eagle,  its  mouth  open  and 
its  tongue  wagging,  screeches  defiance.  In  PCGS  holder  5428854. 

In  1879,  under  circumstances  not  recorded,  the  1879  “Schoolgirl”  dollar 
pattern  was  created  by  Morgan.  Perhaps  he  responded  to  continuing  dis¬ 
cussions  that  his  adopted  1878  motif  needed  to  be  improved,  and  no 
doubt  he  saw  Barber’s  patterns  of  the  same  year.  Morgan’s  entry  into  this 
unofficial  competition  seemingly  eclipsed  in  beauty  anything  else  pro¬ 
duced  in  pattern  form  in  1878  or  1879.  The  Harry  Bass  foundation,  in 
its  discussion  of  this  design,  suggest  that  “Perhaps  this  was  Morgan’s 
“petition  dollar”-a  la  Thomas  Simon’s  famous  “petition  crown”  of  Charles 
II,  whereby  Morgan  demonstrated  his  talent  in  the  hopes  of  securing  the 
chief  engravership.  This  idea  is  a  poignant  one,  and  we’ve  brashly  includ¬ 
ed  it  in  the  headline  in  the  present  offering. 

“The  obverse  design  of  the  ‘Schoolgirl’  dollar  was  completely  new-not 
adapted  from  anything  else  that  Morgan  is  known  to  have  done.  Depict¬ 
ed  is  a  winsome  and  very  pretty  young  lass  wearing  a  hair  ribbon 
inscribed  LIBERTY,  with  her  hair  loosely  tied  with  a  ribbon  behind  her 
head  and  with  strands  falling  on  her  shoulders.  A  string  of  beads  is 
around  her  neck. 

“To  create  the  reverse,  Morgan  borrowed  from  his  own  repertoire  and 
adapted  the  perched  eagle  (“Defiant  Eagle”)  from  a  die  he  had  created 
two  years  earlier  in  connection  with  pattern  half  dollars  of  1877  (Pollock- 
1670,  P-1676,  et  seq.).  In  turn,  Morgan’s  1877  oeuvre  seems  to  have 
been  inspired  by  a  motif  submitted  to  Christian  Gobrecht  in  1836  by 
artist  Titian  Peale  (illustrated  by  Don  Taxay  in  U.S.  Mint  and  Coinage, 
p.  173,  which  suggests  that  Morgan  went  far  beyond  Peale;  the  student 
improved  the  master’s  work  significantly).”

•  Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  High  contrast  between  the  fields,  which  are 
mirrored  and  very  reflective,  and  the  devices,  whose  subtle  texture  and  intri¬ 
cate  design  is  frosted  in  satin.  A  well  struck  example  of  the  mint’s  proposal 
for  a  25-gram  “Metric”  dollar.

The  goloid  metal  a  d 
standard  silver  strikings  can  only  be  distinguished  from  one  another  by  ascer¬ 
taining  the  specific  gravity  or  by  performing  destructive  elemental  analysis. 
Regardless,  this  is  among  the  most  interesting  proposals  for  a  metric  coin. 
During  the  late-1870s,  several  trial  balloons  lifted  off,  only  to  come  crashing 
back  to  earth  when  Congress  made  no  further  plans  for  a  metric  coin  issue. 
On  the  reverse  the  legend  reads  DEO  EST  GLORIA  in  place  of  the  usual  IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST.

Light  cloudy  white  toning  with  the  mirror  fields  reflective  and 
choice.  There  is  one  fine  hairline  in  the  shape  of  a  sideways  L  on  Liberty’s 
face.  Her  hair  detail  is  incredibly  sharp  and  crisp,  just  view  it  under  a  glass  to 
get  the  full  effect  of  Morgan’s  fine  workmanship.  Liberty  faces  right  with  the 
motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  above  and  the  date  1882  below.  The  hair  at  the 
top  of  the  head  is  held  down  “like  a  skull  cap”  by  an  encircling  band 
inscribed  LIBERTY.

Above  the  eagle  is  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  and  below 
is  the  denomination  ONE  DOLLAR.  Believed  to  have  been  only  4  to  12 
minted  (Rarity-7),  this  piece  encapsulated  by  PCGS,  #5154107.

Beautiful  greenish  gold  to  purple  brown  toning,  the  fields  highly  mirrored, 
the  devices  as  sharp  as  a  tack  including  the  stars!  A  very  presentable  specimen 
of  this  rare  type.

Obverse  and  reverse:  the  dies  used  to 
coin  regular-issue  1875  $10  gold  pieces  —  this  being  one  of  the  greatest  rar¬ 
ities  in  the  series  in  gold,  and  even  rarer  as  a  “regular  dies  trial  strike”  in  alu¬ 
minum.  Back  in  the  1870s,  one  ounce  of  aluminum  was  almost  as  expensive 
gold;  it  wasn’t  until  1889  that  a  cheap  technique  was  developed  for  smelting 
the  metal.  It’s  excellent  properties  were  ideal  for  making  Patterns  however, 
even  if  aluminum  was  too  rare  to  use  as  a  regular  coining  metal.  The  present 
$10  issue  has  gorgeous  black-and-white  cameo  effect,  with  the  field  deeply 
mirrored  while  the  devices  are  heavily  frosted.  A  gem!  The  importance  of  this 
as  an  off-metal  striking  cannot  be  overstated,  simply  because  the  related  $10 
issues  of  this  year  in  gold  are  great  rarities.

1975,  which  is  also  god  plated;  later  appearing  in  a  Stack’s  1977  fixed  price 
list.  And  King  Farouk;  Sotheby’s,  1954  sale  of  the  “Palace  Collection”,  Lot 
1796,  in  Extremely  Fine.  This  may  be  the  former,  “Ruby”  piece.  Very  rare! 


545  No  Date  (c.  1830s).  Christopher  Bechtler  $2.50  Gold.  67  Grains.  21 
Carats.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Finest  Certified.  An  extremely  rare 
Christopher  Bechder  denomination,  only  seldom  offered  and  then  in  typical 
marked-up  condition.  This  is  by  far  the  finest  seen  and  certified,  and  until  another 
contender  comes  along,  which  seems  extremely  doubtful,  it  holds  top  honors  as  The 
Finest  Known  of  its  type.  [PCGS  holder  50023853]  The  skilled  metallurgists, 
Christoph(er)  Bechder  and  his  son  August,  and  later  Christopher  Bechder,  Junior,  a 
nephew  of  Christopher  the  elder,  operated  a  private  mint  at  Rutherfordton,  North 
Carolina  from  1830  until  1852.  Rutherford  county  in  which  Rutherfordton  is  locat¬ 
ed  was  the  principal  source  of  the  nation’s  gold  supply  from  1 790  to  1 840.  The  coins 
minted  by  the  Bechtiers  were  only  three  denominations,  but  they  cover  a  wide  vari¬ 
ety  of  weights  and  sizes.  The  family  have  the  distinction  of  producing  the  first  gold 
dollar  in  the  United  States.  The  government  mint  did  not  release  the  first  regular 
series  until  1849.  Only  the  $1  denominations  can  be  said  to  be  common  from  this 
issuer;  the  $2.50  in  particular  is  extremely  rare  in  most  instances,  for  the  coins  were 
happily  accepted  and  records  show  they  circulated  far  and  wide  before  being  finally 
sent  to  the  federal  mints  for  melting  and  recoinage  into  regular  issue  gold  coins.

Formed  out  of  the  firm  of  Moffat  &  Company,  early 
California  private  gold  coiners,  the  U.S.  Assay  office  took  over  the  government 
contract  from  Moffat  when  that  firm  dissolved  in  1852.  The  principals  were 
Curtis,  Perry,  and  ward.  This  handsome  $20  coin  was  minted  to  the  exacting 
standards  of  the  regular  U.S.  gold  coins  and  hence  were  accepted  widely  and 
used  extensively  in  the  West.  For  this  reason,  mint  state  examples  are  very  scarce. 
The  present  coin  exhibits  light  golden  yellow  gold  color  with  hints  of  orange  in 
the  spaces  around  the  letters  in  the  legend.  The  Eagle  is  quite  bold,  as  is  the 
shield  it  is  holding  in  one  of  its  claws.  Above,  on  a  scroll,  an  indication  of  the 
alloy,  in  this  instance  it  is  “standard”  coin  gold  or  900  THOUS(ands)  Fine.

HISTORIC  WASS,  MOLITOR  &  CO.  1855  $50  GOLD  PIECE 


548  1855  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  $50.  Round  shape;  struck  in  gold.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  This  is  believed  to  be  one  of  the  top  two  or 

three  specimens  known  of  this  coin.  In  any  event  we  have  not  seen  a  finer  one  since  the  “Mint  State  65”  Garrett  specimen  that  Bowers  and 
Ruddy  Galleries  sold  in  March  1980.  The  obverse  depicts  the  head  of  Liberty,  borrowed  from  the  design  of  the  contemporary  double  eagle,  of 
a  disproportionately  small  size  for  a  $50  coin,  thus  creating  a  cameo-like  impression  for  the  piece.  Surrounding  are  13  large  stars.  The  date  1855 
appears  below  in  small  numerals. 

The  reverse  has  an  open  wreath  with  50  DOLLARS  in  two  lines  at  the  enter;  900  THOUS  on  a  label  above;  and  the  legend  SAN  FRANCIS¬ 
CO  CALIFORNIA  /  WASS  MOLITOR  &  CO  around  the  periphery. 

The  fields  are  fully  frosty  with  an  absence  of  dents  and  other  marks  which  usually  characterize  these  large  and  heavy  $50  pieces.  Identification 
can  be  made  by  the  only  mark  present  on  the  obverse,  a  short  nick  below  the  8th  star.  As  such,  the  coin  may  trace  to  some  sort  of  presentation 
ceremony  at  the  time  of  issue  —  but  really  it  s  immaterial  to  even  mention  these  for  the  coin  surpasses  nearly  any  other  we  have  auctioned  in 
15  to  20  years!  Usually  this  issue  occurs  heavily  circulated  with  many  nicks,  dents,  and  other  marks  marring  it.  A  specimen  even  approaching 
Uncirculated  would  be  a  rarity. 

Curiously,  these  huge  gold  coins  were  minted  to  circulate.  Like  laboring  “workhorses”  they  lubricated  commerce  in  the  paper-money-free  region 
of  the  West  Coast.  By  what  mechanism  the  present  coin  was  preserved  is  and  will  likely  remain  a  mystery.  The  coin  now  resides  in  PCGS  hold¬ 
er  4768846. 

According  to  the  Kagin  reference  on  Territorial  issues,  “The  $50  pieces,  although  not  very  beautiful  in  appearance,  were  eminently 
acceptable.  As  the  only  round  $50  gold  pieces  issued  in  California,  they  found  acceptance  elsewhere  and  circulated  in  other  parts  of 
the  United  States.  Evidently,  their  round  shape  and  the  availability  of  lower  denominations  made  them  more  acceptable  than  the  ear¬ 
lier  $50  slugs  of  the  U.  S.  Assay  Office.  The  Alta  California  reported  that  $38,000  of  these  fifties  and  twenties  were  produced  a  day. 

“There  was  some  question  as  to  the  true  value  of  these  new  coins,  so  Wass  requested  an  assay  be  taken  by  the  Branch  Mint,  which  sub¬ 
sequently  pronounced  them  of  true  value  within  the  provisions  of  the  coinage  law.  Ironically,  the  assayer  who  wrote  this  reply  was 
another  Hungarian,  Agoston  Haraszthy,  who  later  joined  Wass  and  Molitor  in  another  assaying  operation.” 

Wass,  Molitor  &c  Co.  closed  down  their  operation  soon  after  the  1855  issues  were  distributed,  for  the  1856-1857  San  Francisco  Direc¬ 
tory  lists  the  assaying  firm  of  Wass,  (Karoly)  Usznay  tk  Co.  as  operating  during  1856  and  1857.  Haraszthy  replaced  Molitor  as  part¬ 
ner  in  this  firm,  as  the  latter  had  left  California  for  London  in  1856.  Once  the  mint  at  San  Francisco  opened  for  business,  there  was 
no  longer  any  purpose  served  by  private  issuers  of  gold  coinage.

549  1860  Clark,  Gruber  &  Company  “Pikes  Peak”  $10  Gold.  NGC  graded 

Mint  State  62.  Idealized  mountain  on  the  obverse  replaces  this  company’s 
Liberty  head  on  this  well  made  issue  of  1860s.  Warm  golden  toning  with 
some  coppery  orange  at  the  rims;  there  is  one  tiny  planchet  defect  (as  made) 
at  the  rim  below  the  date.  Clark,  Gruber  and  Company  was  a  well-known 
private  minting  firm  in  Denver,  Colorado,  in  the  early  1860s.  When  it  came 
time  to  dissolve  the  company,  much  of  its  equipment  was  acquired  by  the 
federal  Assay  Office  in  Denver  which,  years  later,  was  made  into  a  branch 
mint. 

In  1806,  an  explorer  by  the  melodious  name  of  Zebulon  Pike,  tromped 
through  the  region  in  his  quest  for  passes  through  the  Rocky  Mountains.  He 
discovered  a  mountain  outcrop  near  today’s  Colorado  Springs  that  has  ever 
since  been  named  for  him  as  Pike’s  Peak.  The  “peak”  depicted  on  Clark,  Gru¬ 
ber’s  coins,  however,  appears  nothing  like  the  real  thing.  But  that  objection 
aside,  the  coin  is  a  handsome  reminder  of  an  earlier  time  when  private  busi¬ 
nessmen  took  it  upon  themselves  to  operate  profitable  coin-issuing  mints.

Crisp  smooth  luster  on  both  sides,  free  from  the  typical  han¬ 
dling  marks  and  cleaning  lines,  with  delicate  toning  that  gives  the  Liberty 
head  two  tone  relief  against  the  frostier  and  lighter  golden  color  of  the  field.

HISTORIC  FIRST  YEAR  1796  DRAPED  BUST  DESIGN 


554  1796  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Very  Fine  25.  The  elusive 

one-year  Type  design  that  has  a  small  eagle  standing  on  clouds  encircled  by  a 
wreath  made  of  laurel  (left  branch)  and  palm  (right).  Medium  gray  with 
lighter  accent  points,  the  silver-gray  surfaces  are  exceptionally  clean  and 
choice  for  this  issue.  Although  authorized  in  1792,  quarter  dollars  weren’t 
issued  until  four  years  later,  when  6,146  pieces  were  struck  from  dies 
designed  by  Robert  Scot.  The  first  coinage  follows  the  pattern  of  the  early 
half  dimes  and  dimes  by  the  absence  of  a  mark  of  value.  In  1804  the  value 
25c  was  added  to  the  reverse.  From  the  mid- 19th  century,  the  1796  was  rec¬ 
ognized  as  a  rare,  desirable  Type. 


555  1805  NGC  graded  Fine  15.  A  few  old  hairlines  on  the  portrait;  medium 

gray  in  the  field  with  lighter  accents.  Choice  rims. 


556  1806,  6  over  5.  NGC  graded  Fine  12.  B-l.  Clear  5  underneath  the  6  in 

date.  Scarce  as  the  first  overdated  quarter  dollar.  Attractive  toning. 


CHOICE  TONED  UNCIRCULATED  1806  BUST  QUARTER 


557  1806  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  few  extremely  light  adjustment  marks 

through  the  neck;  centers  weak  as  often  seen,  more  noticeable  on  the  eagle 
than  Liberty.  To  be  exact,  the  region  below  the  second  S  in  STATES  to  near 
the  eagle’s  branch-claw  the  design  is  hazy,  lacking  detail.  It  should  be  noted, 
however,  that  the  surface  is  choice  with  mint  luster.  Original  toning,  while 
deepest  on  the  obverse,  is  an  attractive  shade  of  reddish  amber,  and  resides 
within  and  around  the  devices,  while  lighter  grayish  blue  extends  into  the 
fields. 

The  draped  bust,  heraldic  eagle  reverse  combination  was  struck  only  1804- 
1807.  Robert  Scot  designed  the  piece  and  modeled  the  reverse  closely  upon 
the  Great  Seal  of  the  U.S.  A  total  of  206,124  quarters  struck  in  1806,  some 
from  a  die  that  has  6  over  5  in  the  date. 


TONED  UNCIRCULATED  1815  BUST  QUARTER

1815  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Toned;  luster  muted  but  all-encom¬ 
passing  which  includes  the  top-most  design  areas  like  Liberty’s  cap  and  curls 
as  well  as  the  eagle’s  neck  feathers.  Sharp  stars.  In  the  early  years  of  the  19th 
century,  quarter  dollar  production  was  sporadic.  Strikes  were  made  in  1 804- 
1807,  then  a  lapse  until  1815,  then  another  lapse  until  1818.  The  fun  from 
1818  to  1828  skips  1826.  This  is  John  Reich’s  design,  modeled  on  his  half 
dollars  which  first  appeared  in  1807.  Quarters  were  made  using  Reich’s  Lib¬ 
erty  head  in  1815-1828  before  major  modifications  were  made  to  it.

560  1819  Large  9.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Original  antique  gray 
toning.  A  very  attractive  coin  for  the  Type  Set  buyer. 

•  1819  was  struck  from  obverse  dies  with  either  a  small  9  or  a  large  9.  This 

large  9  coin  has  a  die  break  extending  from  the  bottoms  of  the  date 
numerals  through  several  stars  at  right. 

561  1820  Small  0.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Deep  steel  blue  toning  in 
the  fields  with  lighter  rubbed  silver  accents  on  the  portrait  and  eagle.  Free 
from  injury,  and  the  rims  are  choice  as  well.  Only  127,444  minted. 


562  1822  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  better  date  due  to  lowered 

mintage  this  year  (64,080  pieces  struck),  this  a  handsome  toned  coin  with 
clean  surface  on  both  sides.  Having  been  in  an  album  for  the  better  part  of 
30  or  40  years,  it  has  attractive  color  on  a  base  of  old-silver  gray. 

Die  variety  with  perfect  denomination.  One  rare  error  die  was  mistaken¬ 
ly  made  as  “25  over  50.” 


563  1831  Large  Letters.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  In  the  main,  needle-sharp 

detail  throughout  this  piece,  with  the  exception  of  the  stars  on  the  obverse; 
Liberty’s  curls  are  especially  well  formed  as  the  die  the  stmck  the  obverse  had 
to  be  in  prime  condition.  Further,  the  cap,  drapery  folds,  and  clasp  are  also 
crystal  clear.  Turning  to  the  reverse,  we  see  no  hint  of  weakness  anywhere. 
The  eagle  is  majestic  in  its  workmanship.  Attractive  lavender  gray  with  silvery 
blue  iridescence  covers  this  handsome  specimen.  It’s  surface,  smooth  and  lus¬ 
trous,  is  close  to  65  “gem”  quality. 

Different  letter  punches  were  used  in  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA  —  but  only  in  1831,  which  has  either  large  letters,  as  here, 
or  noticeably  smaller  letters.  Only  398,000  minted  in  all. 


564  1831  Large  Letters.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Luster  in  the 

spaces  around  the  stars  and  letters,  a  splendid  (and  very  choice)  toned  exam¬ 
ple  from  the  same  old-time  collection  as  the  1831  small  letters  piece  just 
offered.  Either  coin  would  make  a  fine  addition  to  a  coin  collection.  Better, 
still,  why  not  bid  for  both!

566  1832  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Definitely  from  an  old-time  estate  with 
its  halo  of  toning  around  the  margin  and  sleek,  light  to  medium  gray  toning 
elsewhere.  A  lustrous,  well  struck  example  whose  attractiveness  is  difficult  to 
imagine  from  a  mere  word-description.  Best  if  viewed  in  person. 

567  1835  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Medium  to  deep  russet  and 
gray  toning  with  iridescent  splashes;  lighter  “rubbed"  accents  on  the  high 
points  from  its  short  weeks  or  months  in  circulation.  Struck  during  the  sec¬ 
ond  administration  of  President  Andrew  Jackson  in  a  period  when  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States,  the  nations  unofficial  central  bank,  was  facing  disestab¬ 
lishment  due  to  Jackson’s  ire  with  the  bank  president,  Nicholas  Biddle. 

568  1837  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  With  utterly  gorgeous  toning 
from  its  years  in  an  album.  Highly  lustrous  and  highly  presentable,  the  best 
part  of  this  is  that  the  strike  is  downright  bold.  Something  for  a  top-end 
About  Uncirculated  type  set. 


ATTRACTIVELY  TONED  1839  NO  DRAPERY  QUARTER 


569  1839  No  Drapery.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Agreeable  steel  and  blue  iri¬ 

descence  covers  both  sides,  with  the  color  smooth,  original,  well  developed 
over  the  years  —  and  nothing  in  the  way  of  suggestions  that  it  has  ever  been 
mishandled,  none  whatsoever.  The  No  Drapery  quarter  was  by  Christian 
Gobrecht,  the  mint’s  talented  engraver,  who  created  the  1836-1839  dollars 
with  this  obverse,  and  followed  up  with  the  half  dimes,  dimes,  quarters  and 
halves  in  1 837-39.  The  coin  is  far  nicer  than  most;  it  will  likely  generate  a  lot 
of  attention.

570  1840  With  Drapery.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Population:  3,  with  0 

higher.  A  full-bore  Gem  by  anyone  estimation,  and  one  that  exhibits  some¬ 
what  prooflike  fields.  The  design  is  fully  struck  from  the  minutest  star  points 
to  the  sharp  folds  on  Liberty  and  the  jumble  of  feathers  that  cloak  the  eagle. 
Only  188,127  produced,  fhe  mint  hired  the  Anglo-American  miniaturist 
Robert  Ball  Hughes  to  rework  the  effigy  of  Liberty  for  the  1840-1853  type. 
Hughes  major  contribution  consisted  in  covering  up  much  of  her  exposed 
skin  with  a  bulky  cloak  over  the  crook  of  her  elbow,  hence  the  term  for  this 
second  Seated  Liberty  Type,  “with  drapery."  [NGC  holder  554987-001] 


HIGHEST  CERTIFIED  1842  SEATED  LIBERTY  QUARTER 


571  1842  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  With  superb  toning  and  mint-original 

frost  underneath,  the  surface  coloration  being  a  blend  of  rich  golden  sunset 
color  to  dusky  lavender  and  iridescent  blue.  Very  scarce  in  all  grades  due  to  low 
mintage  [88,000]  it  so  happens  that  only  NGC  has  graded  a  Mint  State  65  — 
this  piece,  and  this  alone  —  with  none  higher.  [NGC  holder  181277-005] 


572  1842  Large  Date.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Considering  that  only 
88,000  were  made,  it  stands  to  reason  1842  would  be  very  scarce  in  high 
grade.  The  present  example,  replete  with  mint  frostiness,  has  alluring  blue 
and  gold  with  silvery  iridescent  toning  at  the  rims  where  it  was  held  in  a  bear- 
hug  by  the  Wayte  Raymond  album  for  at  least  30  and  possibly  more  than  40 
years!  Fields  and  devices  are  quite  choice,  although  tiny  abrasions  will  not 
allow  a  higher  numerical  grade. 

573  1843  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Ample  mint  frostiness  in  the 
fields  and  around  devices;  graced  by  russet  and  brownish  gray  dappled  ton¬ 
ing.  Attractive  and  choice. 


574  1845  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Sleek  frosty  gray  toning  with  golden  to 

silvery  iridescence  around  the  devices,  leaving  the  wide  open  spaces  a  nice 
dove  gray  hue.  Well  struck  on  both  sides,  in  fact,  the  eagle  is  inordinately 
sharp  for  the  period  in  which  this  was  made. 


GEM  TONED  UNCIRCULATED  1853  ARROWS  AND  RAYS 


575  1853  Arrows  and  Rays.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Splendid  reddish 

amber  toning  in  splashes  around  the  obverse  and  here  and  there  on  the 
reverse  as  well.  This  toning  is  supported  by  resilient  mint  frostiness  every¬ 
where  including  the  high  points  of  the  design  such  as  Liberty’s  knee  and 
breasts  and  the  eagle’s  legs.  The  strike  couldn’t  be  sharper  unless  this  were  a 
proof.

1853  Arrows  and  Rays.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Smooth,  frosty  relief 
and  fields  with  only  scattered  hairlines  to  dissuade  the  grading  service  from 
assigning  it  to  a  higher  grade.  The  stars  are  all  sharp,  showing  their  radial  lines 
between  the  arms;  this  feature  suggests  why  the  central  design  elements  are 
also  well  made  and  in  bold  relief.  Pale  toning  is  barely  noticeable,  but  also 
suggests  careful  preservation  by  its  former  owners.  The  Arrows  and  Rays 
motif  was  struck  in  1853  and  only  in  1853;  thereafter,  probably  to  increase 
die  life,  the  rays  were  dropped  in  favor  of  returning  to  the  pre-1853  style  of 
eagle.  A  wonderful  opportunity  for  the  Type  collector. 


1854  Arrows.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Satin  white  frost  throughout, 
crisp,  clean,  free  of  spots  and  without  toning.  The  luster  is,  before  anything 
else,  the  first  thing  you  will  notice.  But  inspection  then  directs  your  eye  to 
the  bold  strike,  where  even  the  13  small  stars  that  form  an  arc  around  Liber¬ 
ty  as  complete!  Oh,  if  one  wanted  to  quibble,  the  tops  of  the  feathers  on  the 
eagle’s  left  leg  could  be  a  mite  sharper,  but  in  the  overall  impression,  this  coin 
is  bold.  It  is  clearly  far  advanced  in  its  grade  class,  suggesting  perhaps  even  66 
quality  in  some  regards.

Nicely  toned  and  very  choice 
with  smooth  frosty  sheen  that  incorporates  both  fields  and  devices.  The  sec¬ 
ond  year  in  which  arrows  flank  the  date. 


579  1855  Arrows.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  With  multicolor  ton¬ 

ing  on  a  base  of  medium  gray.  Luster  in  the  protected  areas  around  Liberty 
and  the  eagle.

Natural  dove  gray  with  undertones  that 
include  rose  gold  and  even  a  little  blue.  Superb  everywhere,  plus  a  first-class  strike.

About  the  only  feature  we  feel  should  be  pointed  out  is  a  narrow 
depressed  line  in  the  field  left  of  Liberty. 


585  1859-S  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  tiny  mark  on  the  rim  below 

QUAR,  plus  an  old  faint  scratch  on  the  lower  eagle.  Uncleaned  originality, 
medium  gray.  Mintage:  80,000. 


586  1860  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Richly  toned  and  boasting  full,  sharp  strike. 

In  1 860  the  Treasury  department  had  the  mint  strike  1 ,000  quarters  in  Proof, 
but  it  has  long  been  known  that  excess  unsold  pieces  were  returned  for  melt¬ 
ing,  leaving  a  smaller  but  unknown  net  mintage.  The  fields  are  reflective 
under  the  toning.

haps  it  has  been  dipped  at  one  time  since  the  fields  are  untoned  but  without 
the  usual  lively  mirror  reflectiveness.  Still,  the  coin  is  high  in  its  choice  64  cat¬ 
egory  as  indicated  by  the  smooth  frosted  relief  of  Liberty  and  eagle  against 
the  glass-sleek  field.  A  total  of  550  Proofs  struck  for  the  sets,  though  Breen’s 
research  has  found  that  somewhat  over  430  were  sold,  the  rest  melted.

But  rest  assured  this  1863  (and  the  other  dates  to  follow)  are  well 
frosted  against  their  deep,  smooth  mirror  proof  fields.  With  1863,  the  mint 
struck  460  pieces,  which  went  into  the  Proof  Sets.

Fur¬ 
thermore,  the  strike  is  100%  including  all  stars  and  the  fine  detail  in  the 
eagle's  feathers.  After  robust  mintage  in  1857-1862,  Philadelphia  Mint 
slacked  off  starting  in  1863.  The  root  cause  of  this  was  a  lack  of  bullion 
deposits  by  a  frightened  public  as  day  by  day  news  accounts  of  the  Civil  War’s 
progress  caused  hoarding  and  consternation  among  the  moneyed  interests  of 
the  North.

The  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  was  added 
to  the  reverse  side  on  a  scroll  that  neatly  fits  into  the  space  above  the  eagle. 
As  on  the  half  dollar  and  silver  dollar,  the  motto  has  been  retained  since  that 
time.

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596  1866  With  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  The  newly  added  motto 

IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  is  found  on  a  scroll  above  the  eagle;  this  began  an 
entirely  new  “type”  that  the  mint  struck  from  1866  until  1891.  For  1866,  in 
particular,  frosty  mint  state  coins  are  very  rare,  and  only  auctioned  at  wide 
intervals.  The  present  coin  has  all  the  qualifications;  weakness  at  centers, 
which  is  found  on  just  about  all  known  examples,  sleek  “luster”  as  though 
from  lightly  polished  dies  (the  die  polish  lines  are  still  seen  in  the  fields),  and 
extra  bold  outer  design,  the  stars  and  date,  plus  the  legends  on  the  reverse.  A 
mere  16,800  business  strikes  of  1866  were  produced,  along  with  725  Proofs.

gacre  died  (he  succumbed  the  first  day  of  January,  1869,  in  fact),  an  antique- 
toned  blazer  with  great  eye  appeal  and  immaculate  fields.  This  date  is  scarce  as 
a  business  strike,  and  only  600  Proofs  were  made.  The  year  1 869  was  also  the 
last  for  the  famous  American  piano  virtuoso,  Louis  Moreau  Gottschalk  ( 1 829- 
1869),  whom  Chopin  admired.  Though  relatively  unknown  today,  in  his  time 
Gottschalk  could  pack  the  concert  halls  with  standing-room  only  crowds  as  he 
wowed  the  populace  with  his  stunning  ivory-tapping.  One  of  his  virtuoso 
works,  “El  Sitio  Zaragoza”  [The  Siege  of  Saragossa],  was  composed  for  10  (!) 
pianos.  In  New  York  he  performed  together  with  Sigismund  Thalberg,  a  very 
famous  pianist  at  that  time.

Proofs  made.  At  the  time  this  was  struck,  the  U.S.  mint  employed  two  expe¬ 
rienced  engravers,  who  made  hubs  and  dies,  and  provided  oversight  for  the 
up-and-coming  young  talent  on  the  mint’s  staff.  Foremost  of  these  was 
Charles  E.  Barber,  who  became  Chief  Engraver  in  1 879  upon  the  death  of 
his  father,  William  Barber.  His  assistant,  an  equally  knowledgeable  gentleman 
by  the  name  of  George  T.  Morgan,  had  come  over  from  England  where  he 
studied  under  one  of  the  Wyon’s,  Britain’s  own  famous  engraving  family.  It 
was  Barber  and  Morgan  together  who  guided  production  of  these  stunning 
Proofs  each  year  in  the  late  1870s  and  throughout  the  1880s.

Only  52,000  were  struck  and 
very  few  were  saved,  most  Americans  at  the  time  being  interested  in  the  new 
Mercury  dime  and  Walking  Liberty  half  dollars,  it  seems  since  these  were 
saved  in  large  numbers.  This  is  one  of  the  foremost  examples  we  have  offered. 
The  luster  is  full  and  frosted,  this  easily  being  the  dominant  visual  feature  on 
the  coin.  Naturally  toned  for  it  spent  decades  in  an  old  Wayte  Raymond 
album  page.  The  reverse  shows  similar  toning  to  the  obverse.  As  one  would 
expect  from  the  grade,  there  are  not  obvious  or  detracting  abrasions  on  either 
side  of  this  lovely  coin.

Liberty  is  shown  “stepping  forward  to  the  gateway 
of  the  country.”  The  shield  is  raised  “in  the  attitude  of  protection.”  “The 
right  hand  bears  the  olive  branch  of  peace.” 

645  1917  Type  1.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Full  Head.  Always  popular  with 
collectors  as  the  first  style  of  a  design  which  is  ranked  as  one  of  the  more 
beautiful  in  the  U.S.  series.  This  boldly  made,  full-gem  specimen  displays 
natural  toning  and  the  usual  velvet-textured  luster. 

646  1917  Type  2.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Full  Head.  The  interior  por¬ 
tions  of  this  gem  are  less  toned  than  the  russet-gray  outer  regions  which  give 
a  nice  frame.  Second  style  in  which  the  eagle  is  more  centrally  located  on  the 
reverse  (3  stars  underneath)  and  Liberty  wears  chain  mail,  suitably  symboliz¬ 
ing  Americas  entry  into  the  first  World  War.

Smooth  mint  frostiness  on  both  sides,  the  surface  naturally  toned  and 
clearly  original,  uncleaned,  and  just  this  side  of  superb.  Very  well  struck  for 
this  elusive  date. 

There  are  several  possibilities  as  to  why  the  1919-S  Quarter  (and  its  Denver 
counterpart)  is  so  scarce.  Two  of  these  deserve  mention:  First,  coin  produc¬ 
tion  had  reached  unprecedented  levels  during  the  prosperous  war  years  of 
1917-18.  As  an  inevitable  aftermath,  few  new  coins  were  required  in  1919 
out  West,  since  there  was  a  superabundance  of  war  coinage  still  available 
from  the  Mint  and  local  sub-Treasuries.  A  second  involves  the  plummeting 
agricultural  prices  from  their  unsustainable  1919-20  highs  (again  World  War 
I  being  the  cause).  Western  farming  states  entered  upon  a  period  of  acute 
depression;  and  slow  business  translates  into  low  demand  for  coinage  from 
the  mints.  (1921  and  1922  are  seen  as  the  low  point  in  this  activity.)

In  the  lingo  of  the  coin  trade,  this  has  “hard  white”  luster,  so  pure  and 
resplendent  that  it  seems  impossible  there  could  be  any  other  like  it  of  this 
date  or  another  year!  Under  normal  conditions,  the  Standing  Liberty  design 
should  have  lasted  25  years,  which  would  have  sent  it  into  1941  before  the 
mint  was  allowed  to  change  the  design.

George  Washington’s  200th  anniversary  of  birth,  and  the  coin  chosen  was  the 
quarter  dollar.  Instead  of  reverting  to  the  original  Liberty  design  of  1930,  the 
mint  decided  to  go  with  the  Washington  quarter  henceforth,  in  its  turn  cre¬ 
ating  one  of  the  short-lived  20th  century  Types. 

Attractive  toned  luster  and 
surfaces  that  are  nearly  blemish-free.  An  excellent  choice  for  a  type  set.

669  1932-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Toned.  Production  stopped  at 
436,800  at  the  Denver  mint  this  year,  second  lowest  in  the  series.

The  turning  point  arrived  from  out  of  the  blue  in  mid-autumn  of  1929  when 
Wall  Street  juddered  as  massive  liquidation  took  hold.  The  country s  pro¬ 
duction  would  prosper  for  another  six  months  or  so  before  Depression  set  in 
—  and  the  issuance  (or  lack  thereof)  of  quarter  dollars  from  1929-1934  mir¬ 
rors  this  condition.

684  1  94  Flowing  Hair.  NGC  graded  Very  Fine  35.  Medium  antique  gray  with 

lighter  accents.  Moderately  well  worn  on  the  face,  shoulder  and  back  of  the 
hair,  along  with  the  eagle’s  breast  (which  never  shows  much  detail  anyway) 
and  a  portion  of  the  right  wing.  Well  centered  on  a  problem-free  planchet. 
The  first  issue  of  United  States  half  dollars  was  dated  1794  and  was  delivered 
December  1,  1794.  In  all,  there  were  23,464  made.  In  those  days,  limitations 
in  the  technology  and  die  steel  meant  that  master  dies  had  to  have  on  them 
only  the  bust  on  the  obverse  and  the  eagle  on  the  reverse.  All  else,  the  stars, 
letters,  date,  laurel  branches,  leaves  and  berries,  were  punched  into  the  work¬ 
ing  die  by  hand  using  punches  and  graving  tools.  This  handwork  therefore 
produced  the  individuality  of  each  working  die.  All  of  the  varieties  of  1794 
are  rare  or  very  rare  according  to  Overton,  with  the  exception  of  #101,  which 
is  only  very  scarce. 

Overton- 101  has  from  obverse  1  in  which  the  first  star  pierces  the  lower¬ 
most  curl;  reverse  A  with  berries  arranged  10  +  11  on  the  opposing 
branches  that  encircle  the  eagle.

CA,  so  barring  the  initials,  virtually  in  the  Good  4  class.  The  1796-1797 
small  eagle  half  dollars  are  the  most  difficult  “Type”  coin  to  acquire  in  the 
half  dollar  series.  Combined,  the  mintage  for  these  two  years  was  an  anemic

so  rarely  available,  even  in  slightly  scratched  condition  as  this  piece.

694  1803  Large  3.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  boldly  made,  well 

preserved  Heraldic  Eagle  style  half  dollar  from  the  early  period  —  though  this 
design  was  first  seen  on  Americas  1797-98  coins  such  as  the  half  eagle  and 
dime,  the  mint  began  half  dollar  coinage  only  in  1801.  Very  few  lustrous 
examples  remain.  This  is  mainly  the  case  with  1801-1803,  whereas  1805- 
1807  can  be  found  in  higher  grades  with  less  trouble.  Full  hair  on  Liberty 
complements  the  similar  bold  detail  on  the  eagle  and  shield.  Assessing  its  ben¬ 
efits,  we  must  also  point  out  a  few  of  the  coins  drawbacks,  such  as  some 
adjustment  marks  in  the  eagle  and  shield,  as  well  as  some  light  scratches  most¬ 
ly  hidden  by  the  complexity  of  the  reverse  device.  Only  188,234  minted. 

Mintage  on  the  1803  is  listed  as  only  31,715 
coined.  However  another  156,519  were  struck  during  the  year  1804,  and 
most  of  these  were  surely  dated  1803.  This  brings  the  total  up  to  about 
188,234  pieces,  which  seems  reasonable  as  this  date  is  obtainable  in 
grades  up  to  about  Fine.  In  Extremely  Fine  and  above,  however,  it  is  very 
scarce,  and  in  Mint  State  condition  any  1803  is  a  great  rarity.  The  Half 
Dollar  denomination  was  very  popular  and  circulated  widely;  as  a  conse¬ 
quence,  choice  examples  of  any  date  before  1807  are  rare  and  some  dates 
(1801,  1802)  are  virtually  unknown  in  full  Uncirculated.  In  fact,  all  Half 
Dollars  before  about  1810  are  rare  in  full  Mint  State  condition,  as  all 
were  absorbed  by  the  economy  and  none  piled  up  in  bank  vaults  as  hap¬ 
pened  in  the  1820s.

The 
obverse  strike  slightly  more  bold  than  the  reverse  —  as  often  found  on  these 
early  issues.  Stars  full  except  for  numbers  8-10,  crisp  hair  waves  and  full  detail 
in  the  cap,  Liberty  wears  a  so-called  “mob  cap”  as  a  fashionable  statement  for 
1812.  Complete  drapery  folds  and  a  nicely  detail  clasp  complete  the  obverse.

Put  a  glass  to  the  coin  and  you  will  be  amazed  as  we  were  by  the  fine 
workmanship  and  the  way  everything  strikes  in  needle-sharp  relief.  In  NGC  holder  1616160-003.

The  second  scarcest  of  the  six  coins  encompassing  the  bust  style  design  with  reeded  edge  (behind  the 
1838-0  rarity).  First  design  in  which  the  denomination  is  spelled  for  the  first  time  as  50  CENTS.  Later  this  would  be  changed  to  Half  Dol.  Richly  toned  with 
golden  brown,  russet,  and  steel  blue  patina,  the  fields  are  extra  watery  with  mirror  reflection!  Above  them  rise  needle-sharp  devices.  Each  and  every  hair  curl  is  crisp, 
while  Liberty  s  cap  and  lower  drapery  folds  are  also  indelibly  bold.

Haseltines  #7;  Beistle  19-Y,  only  the  single  pair  of  working  dies  being  used  for  proofs  and  busi¬ 
ness  strikes  apparently,  with  perhaps  10  Proofs  made  described  in  mint  records  as  “Specimens”  furnished  by  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  Robert  Maskell  Patter¬ 
son  to  Levi  Woodbury,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Nov.  8,  1836,  called  “The  first  specimens,  executed  this  afternoon.”  The  accompanying  letter  continued:  “The 
old  [half  dollar |  coins  were  struck  in  what  we  term  an  open  collar;  this  is  struck  in  a  close  collar,  which  makes  the  edge  of  pieces  thicker,  and  gives  a  mathe¬ 
matical  equality  to  the  diameters.” 
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738  1836  Reeded  Edge.  ANACS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Well  struck 

on  a  problem-free  planchet,  no  spotting  or  streaks  to  catch  the  attention,  in 
fact,  every  element  of  the  piece  points  to  is  having  been  well  regarded  and 
carefully  handled.  Light  gray  toning  deepens  at  the  rims  to  medium  antique 
gray  with  some  blue  iridescence.  About  the  only  feature  we  need  to  point  out 
in  a  negative  way  (and  it  is  slight)  is  a  tiny  rim  bruise  at  the  second  star  Oth¬ 
erwise  the  coin  is  magnificent  for  its  grade,  its  period,  and  its  historic  signif¬ 
icance  as  the  first  half  dollar  type  struck  on  the  mint’s  new  steam-operated 
coining  press.

Magnificent  golden  amber  toning  with  touches  of  steel  blue  at  the  rim,  on 
both  sides  the  underlying  surface  is  mirror-bright  and  glittering  in  a  way  only 
a  well  made  Proof  can  offer.  The  stars  are  all  flat,  but  the  central  regions  are 
satiny  frosted  and  needle-sharp.  Further  pointing  to  its  origin  as  one  of  the 
seldom  offered  Specimens  or  Proofs  is  the  reflectiveness  within  the  vertical 
stripes  in  the  shield  on  the  eagle’s  breast,  a  tell-tale  sign  of  careful  die  polish¬ 
ing  at  the  mint. 

The  significance  of  this  amazing  Specimen  strike  is  hard  to  overestimate 
the  coin  ranks  among  the  rarest  ever  offered  from  this  period.  No  mention  is 
made  in  The  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  of  such  a  coin,  while  Breen 
(see  below)  has  little  to  added  to  the  mystery  of  when,  what,  where,  or  how. 
The  Reeded  Edge  coins  were  designed  by  Christian  Gobrecht.  Those  dated 
1836  were  struck  in  Proof  and  as  business  strikes.  But  when  it  comes  to  the 
1 837-dated  pieces,  we  are  left  in  the  dark.  There  was  one  other  Proof  offered 
in  recent  times  (if  twenty  years  ago  qualifies  as  “recent’ )  —  this  is  the  gold¬ 
en  toned  Proof”  sold  in  lot  757  of  Auction  ‘82  by  RARCOA  where  it  is  noted 
“that  this  is  the  first  auction  offering  of  this  great  rarity  since  Numismatic 
Gallery’s  1949  A.N.A.  Sale.”  The  coin  in  Auction  ‘82  differs  from  this  spec¬ 
imen,  however,  so  we  can  line  it  out  as  a  candidate  in  the  provenance  cate¬ 
gory.  But  what  is  true  and  again  quoting  from  RARCOA,  is  that  the  1837 
Proof  is  “OF  THE  HIGHEST  RARITY  and  worthy  of  a  substantial  bid." 

Note:  Has  a  strongly  doubled  profile  on  Liberty.  Scant  information  has 
come  to  light  concerning  these  extremely  rare  Specimens  or  Proofs  of 
1837.  The  Breen  proofs  encyclopedia,  now  sadly  dated,  has  this  to  say: 
“Only  four  seen;  reverse  not  the  same  die  as  1836.  (1)  Col.  Green, 
Adolph  Friedman,  1949  ANA:  1492,  not  now  located.  (2)  “One-sided,” 
reverse  frosty  unc..  Midwest  coin  firm.  The  other  two  were  seen  in  pri¬ 
vate  collections  in  the  1950s.’

(There  are  plenty  of  “sliders”  on  the  other 
hand.)  All  the  dies  have  a  similar  pattern  of  rays  around  the  eagle,  although 
some  variance  arises  from  degrees  of  lapping  given  to  the  dies  afterward.

it  were  minted  ten  minutes  ago!  As  in  the  1853-5  "With  Arrows  silver  coins, 
arrows  were  added  to  the  obverses  of  the  coins  to  facilitate  the  sorting  of  the 
old  weight  coins  (those  struck  prior  to  the  April  1873  Mint  Act)  from  the 
new  weight  coins.  This  was  mostly  a  matter  of  expedience  at  the  Mint  and 
Treasury.  According  to  Bowers,  “after  April  1,  no  more  of  the  old  weight 
coins  could  be  released,  as  they  were  now  of  illegal  weight  under  the  new 
measure.  The  arrows  enabled  Mint  and  Treasury  personnel  to  readily  distin¬ 
guish  the  new  coins,  which  were  to  be  shipped  out  immediately,  from  the  old 
coins,  which  were  to  be  held  back,  eventually  to  be  melted.  There  was  no 
widespread  attempt  to  call  in  the  old  weight  coins  already  in  circulation.  This 
would  have  been  impossible,  in  any  case,  since  millions  had  been  issued  and 
most  were  in  the  hands  of  hoarders  or  else  were  circulating  outside  of  the 
country,  and  would  not  have  been  turned  in  even  if  the  order  to  do  so  had 
been  given.  Instead,  the  old  and  new  weight  coins  passed  at  equal  values  and 
it  took  many  years  before  the  old  coins  were  completely  retired  from  circula¬ 
tion.  (Walter  Breen  has  stated  that  he  remembers  seeing  coins  as  old  as  1853 
circulating  during  the  Depression  of  the  1930s.)”

775  1873-CC  Arrows.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Among  Seated  Liberty 

halves,  none  is  more  admired  than  one  bearing  the  “CC”  mintmark  for  Car- 
son  City.  Admired,  and  sought  out  by  eager  collectors  is  the  even  scarcer 
With  Arrows  type  issued  only  in  1873-1874.  We  are  pleased  as  punch  to  cat¬ 
alog  for  your  bidding  a  pre-eminently  “mint  fresh”  coin  in  64  quality.  The 
luster  is  so  rich  and  deep  under  the  light  golden  toning  as  to  echo  the  luster 
seen  on  a  higher  grade.  This  is  indisputably  a  rare  piece.  Once  the  Arrows  had 
performed  their  duty  of  allowing  the  mint  and  Treasury  department  (through 
the  banks)  to  withdraw  earlier,  pre-arrows  dates  for  recoinage  into  the  new 
weight  standard,  the  arrows  were  dropped.  Beginning  with  1875,  the  design 
reverts  to  the  pre-arrows  style,  leaving  behind  this  key  two-year  Type. 


776  1873-CC  Arrows.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Some  original  luster 

adheres  around  the  stars  and  date  numerals,  with  something  like  10%  to 
20%  frost.  Very  scarce  in  all  grades;  the  low  mintage  [214,500]  supports  this, 
when  the  average  1873-CC  grades  no  better  than  Good  or  Very  Good.

Proofi  of  this  issue  can  be  found  without  too  much  trouble  because  of  the  dis¬ 
covery  and  sale  at  auction  of  dozens  of  early  Proof  sets  in  the  early  nineteen 
nineties,  the  same  cannot  be  said  for  high-end  Mint  States.  A  coin  in  this 
grade  is  an  event.  From  top  to  bottom  the  surface  has  toned.  And  not  just 
plain  vanilla  toning  but  toning  with  color  in  it,  subtle  shades  and  bold  shades 
of  gold  and  honey  russet,  plus  blue  and  some  lavender  whose  iridescence 
shines  forth  from  the  base  tones.  Dates  1879-1889  have  some  of  the  lowest 
mintages  in  the  series.  Production  almost  ceased  in  those  years  as  the  mint 
concentrated  on  striking  Morgan  silver  dollars.  Check  the  figures  for  half  dol¬ 
lars  and  also  for  quarter  dollars  in  this  eleven  year  span,  you  will  see  the  sud¬ 
den  drop  off  from  1878  that  took  place  “out  ol  the  blue”  as  it  were.  This  phe¬ 
nomenal  1882  is  housed  in  NGC  holder  689037-001  and  will  surely  be  the 
highlight  of  any  Seated  Half  Dollar  collection  or  rare  coin  portfolio.

As  the  grade 
says,  this  is  a  superb  coin.  From  the  way  the  luster  gleams  and  glistens  to  the 
smooth  feathers  of  the  eagle  and  Liberty  which  lack  annoying  bagmarks,  it  is 
a  coin  of  distinction.  And  a  rare  date!  One  of  the  rarest  issues  in  the  walking 
Liberty  half  dollar  series.

819  1927-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Snow  white  to  almost  blue-white  lus¬ 

ter  on  either  side,  with  toning  just  having  begun  to  form  when  it  was  encap¬ 
sulated  in  its  air-tight  holder.  Marginally  less  than  full  strike  at  the  centers; 
bold  elsewhere.  This  date  is  uncommon  in  higher  grades,  unlike  dates  in  the 
1930s  when  hoarding  by  wealthy  individuals  became  the  vogue.  It  is  doubt¬ 
ful  if  you  could  round  up  more  than  a  dozen  or  two  dozen  1927-S  gems  in 
any  decent  amount  of  time  since  there  really  isnt  a  floating  supply.

With  the  introduction  of  the  1927  issue  and  continuing  with  1928  and 
beyond,  the  mint  redeployed  the  drapery  lines  at  and  below  Libertyls 
right  shoulder  by  putting  them  into  stronger  relief;  there  is  also  a  strong 
incuse  border  around  the  flag  and  curl  below  Libertyis  right  arm,  sepa¬ 
rating  it  from  the  lower  level  of  the  flag.

836  1794  Flowing  Hair.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  20.  Medium  gray  toning  on  either  side.  All  stars  and  date  numerals  plain,  although  weak  along  the  rims  from 

planchet  adjustment.  Centers  are  very  well  impressed  by  the  dies  —  this  being  the  largest  silver  denomination  at  the  new  mint,  the  equipment  wasnt  up  to  the 
task  in  the  first  year,  as  witnessed  by  insufficient  detail  at  the  outer  regions  due  to  insufficient  metal  flow.  That  aside,  the  1794  Flowing  Hair  was  only  struck  to 
the  tune  of  1,758  pieces,  the  lowest  issue  of  any  silver  first  year  design,  surpassing  the  much  commoner  1794  half  dime  and  the  relatively  common  1794  half  dol¬ 
lar  and  1796  quarter  dollar.  Robert  Scott  designed  the  piece  and  has  Liberty  facing  to  the  right,  her  hair  flowing  out  behind  her  in  six  waves  or  curls.  On  the 
reverse  is  perched  an  eagle  within  an  olive  wreath  with  small  berries  interspersed  within  the  leaves. 

Bolender-1,  BB-1  variety.  Only  this  single  pair  of  dies  used  to  strike  1794  dollars.

1795  Flowing  Hair.  Two  Leaves.  Bolender-4.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Last  star  entirely  under  bust;  flowing  hair  in  six  curls  with  the  lowest  curl 
ending  faintly  above  two  points  of  the  first  star.  Bolender-4  is  the  only  instance  where  the  wreath  has  17  berries,  9  on  the  left  branch,  8  on  the  right.  Variegated 
toning  on  the  obverse  that  changes  from  light  “antique  gray”  to  deeper  charcoal  at  the  left  side,  with  the  reverse  almost  uniformly  medium  gray.  Sharp  hair  defi¬ 
nition  including  the  area  over  the  ear  and  above  Liberty’s  temple,  two  regions  in  which  weak  strikes  and  ill  definition  seem  to  occur.  All  1795  dollars  have  8  stars 
to  the  left  and  7  to  the  right,  as  in  1794.  This  15-star  count  was  used  on  all  Flowing  Hair  and  Draped  Bust  dollars  of  1795.  There  were  two  different  portrait 
punches  used  on  obverse  dies  for  1795  Flowing  Hair  dollars  and  two  different  eagle  punches  used  on  reverse  dies.  In  addition,  reverses  were  made  in  two  differ¬ 
ent  styles  of  wreaths.

The  obverse  left  field  is  a  bit  pitted,  and 
there  is  a  definite  reverse  impression  from  clashed  dies  (dies  that  come 
together  without  a  planchet  between  them).  The  obverse  rims  are  somewhat 
irregular,  though  the  reverse  has  fended  much  better  from  mankind  and 
Nature’s  irascibility.  In  other  words,  an  attractive  specimen,  all  things  con¬ 
sidered,  and  eminently  suited  to  represent  the  first  or  Flowing  Hair  style  of 
bust  dollar.

The  Mint  experienced  various  difficulties  in  1 79(3 
including  a  yellow  fever  epidemic.  Coinage  was  anything  but  easy.  On  Jun 
1,  1796,  Tennessee  was  admitted  to  the  Union  as  the  16th  state.  While  othe: 
denominations  reflected  this,  16  stars  were  not  used  on  silver  dollars  unti 
1797,  which  suggests  that  obverse  dies  for  1796-dated  dollars  were  mad. 
prior  to  June.  In  all,  there  were  4  obverses  used  and  4  reverses  in  various  com 
binations.

Never  having  been  mishandled  or  scrubbed,  it  belongs  in  an  elite  group  o 
such  original,  uncleaned  specimens  which  today’s  buyers  appreciate  all  the 
more! 

Previous  coins  showed  15  obverse  stars;  but  on  June  1,  1796,  Tennessee  was 
admitted  to  the  Union  as  the  sixteenth  state,  and  subsequent  dies  bore  1(1 
stars  on  other  denominations.  This  change  reached  the  silver  dollars  only  in 
1797,  suggesting  that  the  1796-dated  dies  were  all  completed  before  Ten¬ 
nessee’s  admission.

Uncirculated  53.  Gold  and  medium  steel  gray  toning  with  blue  iridescence 
around  the  stars  and  margins,  this  attractively  toned  Bust  Dollar  was  in  a 
Wayte  Raymond  album  for  close  to  40  years!  Lustrous  and  well  struck,  the 
devices  are  clean,  original  and,  it  bears  reinforcing,  beautiful  in  their  origi¬ 
nality. 

NX  hen  Americas  new  mint  director,  Henry  DeSaussure,  took  the  helm  in 
1  95  it  was  his  ambition  to  upgrade  the  Flowing  Hair  design,  which  he 
thought  too  unseemly  for  a  outward-looking  young  nation.  DeSaussure 
tapped  Ciilbert  Stuart,  an  illustrious  portrait  artist  of  the  day,  to  fashion  a 
more  conservative  bust  of  Liberty.  According  to  Walter  Breen,  Stuart  sub¬ 
mitted  the  Draped  Bust  design  featuring  a  Mrs.  William  Bingham  in  the  role 
of  Liberty.  Iwo  pairs  of  dies  were  hastily  completed,  one  having  the  obverse 
device  a  little  too  far  to  the  left,  the  other,  more  nearly  centered  but  with 
minor  defects  in  Liberty's  hair.

The  only  occurrence  with  six  stars  at  right  facing 
bust.  Reverse  has  large  letters  in  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA.

A  pleasing,  well  struck  dol¬ 
lar  that  has  obviously  been  well  cared  for  since  its  rims  are  free  of  problems 
and  the  surface  indicates  it  has  never  been  cleaned. 

BB-71;  sixteen  stars,  only  six  facing  bust.  The  star  arrangement  is  unique 
in  the  dollar  series.  This  obverse  was  used  to  strike  BB-71  only.

culated  50.  Weak  areas  on  the  head  include  lack  of  detail  in  the  hair  behind 
the  brow  and  the  curls  at  the  central  part  of  Liberty’s  neck.  The  eagle,  which 
lies  opposite  the  high  points  of  the  obverse  is  nevertheless  much  sharper  than 
average.  Everything  is  toned  pleasing  medium  gray  to  deeper  steel  gray  at  the 
rims  with  some  iridescence  at  the  denticles  on  the  obverse. 


It  is  believed  the  model  for  the  obverse  was  Mrs.  William  Bingham,  a  famous 
belle  of  the  day  and  friend  of  both  Washington  and  Jefferson.  The  dies  were 
done  by  Jacob  Eckstein,  a  German-born  specialist;  he  was  probably  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  redesign  of  the  reverse  as  well  which  was  undertaken  at  the  same 
time. 


The  revised  reverse  of  1795-98,  so-called  “small  eagle”  quite  possibly  was 
designed  to  allow  fuller  striking  of  both  sides  with  the  new  obverse;  the  old 
reverse  would  have  been  so  placed  as  to  leave  the  eagle  almost  headless  on 
most  normal  strikes.) 

BB-73;  large  letters  style  with  8  berries  on  the  left  branch  and  a  leaf  that 
ends  under  center  of  upright  of  E  in  STATES.

Over  that  span  the  coin  acquired  medium  gray  sheen 
in  the  fields,  with  deeper  gray  and  ruddy  iridescence  around  the  legends  and 
stars.  There  is  one  shallow  line  through  the  shoulder  into  the  hair,  but  other 
than  for  this  the  surface  is  pristine  for  the  grade  and  age,  with  choice  rims 
adding  value  to  what  is  already  a  very  presentable  coin.

The  large  letters  reverse  die  was  also  used  as 
1797  B-lb  and  lc.  This  variety  is  rare  and  also  in  good  demand  for  type  sets.

This  is  a  handsome  example  with* 
clean  surfaces  and  choice  rims,  just  the  ticket  for  a  Type  Set  buyer.  The  yean) 
1798  was  a  very  troubled  one  in  America.  President  John  Adams  forced! 
through  his  administration  the  Alien  and  Sedition  Acts,  which  nearly  caused! 
a  second  revolution.  Two  years  later,  after  Adams  was  booted  out  of  office  in* 
a  carefully  crafted  election,  his  successor,  Thomas  Jefferson,  negated  the  Acts,, 
but  there  was  still  bad  blood  between  the  two  “factions”  or  political  parties, 
the  Federalists  and  the  “Anti-Federalists”  as  they  were  called  back  then.  BB- 
122;  pointed  tail  9  in  date  which  is  medium  wide.

Sharp  overdate  with  9  above  an  earlier  8;  also  shows 
repunching  on  the  first  9,  therefore  it  should  be  better  described  as  99/98.  Full 
frosty  luster  throughout  unlike  some  in  which  the  mint  bloom  is  dull  or  lacks  life. 
The  way  a  coin  is  struck  dictates  how  the  luster  is  imparted  to  the  surface.  And 
this  piece  was  struck  much  better  than  most.  The  stars  on  the  obverse  are  partic¬ 
ularly  noteworthy  since  each  is  in  full  pyramidal  relief,  not  flattened.  On  the 
reverse,  any  weakness  occurs  at  the  center  or  at  points  which  lie  opposite  high 
areas  of  the  obverse.

Light  to  medium  gray  toning  in  choice  qual¬ 
ity  fields,  with  devices  boldly  rendered  showing  all  the  intricate  design  by  the 
artist  Gobrecht. 

As  early  as  the  1850s,  collectors  eagerly  sought  the  beautiful  Gobrecht  dollars  of 
1836,  1838,  and  1839.  Christian  Gobrecht,  the  mint’s  most  talented  engraver 
up  to  that  time,  borrowed  by  drawings  by  Thomas  Sully  and  Titian  Peale  to  cre¬ 
ate  this  monument  to  numismatic  history!  The  original  silver  dollars  of  1836 
with  name  on  base  have  a  Proof  finish  (mirrorlike  fields)  and  required  two  blows 
apiece  from  the  dies,  as  the  mint  director  wished  to  show  the  design  with  all 
details  brought  up  clearly.  As  an  oddity,  this  was  also  the  first  issue  of  American 
coinage  for  circulation  in  which  the  entire  minting  run  was  in  Proof  condition! 
See  the  Q.  David  Bowers  silver  dollar  encyclopedia,  pp.495-506  for  a  detailed, 
and  enjoyable  history  of  this  coin. 


874  1836  Name  On  Base.  PCGS  graded  Proof  45  Original.  Though  this  cir¬ 

culated  for  a  few  years,  in  that  time  it  escaped  any  damage,  any  marks  or  rim 
bruises.  Among  Gobrecht  Dollars,  circulated  ones  that  is,  it  ranks  as  a  very 
choice  coin.  The  surface  is  medium  gray  and  has  deeper  gray  accents  around 
devices  and  rims.  Scarce  and  therefore  popular  with  hopeful  collectors  in  this 
agreeable  condition.

Light  oyster-gray  toning 
with  deeper  russet-gray  and  blue  at  the  edge  on  either  side.  Moderately  worn 
on  Liberty  and  the  shield  (where  the  raised  letters  are  now  incomplete,  show¬ 
ing  only  LIB-TY);  also  worn  on  the  eagle,  but  without  the  usual  marks  and 
mishandled  appearance  of  a  lightly  circulated  coin  of  1838.  Choice  rims  on 
both  sides.  (See  Judd-84) 

The  silver  dollar  patterns  issued  in  1838  differ  from  those  of  1836,  in 
that  Gobrecht’s  name  was  omitted,  thirteen  stars  were  added  to  the  bor¬ 
der  of  the  obverse  and  the  stars  were  removed  from  the  reverse.  The  mul¬ 
ing  of  the  1838  obverse  with  the  1836  reverse  with  twenty-six  stars  are 
restrikes  apparently  made  about  1858-60.  A  few  may  have  been  restruck 
also  in  1868  just  before  the  dies  were  destroyed.

Against  the  mirror  finish  in  the  field  the 
effect  is  very  attractive.  And  as  suits  a  well-made  seated  dollar  Proof,  this  dis¬ 
plays  exceedingly  bold  relief  on  all  devices.  The  thirteen  stars  show  all  radial 
lines  between  their  dagger-shaped  points,  while  Miss  Liberty  poses  on  her 
sturdy  rock  in  flowing  gown  with  flowing  hair  tresses  down  to  her  shoulder. 
The  shield  at  her  side  is  incredibly  detailed.  View  under  magnification  to  see 
what  we  mean!  The  eagle  is  also  highly  presentable. 

The  price  of  silver  continued  high  into  1852  when  the  Mint  struck  a  very 
few  silver  dollars.  Domestic  transactions  requiring  this  value  were  taken 
care  of  by  gold  dollars,  which  had  been  in  production  since  1849  and 
which  were  becoming  popular  in  circulation.  It  is  not  known  it  the  1852 
silver  dollars  were  coined  for  depositors  or  for  the  account  of  the  govern¬ 
ment.  But  today  the  1852  is  a  great  rarity.  When  specimens  in  grades  as 
Very  Fine  or  Extremely  Fine  come  onto  the  market  they  furnish  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  numismatists  to  acquire  an  example  without  having  to  own  a 
bank.  However,  a  lovely  cameo  proof  like  this  is  by  definition  a  great  rari¬ 
ty  and  will  require  due  diligence  by  those  clever  enough  to  do  so  to  ensure 
that  all  the  competitors  in  the  room  are  distracted  when  bidding  occurs!

At  the  Philadelphia  Mint  so 
many  subsidiary  silver  coins  —  half  dimes  through  half  dollars  —  were  mint¬ 
ed  in  1853-54  that  storage  became  a  problem.  Made  primarily  from  bullion 
obtained  from  Mexico,  U.S.  silver  dollars  did  not  circulate  domestically,  and 
nearly  all  were  immediately  exported  to  China  or  South  America  in  this  peri¬ 
od.  1 54  may  represent  the  year  in  which  Liberty  seated  dollars  were  first  used 
in  quantity  for  trade  overseas,  according  to  Bowers  in  his  silver  dollar  ency¬ 
clopedia.

1858  NCS  graded  Proof,  Improperly  Cleaned.  Dusky,  somewhat  opaque 
toning  in  which  the  rims  toned  deeper  gray  from  where  they  were  in  contact 
with  the  album.  Extra  bold  strike  on  all  devices  (including  centers).  The  year 
1858  saw  no  business  strike  coinage  of  dollars.  It  seems  there  was  little  call 
for  the  denomination.  However,  the  mint  did  strike  a  number  of  Proofs  that 
were  then  offered  to  collectors  for  the  first  time.  It  is  unknown  how  many 
1858  dollars  were  made.  Estimates  run  from  75  to  200,  with  the  suggestion 
that  restrikes  were  struck,  possibly  in  the  1860s.  Some  even  suggest  as  many 
as  600  or  more  Proofs  exist  today.  Based  on  auction  appearances,  the  mintage 
was  likely  somewhere  north  of  300  and  south  of  500.

Only  527  were  eventually  placed  with  co» 
lectors,  according  to  Bowers  and  others  who  delved  into  the  subject.

Proofs.  Possibly  as  many  as  600  went  into  the  melting  pots.

Since  most  “business  strike 
seated  dollars  in  the  early  1860s  were  exported  to  Latin  America  and  East 
Indian  ports,  the  few  Proofs  that  were  made  must  supply  collectors  for  dates 
like  this  1863.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  difficulties  involved  in  ordering  Proof 
sets  in  those  days,  and  the  likelihood  that  some  percentage  of  buyers  were  in 
Confederate  territory  and  inactive  at  the  time,  the  quantities  made  of  Civil 
War  year  Proof  dollars  would  have  been  higher.  In  the  North,  especially  the 
major  port  cities,  numismatics  was  growing  rapidly,  and  each  month  saw  new 
devotees  join  the  hobby.  And  why  not,  when  such  attractive  coins  like  this 
1863  were  being  produced?

All  the  silver  dollars  of  1840-73  were  made  from  obverse  dies  exemplify¬ 
ing  the  “improvements”  to  Gobrecht’s  original  conception  by  the  Anglo-

915  1870-CC  NCS  graded  Extremely  Fine  Details,  Improperly  Cleaned.  First 

issue  from  the  Carson,  Nevada  branch  mint,  a  well  struck  example  featuring 
medium  gray  to  iridescent  toning.  This  branch  mint  was  established  by  the 
Act  of  March  3,  1863,  which  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  superinten¬ 
dent  at  $2,000  a  year  and  an  assayer,  a  melter-refiner,  and  a  coiner  for  $1,800 
each  annually.  The  Carson  mint  was  ready  to  do  business  in  December  1869. 
Dies  dated  1869  sent  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint  were  received  at  Carson  City 
by  October  21,  1869.  However,  they  were  not  used.  The  first  silver  dollars 
were  minted  from  1870-dated  dies  on  February  10,  1870.  Once  production 
was  tallied  up  there  were  1 1,758  produced  that  year.  Many  of  these  had  to  be 
shipped  by  horsedrawn  wagon  30  miles  over  very  rough  roads  to  the  railhead 
in  Reno.  Stored  in  cloth  bags,  is  it  any  surprise  why  most  were  extensively 
marked  by  the  time  they  arrived  for  transshipment  to  their  final  destinations? 


916  1871  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Comparatively  smooth  mint  frostiness 

everywhere,  with  a  few  darker  “accents”  (toning)  on  the  breasts,  and  Liberty’s 
arms  and  legs.  Very  few  bagmarks  evident,  fewer  by  far  than  average.  There 
were  one  or  two  bags  of  the  1859-0  and  1860-0  No  Motto  dollars  released 
in  rhe  early  1960s,  which  provides  collectors  a  ready  supply  for  Type  Sets.

Many  were  released  after  the  price  of  silver 
began  to  decline  in  1 873  and  later.  Like  other  Carson  City  dollars,  the  1 872-CC 
was  made  in  small  numbers.  Its  rarity  was  recognized  by  the  1 890s.

is  a  scarce  issue,  though  not  as  scarce  percentagewise  as  a  Carson  City  mint 
dollar  would  be  —  a  fair  number  were  save.

Pleasing  light  golden  russet  to  gray  toning.  Carson  City  Mint  ramped  up 
production  when  it  created  the  124,500  Trade  Dollars  with  its  familiar  “CC” 
mintmark  on  the  reverse  above  D  of  DOLLAR.  The  Carson,  Nevada  mint 
located  close  to  Virginia  City,  Nevada,  site  of  the  fabulous  Comstock  Lode’s 
silver  (and  gold)  mines,  seemingly  was  the  logical  mint  to  strike  vast  quanti¬ 
ties  of  trade  dollars  from  this  metal.  In  reality,  most  Comstock  Lode  silver 
was  shipped  off  to  San  Francisco  for  coinage.  Contributing  to  the  situation 
was  political  tension  between  the  two  mints,  with  Carson  viewed  as  an 
upstart  rival  to  the  better  established  San  Francisco  operation.  This  rivalry 
would  haunt  Carson  City  throughout  its  24-year  existence.

926  1874  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  few  tiny  contacts  in  the  left  obverse  field

64.  Ex  Genaitis  Collection.  At  the  time  this  coin  was  made,  and  still  the  pro¬ 
cedure  today,  all  dies  for  the  branch  mints  are  prepared  at  the  home  mint  in 
Philadelphia.  In  1875,  it  seems  that  a  die  originally  punched  with  the  double-C 
mintmark  (intended  for  Carson  City)  was  repunched  with  an  “S”  punch  and 
sent  off  to  San  Francisco  for  coining  Trade  Dollars.  Whether  or  not  the  mint’s 
die  marker  tried  to  efface  the  earlier  CC  before  the  die  was  punched,  or  whether 
the  repunching  partially  obliterated  the  earlier  mintmark,  unbeknownst  to  all, 
portions  of  the  earlier  CC  are  still  plainly  visible  beside  the  large  bold  S  on  the 
reverse.  Once  discovered,  this  variety  immediately  went  to  the  top  of  the  charts 
in  terms  of  its  popularity  among  collectors  of  Trade  Dollars.  Only  a  few  Mint 
States  have  ever  been  discovered.  And  this  handsome  Mint  State  64  is  among 
the  finest  certified  by  a  third-party  grader,  with  NGC’s  imprimatur  being  one  of 
the  two  most  widely  recognized.  Boldly  struck,  filled  to  the  rims  with  flashy 
tart  wheel  mint  luster,  anti  lightly  toned.  Die  variety:  FS-f)  1 2.5.

luster  greets  the  eye  with  this  choice  MS63  Trade  Dollar.  The  luster  swirls 
and  dances  around  in  traditional  cartwheel  fashion.  However,  cartwheel-like 
luster  is  more  often  encountered  on  the  much  commoner  Morgan  silver  dol¬ 
lars  than  these  hard-to-acquire  Trade  pieces.  When  first  coined.  Trade  Dollars 
were  legal  tender  in  the  United  States  to  the  extent  of  $5.00,  but  with  the 
decline  in  the  price  of  silver  bullion  in  the  early  1870s  Congress  repealed  the 
legal  tender  provision  in  1876  and  authorized  the  Treasury  to  limit  coinage 
to  export  demand.

The  mint  got  word  from  the  Treasury 
which  likely  got  the  nod  from  congress  to  delay  making  any  further  issues  of 
Americas  first  and  only  Trade  coin  for  circulation  in  the  orient.  In  1878,  the 
mints  substituted  a  locally  circulating  version  (known  as  the  Morgan  dollar), 
leaving  this  unhappy  Trade  coin  to  languish  as  though  forgotten,  except  by 
the  1 ,000  to  2,000  collectors  who  purchased  proofs  each  year  while  they  were 
still  offered.  Attractive  russet  to  dusky  lavender  and  blue;  both  sides  equally 
toned,  both  sides  impressive  in  their  beauty  and  originality. 


940  1878-CC  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Key  date  issue  (52,852  net  minted 

after  accounting  for  those  melted  at  the  mint)  and  in  lustrous  original  con¬ 
dition.  The  fields  are  frosty,  having  acquired  light  golden  brown  toning  in  a 
few  areas.  This  well-made  rarity  traces  to  Stacks  James  Rawls  sale  of  June 
1970,  Lot  1004,  where  it  realized  $625  —  a  respectable  amount  tor  this  rar¬ 
ity  when  one  considers  that,  for  instance,  gold  was  priced  at  only  $35  an 
ounce  (now  it  is  well  above  $300  an  ounce).  This  handsome  offering  should 
command  a  premium  bid  in  today’s  active  rarities  market.

This  outstanding  specimen  should  see  considerable  interest  on  the 
part  of  collectors.  It  is  one  of  the  most  spectacular  you’ll  ever  see  or  have  a 
chance  to  purchase. 

Americas  proofs  are  made  using  specially  prepared  dies,  along  with  hand- 
selected  planchets  that  are  free  from  defects.  The  die  maker  gives  the  dies  a 
bright  polish  while  at  the  same  time  imparts  to  the  recessed  areas  a  light  wash 
of  acid  to  etch  them.  ^Yhen  the  planchet  is  pushed  into  the  recesses  under 
great  pressure  (often  upwards  of  100  to  150  tons  per  square  inch  on  a  dollar- 
size  coin)  the  etching  imparts  silvery  frost  onto  the  rebel  design  of  the 
struck  coin,  since  the  raised  design  or  “relief”  is  a  mirror  image  of  the  recess¬ 
es  in  the  die.  Each  Proof  is  struck  twice  by  the  dies.  That  is  why  their  devices 
are  so  sharp,  their  stars  come  to  needle-points  and  their  legends  squared  off 
and  crystal  clear.  The  mint  couldnt  produce  regular  issues  by  this  method, 
unfortunately,  since  it  would  require  too  great  an  effort.  Which  all  goes  to 
explain  why  the  Proofs  are  so  much  finer  made  and  capable  of  displaying 
their  designs  in  sharper  detail.

949  1882  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  The  strike  is  absolutely  phenomenal  on  this

Cameo  and  Non-cameo  Proofs.  The  coin  presented  here,  and  indeed, 
throughout  this  magnificent  collection  of  Proof  Morgans,  is  true  cameo  qual¬ 
ity.  The  Cameo  effect  is  achieved  by  the  dies  (whose  recesses  are  frosted) 
imparting  this  frost  to  the  relief  portions  on  a  coin.  In  this  1878,  the  effect 
is  magnificent,  and  quite  appealing.  Full  watery  mirror  fields  provide  a  stun¬ 
ning  backdrop  for  the  needle-sharp  devices.  According  to  the  most  recent 
information  from  the  grading  services,  15  Proof  66  examples  of  the  8  Tail 
Feathers  have  been  graded  (with  the  database,  unfortunately,  not  separating 
the  cameos  from  the  non-cameos).  Fifteen  only  have  been  graded,  plus  4 
higher,  and  this  out  of  an  original  (low)  mintage  of  500  pieces!

969  1894  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Cameo.  Superb!  Fully  brilliant,  almost  sinful 

in  its  naked  beauty  and  striking  cameo  effect.  The  devices,  Liberty,  eagle, 
date,  stars  and  legends,  are  all  satin  frosted  against  a  smooth-as-glass  “watery” 
field.  Putting  the  results  in  a  word,  the  coin  is  majestic.  All  of  the  Mint’s  tal¬ 
ent  and  technology  of  the  late  19th  century  went  into  the  production,  with 
this  marvel  of  coin  manufacturing  the  result.  As  a  date,  1894  is  right  up  there 
among  the  scarce  ones,  though  still  in  the  shadow  of  the  more  talked-about 
1895  (see  next  lot).  Still,  there  were  a  scant  972  Proofs  minted  of  the  1894. 
With  gems  very  uncommon  and  superb  cameo  gems  the  elite  of  the  series, 
we  are  fortunate  in  offering  this  coin  for  your  bidding  enjoyment.  (Total  of 
40  certified  in  Proof  67  by  NGC  &C  PCGS,  although  the  online  database 
'  doesn’t  differentiate  between  normal  Proofs  and  those  that  are  “cameo.”)

1895  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Superb!  For  decades,  one  question  has  consistently  haunted  numismatics:  what  happened  to  the  12,000  business  strike  1895  Dol¬ 
lars  produced  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint?  Among  the  more  common  assertions  is  that  all  12,000  were  melted.  Some  authorities  cling  to  the  mythical  stories  that 
one  or  two  unconfirmed  pieces  surfaced  in  the  1950s,  only  to  retreat  into  hiding  during  the  following  decades  While  we  are  uncertain  which  answer,  if  either,  is 
correct,  we  will  take  this  opportunity  to  offer  a  further  possibility,  that  all  12,000  pieces  were  dated  1894  and  not  1895,  and  that  the  figure  reported  in  the  mint 
records  was  done  for  accounting  purposes  only  (as  occurs  in  other  years,  with  other  denominations). 

Regardless  of  the  fate  of  the  1895  business  strike  dollars,  the  Proof  is  often  called  the  “King  of  the  Morgan  Dollar  Series.”  This  issue  has  a  Proof  mintage  of  only 
880  pieces.  When  one  considers  that  only  the  Proofs  are  known,  and  that  few  match  this  coin’s  gorgeous  cameo  originality  with  its  attendant  russet-to-blue  periph¬ 
eral  toning,  collectors  are  competing  for  a  minuscule  number  of  coins.  The  impression  is  bold  with  a  rich  black  and  white  cameo  finish  marking  it  clearly  as 
among  the  most  attractive  survivors.  The  delicately  mirrored  fields  display  few  of  the  usual  hairlines.  In  the  final  analysis,  words  cannot  begin  to  describe  the  effect 
that  this  beautiful  specimen  will  have  on  Morgan  enthusiasts  when  it  crosses  the  auction  block.

Deep 
white-on-black  cameo  frost  sparkles  against  the  smooth  mirror  field,  creating 
a  mesmerizing  effect  that  glitters  with  near-perfection.  If  you  are  a  collector 
or  an  investor  who’d  like  the  thrill  of  a  lifetime,  bid  on  this  astoundingly 
beautiful  specimen  with  the  hopes  of  adding  it  to  your  collection.

Perhaps  an  answer  will  be  forthcoming  someday,  perhaps  the  online 
data  includes  numerous  resubmittals  for  upgrades  that  didn’t  get  cleared  off  the 
record.

981  1921  Zerbe  Proof.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  When  the  new  1921  dollar 

coinage  turned  out  to  be  of  the  old  Morgan  type,  after  a  16-year  hiatus,  the  Peace 
Dollars  original  promoter  Farran  Zerbe  raised  a  ruckus  at  the  Mint  Bureau.  No 
stranger  to  the  Treasury,  Zerbe  had  promoted  the  San  Francisco  Mints  exhibit  at 
the  1915  Pan-Pacific  International  Exposition;  his  charisma  had  also  influenced 
Congress  to  authorize  coinage  of  several  commemorative  issues;  his  collection  was 
world  famous  as  a  publicly  viewed  educational  exhibit,  later  features  as  the  Chase 
Manhattan  Bank  Money  Museum.  Zerbe  wielded  enough  clout  that  the  Mint 
Bureau  could  ill  afford  to  antagonize  him.  And  so,  as  a  consolation  prize,  the  Mint 
privately  authorized  coinage  of  limited  numbers  of  proof  1921  Morgans  from  both 
Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco.  The  Philadelphia  Zerbe  strikings  were  less  careful¬ 
ly  made  than  the  so-called  “Chapman”  pieces;  most  survivors  have  been  cleaned, 
obscuring  or  rendering  doubtful  their  proof  status.  This  lovely  jull  brilliant  exam¬ 
ple  has  all  die  hallmarks  of  a  well  preserved  Zerbe  specimen,  and  will  go  down  in 
the  record  books  or  we  miss  our  guess.  (A  total  of  12  certified  in  Proof  66,  with  the 
same  proviso  as  occurs  in  the  1921  “Chapman”  Proof,  that  this  figure  may  be  erro¬ 
neous  due  to  repeated  resubmittals  to  the  grading  boys  for  hope-for  upgrades.)

According 
to  silver  dollar  experts  and  researchers  Van  Allen  and  Mallis,  it  seems  that 
when  a  coin’s  dies  are  first  prepared,  they  are  given  a  high  polish  before  locked 
into  the  minting  press.  Then,  as  coinage  begins,  the  constant  pounding  of  the 
dies  against  the  raw  planchets  slowly  decreases  the  mirror-like  effect  replac¬ 
ing  it  with  flow  lines  that  create  the  satiny  look  of  “luster  ”.  Perhaps  only  the 
first  50  or  100  coins  struck  by  new  dies  have  any  semblance  of  prooflike  sur¬ 
face.  And  the  deepest  quality,  so-called  “deep  mirror”,  is  the  rarest  kind. 
Because  so  few  are  found  this  deeply  reflective,  demand  has  increased  for  the 
few  available  specimens.

bidders.  The  present  offering  has  all  the  qualities  one  expects  from  this  stel¬ 
lar  grade  of  68,  from  crystal  clear  strike  on  every  device  to  smooth-as-glass 
fields  with  their  mirror-like  quality.

There  are  a 
few  faint  hairlines  on  the  cheek  which  require  a  glass  to  bring  out.  Mintage 
this  year  ran  to  only  1,530,000  pieces,  which  his  a  far  cry  from  the  salad  days 
of  1881  when  San  Francisco  mint  could  turn  out  more  than  twelve  million 
pieces  in  a  twelve  month  period.  Many  1902-S  dollars  went  to  the  melting 
pots  after  the  government  passed  the  Pittman  Act  in  1918  that  caused  the 
destruction  of  over  270  million  silver  dollars.  ^Mhy  were  so  many  destroyed? 
It  was  to  help  the  British  colonial  administration  who  borrowed  the  silver 
and  shipped  it  to  India.  Later,  the  United  States  Treasury  was  required  to 
repurchase  an  equal  amount  of  silver  to  coin  Peace  Dollars. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  SATIN  PROOF  1921  PEACE  DOLLAR 


lO-D  1921  ANACS  graded  Proof  63.  Satin  Proof.  Deep,  smooth  satiny  finish 
provides  the  coin  a  unique  appearance  and  aspect  different  from  the  lusten 
frost  of  a  coin  meant  for  circulation.  All  of  the  design  elements  are  necessar¬ 
ily  bold  —  from  the  relief  portions  of  the  hair  in  the  center  (where  weaknessi 
on  the  business  strikes  is  common)  to  the  eagle’s  whose  body  and  feather) 
arrangement  are  crystal  clear.  Regular  issue  1921  Peace  dollars  were  placed  in 
circulation  in  January  1922.  Extremely  rare,  a  few  matte  finish  and  satin  fin- 1 
ish  Proofs  were  created  from  special  purposes,  although  no  clear  record  exists-) 
for  how  many  of  each  were  struck,  nor  to  whom  they  were  given.

Lee’s 
coins  were  all  impressive  to  look  at  and,  by  the  way  bidders  bid  in  any  sale 
where  one  reappears,  they  bring  impressive  prices  realized!  This  handsome 
1903,  like  the  1902,  has  resplendent  original  toning.  The  obverse  is  light  to 
medium  toned  while  the  reverse  is,  for  the  most  part,  brighter  except  for  a 
band  of  honey  brown  color  at  the  top  above  the  eagle.  Centers  are  boldly 
impressed  by  the  finely  made  Proof  dies.  Indeed,  all  of  the  design  is  so  sharp 
that  it  needs  no  further  introduction:  the  68  grade  explains  things  nicely!  If 
you  were  outbid  on  the  1902,  then  weigh  this  equally  superb  1903  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  a  Type  Set  or  inclusion  in  a  Morgan  silver  dollar  date  collection.

1921  PEACE  DOLLAR 


1050  1921  Peace.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Superb!  Intense  white  luster  just 

happens  to  be  intensely  pleasing  as  well,  the  coin  being  the  embodiment  of  ' 
near-perfection  in  a  high  relief  1921  issue.  Full  hair  over  the  ear  and  clear 
feather  details  on  the  wing  and  leg  where  the  two  join  are  hallmarks  of  a  well 
struck  coin.  Not  a  single  objectionable  feature  to  report,  so  bid  as  though  you 
had  an  open  checking  account! 

The  dollar  issued  from  1921  to  1935  was  actually  a  commemorative  peace  I 
coin  after  the  upset  of  the  First  World  War  set  minds  to  pondering.  It  was  | 
issued  without  congressional  sanction,  under  the  terms  of  the  Pittman  Act 
(1918),  which  referred  to  the  bullion  and  in  now  way  affected  the  design. 
Anthony  De  Francisci,  a  medallist,  designed  this  dollar,  His  monogram  is 
located  in  the  field  of  the  coin  under  the  neck  of  Liberty.

1052  1924-S  ANACS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Original  dusky  gold  toning.  A 
choice  frosty  specimen. 

1053  1924-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  few  random  bagmarks  break 
through  the  otherwise  smooth  satiny  finish  on  the  obverse  of  this  well  struck 
Peace  Dollar  from  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  A  scarce  date  in  choice  condition 
—  scarce,  and  under  increasing  buying  pressure  from  collectors  fulfilling 
their  life’s  dream  of  completing  a  24-coin  Peace  Dollar  set.

1057  1934-D  Large  D  Mintmark.  Doubled  Die  Obverse  on  Motto.  NGC 

graded  Mint  State  66.  Strong  doubled  impression  on  D-WE  of  the  motto 
IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  where  the  die  from  which  this  was  coin  received  a 
slightly  misplaced  impression  as  it  was  being  made.  The  coin  is  in  NGC’s 
“TOP  50”  and  listed  as  VAM-3.  Furthermore,  it  is  the  plate  coin  for  NGC’s 
variety  book.  The  Finest  Graded ,  it  happens  to  site  2  full  points  above  the  next 
finest  known!  Silvery  with  frost;  surfaces  pristine. 

Expansion  into  die  variety  collecting  has  grown  apace  with  third-party 
grading  services  and  intense  study  of  more  recent  coins.  Today,  one  finds 
many  interesting  offshoots  like  this  doubled  obverse  motto.  We  can  only 
wait  with  anticipation  to  see  the  new  discoveries  of  the  future! 


1054  1926-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Dazzling  snow  white  luster  gleams 
from  every  nook  and  cranny  of  the  surface  on  this  well  struck  1926-D.  To 
crown  it  all,  Liberty’s  cheek  is  pristine.  It  shows  none  of  the  usual  deep  nicks 
and  bagmarks  found  on  others  of  its  date. 

1055  1928-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Full  white  satiny  luster  throughout,  a 
splendid  looking  coin  as  fresh  as  any  that  come  out  of  a  roll.  The  mints,  hav¬ 
ing  struck  Peace  dollars  ever  since  1921,  ran  out  of  silver  sometime  in  1928 
—  silver  that  had  been  earmarked  for  dollar  coinage,  that  is,  pursuant  to  the 
Pittman  Act  of  1918.  Once  the  backlog  had  been  met,  the  mint  ceased  man¬ 
ufacturing  the  denomination.  And  it  wasnt  until  President  Roosevelts 
administration  that  a  new  production  schedule  was  introduced.  There  were 
no  silver  dollars  minted  in  1929,  1930,  1931,  1932,  or  1933. 


1056  1928-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Ever  so  lightly  toned  over  frosty  white 

surfaces,  the  dies  left  the  fields  and  all  devices  glowing  with  originality.  I  he 
hair  over  Liberty’s  ear  shows  more  detail  than  average,  and  the  same  goes  lor 
the  eagle’s  wing  and  leg  where  often  detail  is  completely  absent.  The  usual 
few  small  bagmarks  found  on  this  grade.

The  outer  layer  is  .800  silver,  .200  copper  bonded  to  an 
inner  core  of  .209  silver,  .791  copper  to  create  an  overall  .400  fine  coin. 
Eisenhower  dollars  were  minted  in  1971-1978  before  the  enchanting  Susan 
B.  Anthony  design  replaced  them.

Delightful  surfaces  with  deep  lavender-gray  to  steel 
blue  iridescence  on  both  sides,  the  result,  no  doubt,  of  very  careful  storage 
and  handling  in  the  1 10  years  since  it  was  made.  Full  devices  include  Isabel¬ 
la’s  crown  jewels  and  ruffled  front,  along  with  the  pattern  in  her  snood,  which 
is  the  ornament  that  keeps  her  flowing  hair  in  check.  On  the  reverse,  the  leg¬ 
end  proclaims  the  source  of  this  commemorative,  for  it  was  authorized  tor 
the  BOARD  OF  LADY  MANAGERS  who  had  a  hand  in  managing  the 
World’s  Columbian  Exposition  at  which  these  quarters  were  made  available 
to  the  public  and  collectors.

gold  toning  on  each  side;  fields  are  pristine  while  the  Art  Deco  devices  are 
crisp  in  their  limited  detail.  Only  5,505  pieces  struck. 


1  063  1 893  Columbian.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  In  strict  numerical  terms,  a 

fabulous  specimen  of  America’s  first  commemorative  issue.  The  surface  is 
pristine,  the  strike  first-rate,  and  the  rims  without  any  objections.  Topping  it 
all  off  is  outstanding  color  —  simply  outstanding!  Reds  with  gold  and  blue, 
both  sides  will  take  your  breath  away.

1064  1922  With  Star.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  The  small  star  is  to  be  found 

above  Grant’s  name  on  the  obverse.  Fully  struck,  with  gleaming  luster,  the  sur¬ 
face  has  acquired  delicate  toning.  The  color  ranges  from  pale  golden  to  rose  and 
wispy  lilac.  Together  with  the  grade  and  the  underlying  surface  originality,  the 
effect  is  all  that  you  have  come  to  expect  from  a  coin  of  this  caliber.

The  strike  is  first- 
rate  as  well.  The  Civil  War  general’s  hair  and  beard  reveals  itself  under  light 
magnification.  Below  the  bust  is  a  monogram  LGF  for  Laura  Gardin  Fraser, 
designer,  who  modeled  her  bust  of  Grant  after  a  Matthey  Brady  photograph. 
The  reverse  depicts  Grant’s  birthplace.  The  star  has  no  specified  meaning; 
Breen’s  encyclopedia  half-jokingly  suggests  “possibly  one  of  the  General’s  uni¬ 
form  buttons?”  Only  4,250  With  Star  pieces  were  made. 


1066  1922  Grant.  With  Star.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Beautiful  pastel  col¬ 

ors  on  both  sides,  one  of  the  rare  attractively  toned  Grant  Star  commemora- 
tives.  This  issue  is  scarce  in  all  grades,  but  even  more  desirable  and  actively 
sought  when  nicely  toned,  as  the  present  coin.  Collectors  of  commemorative 
silver  have  little  problem  piecing  together  a  type  set  or  a  date  with  mintmark 
set  of  brilliant  (often  dipped)  pieces.

sleek  mint  frost.  The  Grant  Memorial  Half  Dollars  were  sold  to  raise  funds 
to  finance  construction  of  the  memorial  buildings  in  Georgetown  and 
Bethel,  and  a  five-mile  highway  from  New  Richmond  to  Point  Pleasant  (all 
Ohio  locales  associated  with  Grant  before  the  Civil  War).  They  were  issued 
on  behalf  of  the  Ulysses  S.  Grant  Centenary  Memorial  Commission,  cele¬ 
brating  Grant’s  birthday,  April  27,  1822,  at  Point  Pleasant.  Net  mintage: 
67,350  without  the  star. 


BRILLIANT  MATTE  PROOF 
1928  HAWAIIAN  COMMEMORATIVE 


1068  1928  Hawaiian  or  Captain  Cook.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Matte  Finish. 

One  of  the  very  scarce  Proofs  of  which  only  50  were  struck  to  celebrate  Cap¬ 
tain  Cook’s  discovery  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  in  1778.  Cook  was  the  first 
European  to  record  the  existence  of  the  island  chain  and  its  inhabitants  when, 
on  two  occasions  in  1778  and  1779  he  visited  the  various  islands  in  the  chain 
of  volcanoes  that  comprise  what  was  then  an  unconsolidated  group  of  king¬ 
doms.  He  is  featured  on  the  obverse  of  this  Matte  Proof  in  traditional  attire. 
Below  the  bust  are  8  wedge-shaped  design  elements  said  to  represent  the 
(then)  eight  inhabited  islands  of  Niihau,  Kauai,  Oahu,  Molokai,  Lanai, 
Maui,  Kahoolawe,  and  Hawaii  (the  latter  known  today  as  the  Big  Island). 
Original  designs  are  by  Juliette  May  Frazer  of  Honolulu,  partly  after  sketch¬ 
es  by  Bruce  Cartwright,  Jr.  of  the  Commission  that  issued  these.  Cooks  por¬ 
trait  is  after  a  Josiah  V^edgwood  cameo.  The  warrior  design  is  influenced  by 
the  statue  of  King  Kamehameha  I  across  the  street  from  the  Royal  Palace  in 
Honolulu.  The  proofs  are  all  properly  “sandblast,”  with  nine  in  museums,  at 
least  12  others  traced  in  private  hands. 


GEM  LUSTROUS  UNCIRCULATED  1928  HAWAIIAN 
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1928  Hawaiian.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Also  known  as  the  “Captain 
Cook”  commemorative,  this  handsome  coin  designed  by  Laura  Garden  Fras¬ 
er  depicts  the  famed  explorer  wearing  typical  garb  of  the  1770s,  and  decked 
out  in  his  powdered  wig.  Flanking  the  denomination  HALF  DOLLAR  are 
eight  little  wedge-shaped  design  elements  meant  to  symbolize  the  (then) 
eight  inhabited  islands  in  the  Hawaiian  group.  On  the  reverse  is  a  beckoning 
Hawaiian  chieftain  wearing  a  feather  cloak  (worth  a  hundred  times  its  weight 
in  gold,  these  were  made  from  the  feathers  of  the  o’o  bird,  the  mamo,  the 
i’iwi,  and  the  apapane  —  now  all  believed  to  be  extinct.  It  often  took  a  gen¬ 
eration  —  20-25  years  or  longer  —  to  accumulate  the  feathers  for  and  create 
one  such  cloak!)  Today,  the  Hawaiian  commemorative  is  highly  prized  in  this 
outstanding  condition. 


1070  1946  Iowa.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Nicely  toned.  One  of  sev¬ 
eral  top-end  specimens  of  this  later  early  period  Commemorative  (there  was 
a  long  pause  after  1954  when  no  issues  were  struck  until  1982’s  George 
Washington  250th  anniversary  half  dollar). 

1071  1946  Iowa.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  As  last,  with  orig¬ 
inal  toning. 

1072  1946  Iowa.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Almost  up  to  the  quality  of  the 
Mint  State  67s  just  offered,  and  a  sharp,  original  toned  example  for  the  Com¬ 
memorative  half  dollar  buyer. 

1073  1936  Lynchburg.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  mid- 1930s  issue  exhibit¬ 
ing  toning  from  the  original  issue  card  or  holder.  Sleek  mint  frost  under¬ 
neath,  with  full  design  and  pleasing  aspect.  Commemorated  is  the  150th 
anniversary  of  Lynchburg,  Virginia.  The  obverse  bears  a  portrait  of  Senator 
Carter  Glass,  a  former  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  who,  strange  to  say,  object¬ 
ed  to  the  idea  of  using  portraits  of  living  men  on  coins.  Despite  his  protests, 
his  likeness  was  adopted  on  the  coin. 


HIGH  QUALITY  1921  MISSOURI  2X4  HALF  DOLLAR 


1074  1921  Missouri  2x4.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  with  delightful  original 

toning  —  colorful  in  many  aspects  —  over  luster  that  shimmers  and  shines 
from  below.  A  superb  representative  of  this  scarce  variety,  and  a  coin  that  has 
obviously  been  carefully  protected  from  harm  since  it  was  first  received  by 
that  long  ago  collector  who  ordered  it  from  the  committee  promoting  the 
Missouri  coins.

greenish  golden  to  honey  gold  iridescence  on  both  sides  from  the  original  com¬ 
memorative  commission  holder;  a  magnificent  specimen.  This  issue  tends  to 
come  in  stellar  condition  (as  many  were  carefully  preserved)  but  unfortunate¬ 
ly,  the  toning  rarely  achieves  this  coin’s  beauty  or  color.  The  more  usual  toning 
is  dull  russet  gray  with  some  brown  highlights,  almost  never  iridescent  gold.

1936  Norfolk.  ICG  graded  Mint  State  69.  Superb!  Beautiful  rainbow  ton¬ 
ing  on  both  sides.  The  color  greets  the  eye  like  an  imperial  presence  greeting  a 
line  of  colorfully  dressed  dignitaries.  The  range  and  the  depth  of  color  is  quite 
enjoyable  to  ponder.  What’s  more  this  has  extremely  bold  relief  on  all  the 
design  elements  and  has  sleek,  perfect  mint  frost  throughout. 


GEM  BRILLIANT  UNCIRCULATED  1915-S  PAN-PACIFIC 


1078  1915-S  Panama-Pacific.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Exquisite  surfaces, 

strike,  luster,  the  ultimate  compliment  to  a  commemorative  half  dollar  dis¬ 
playing  the  theme  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition.  Luster  on 
these  tends  towards  “satiny”,  with  a  smooth  textured  appearance  whose 
appearance  precedes  the  1916  regular  issue  dimes,  quarters  and  half  dollars 
which  exhibit  the  identical  satiny  look.  This  half  dollar  was  designed  by 
Charles  E.  Barber,  the  mint’s  long-time  talented  engraver,  and  George  T. 
Morgan,  his  associate  at  Philadelphia.  Barber  did  the  obverse,  Morgan  the 
reverse  I  he  Pan  Pacific  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  commemorative 
to  carry  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  I  RUS  I  which  appears  above  the  eagle.

1079  1936-D  Rhode  Island.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  The  mar¬ 

gins  toned  from  where  the  coin  was  held  in  place  in  an  issue  card,  leaving  the: 
main  surface  sleek  with  pearl-white  luster  whose  glow  is  smooth  and  scintil¬ 
lating.  Unlike  the  traditionalist  coinage  design,  this  piece,  typical  of  com- 
memoratives  struck  in  the  1930s,  is  modernist  in  its  style,  its  simplified! 
design  elements,  and  the  use  of  san  serif  letters  in  the  legends.  Rhode  Island! 
is  America’s  smallest  state  in  terms  of  square  footage.

has  a  high  sulfur  content  that  reacts  with  the  silver).  Superb  strike,  luster,  and 
surface  originality  to  go  with  the  attractive  toning.

inal  toning. 


1082  1925  Vancouver.  ICG  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Exquisite  variegated 

blue  and  gold  toning  with  subtle  others,  the  entire  surface  well  endowed  with 
color  and  sparkling  from  underneath  due  to  the  pristine  luster.

1084  1903  Louisiana  Purchase  Jefferson  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66. 

Full  pure  golden  luster  that  is  satiny  and,  to  say  the  least,  downright  gor¬ 
geous!  The  strike,  like  the  luster,  is  full.  One  hundred  years  before  this  coin 
was  made,  President  Jefferson  used  his  power  of  office  to  acquire  a  large  tract 
of  land  known  as  the  Louisiana  Purchase.  He  bought  the  wedge-shaped 
chunk  from  none  other  than  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  who  as  always  was  short 
of  money  to  pay  his  marauding  troops.  The  deal  was  sprung  on  the  nation 
before  anyone  could  object  —  though  after  the  fact  many  objected  mightily. 
In  one  fell  swoop,  Jefferson  had  just  about  doubled  the  size  of  America’s  land- 
holdings.  The  point  of  the  wedge-shaped  Purchase  started  in  Louisiana  and 
expanded  to  cover  what  became  Washington  and  Oregon  with  much  that  lies 
in-between.  This  gold  piece  commemorates  that  acquisition. 


1085  1903  Louisiana  Purchase  Jefferson  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65. 

The  first  gold  dollar  commemorative  is  actually  a  two-coin  Type,  featuring  Jef¬ 
ferson’s  bust  on  one  and  that  of  the  fallen  president  William  McKinley  on  the 
other.  It  wasn’t  planned  this  way  in  the  enabling  legislation.  The  Louisiana  Pur¬ 
chase  exposition  was  only  to  have  a  representative  gold  dollar  depicting  the 
president  at  the  time  of  the  purchase,  the  red-head,  Thomas  Jefferson.  Howev¬ 
er,  events  unfolded  in  ways  mankind  couldn’t  anticipate  when,  after  the  legis¬ 
lation  was  passed  but  before  the  dies  were  made  and  coins  struck,  the  then  pres¬ 
ident  was  assassinated  by  a  gunshot  in  the  summer  of  1901 .  To  honor  his  mem¬ 
ory,  a  second  die  was  created  portraying  McKinley.  That  is  why  collectors  must 
acquire  two  gold  dollars  of  this  desirable  1903  issue. 


1086  1903  Louisiana  Purchase  Jefferson  Dollar.  NCS  graded  Uncirculated 

Details,  Bent.  Superb  frosty  luster;  crisp  detail  on  Jeffersons  hair  and  coat. 
Thomas  Jefferson  wears  a  wig  tied  into  a  pony  tail  on  this  portrait;  in  life,  as 
seen  in  numerous  paintings  of  the  third  President,  he  is  shown  to  have  long 
flame  red  hair.  Like  Washington,  but  unlike  the  second  President,  John 
Adams,  Jefferson  was  tall  —  over  six  feet,  six-two  and  a  half  to  be  precise, 
while  Washington  was  six-two  and  Adams  five-foot  seven. 


SUPERBLY  TONED  1903  MC  KINLEY  DOLLAR 


1087  1903  Louisiana  Purchase  McKinley  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67. 

Superb!  Along  with  the  luster  which  is  satiny  and  fresh,  goes  warm  orange- 
gold  toning  on  both  sides,  suggestive  of  a  coin  which  was  stored  in  a  safe 
place  for  the  better  part  of  a  century.  President  McKinley’s  hair  and  coat, 
along  with  the  bow  tie,  are  so  crisp  it  seems  as  though  this  could  have  been 
a  proof  were  it  not  for  the  satiny  frost  instead  of  mirror  polish  in  the  field. 
That  is  a  prime  indication  just  how  carefully  the  coin  was  made. 


1088  1903  Louisiana  Purchase  McKinley  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66. 

Razor-sharp  detail  in  McKinley’s  hair  and  ear  shows  that  this  received  a  sharp 
blow  from  the  dies.  The  design,  while  simple,  is  expertly  executed  and  the 
coin  seems  covered  in  satiny  frost  from  the  way  the  dies  imparted  luster  to  it. 
A  fresh,  impeccable  specimen  for  the  Commemorative  Gold  collector. 

The  Louisiana  Purchase  exposition  was  held  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri  in 
1903.

A  few  wispy  hairlines  in  the  fields;  smooth  satin  luster  with  gem  quality 
preservation.  The  devices  are  100%  bold  on  this  simple  yet  effect  design 
made  for  the  Exposition  held  in  St.  Louis  in  1904.  Designs  were  by  Charles 
E.  Barber. 

After  William  Barber’s  death  on  August  31,  1879,  there  was  an  interreg¬ 
num  in  which  George  T.  Morgan  was  being  considered  for  the  chief 
engravership  at  the  mint.  However,  the  position  passed  from  father  to 
son,  and  a  few  months  later  Charles  E.  Barber  was  named  to  the  post. 
During  his  tenure  he  designed  the  1883  Hawaiian  silver  coinage  and  cer¬ 
tain  coins  for  Cuba  and  Venezuela.  Among  commemorative  coin  dies 
from  his  hand  are  the  obverse  of  the  1892  Columbian  half  dollar  (from 
models  prepared  by  Olin  Levi  Warner),  both  dies  for  the  1893  Isabella 
quarter  (from  sketches  by  Kenyon  Cox,  of  Brownies  fame),  the  1900 
Lafayette  dollar  and  this  1903  Louisiana  Purchase  gold  dollar.

1090  1904  Lewis  and  Clark  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Crisp,  gold¬ 

en  luster  with  just  the  right  degree  of  original  toning  to  enhance  the  beauty 
and  value.  Mintage  of  10,000  insures  this  coin  a  place  in  the  hierarchy  of 
gold  commemoratives.  The  Lewis  and  Clark  Exposition  was  held  in  Port¬ 
land,  Oregon  in  1905.  A  souvenir  issue  of  gold  dollars  was  struck  to  mark  the 
event  with  the  dates  1904  and  1905.  The  two  famous  explorers  are  repre¬ 
sented  on  either  side  of  the  coin  which  was  designed  by  Charles  E.  Barber.

1091  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Frosty  with 

gorgeous  color.  A  pristine  example,  well  struck,  spot-free,  the  stuff  that 
dreams  are  made  of.  The  1 903  Louisiana  Purchase  gold  dollars  are  meant  to 
commemorate  the  Louisiana  Purchase.  This  issue,  featuring  busts  of 
Merewether  Lewis  and  Rogers  Clark,  honor  the  two  men  who  were  sent  by 
the  Jefferson  administration  to  explore,  map,  and  record  the  new  expanse  of 
territory  just  acquired.  The  set  out  from  the  Mississippi  river  in  1804  and  it 
took  them  the  better  part  of  three  years  before  they  returned  triumphant  to 
Washington,  D.C.  with  their  findings.  This  1905  issue  is  among  the  scarcest 
gold  dollar  commemoratives  ever  made,  and  is  in  immaculate  condition  for 
such  an  early  coin.

graded  Mint  State  66.  Five  issues  were  made  for  the  Pan-Pacific  expo,  with 
the  $2.50  gold  denomination  one  of  the  most  original  and  also  one  of  the 
most  attractive  designs  ever  conceived  for  an  American  commemorative 
issue.  This  well  made  example  sports  great  eye-appeal  in  its  frosty  luster. 
Charles  Barber  and  George  Morgan  teamed  up  to  create  the  first  commem¬ 
orative  coin  of  this  denomination.  The  obverse  show  Columbia  with  a 
caduceus  in  her  left  hand  seated  on  a  hippocampus  typifying  the  use  of  the 
Panama  Canal.  An  American  eagle  with  raised  wings  and  perched  on  a 
pedestal  is  shown  on  the  reverse.  All  were  struck  at  the  mint  in  San  Francis¬ 
co  in  1915,  with  the  mintmark  S  to  the  right  of  the  date. 


1098  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Quarter  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65. 

Smooth  mint  luster.  A  glass  reveals  that  the  die  maker  left  the  fields  in  a 
unique  situation  —  not  actually  unfinished ,  but  instead  with  a  series  of  inten¬ 
tional  swirls  running  helter-skelter  behind  the  central  motif  on  either  side. 
This  unique  treatment  brings  to  mind  the  rugged  field  of  the  Buffalo  Nick¬ 
el.  The  quarter  eagle  was  the  work  of  Charles  E.  Barber  and  George  T.  Mor¬ 
gan  who  split  the  job  of  design.  This  is  the  first  commemorative  gold  coin  of 
this  denomination,  and  only  6,749  were  sold  at  the  San  Francisco  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition.

1915-S  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  $50  Round.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  The  strike,  the  fields,  the  mint  bloom  —  all  are  the  essence  of 
originality,  quality  par  excellence.  For  a  mere  483  of  these  round  format  coins  were  struck,  and,  while  we  have  auctioned  numerous  choice  ones  over  the  years,  few 
are  as  elegant  or  as  impressive,  as  gorgeous ,  as  that  offered  here.  Fifty  Dollar  Gold  Commemoratives  were  America’s  premiere  coins.  Each  tips  the  scale  at  two  and 
one-half  ounces!  Why  were  they  made?  For  one  reason,  every  country  of  any  significance  wants  to  issue  World  Class  coins  for  all  the  other  nations  to  admire  and 
emulate.  And  America  was  no  different.  The  Mint  asked  Robert  Aitken,  who  designed  the  majestic  piece,  to  provide  something  unique,  something  masterful, 
something  which  would  capture  the  flavor  and  spirit  of  what  the  Panama-Pacific  organizers  thought  would  deliver  the  image  of  what  the  celebration  was  all  about. 
And  Aitken  rose  to  the  challenge.  He  succeeded  with  this  Fifty  Dollar  Gold  piece  as  a  testimony  to  that  vision.

SPECTACULAR  1915  PANAMA- PACIFIC  $50  OCTAGONAL 


1915-S  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  $50  Octagonal.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Satiny  frost  with  superb  color  and  mint  brilliance,  among  the 
finest  in  existence  and  one  of  the  highest  grades  recorded.  Except  for  a  few  tiny  hairlines  in  the  field,  there  are  no  defects  or  marks  to  speak  of.  Turning  to  the  rar¬ 
ity,  what  longtime  numismatist  doesnt  know  the  story  of  why  so  few  of  these  hefty  coins  were  made.  That  they  cost  what  was  for  the  day  a  king’s  ransom  —  a 
whopping  $100  apiece  at  the  Expo  (four  to  six  weeks  pay  for  the  average  workingman).  As  such,  only  645  octagonals  were  sold.  In  the  intervening  years  since 
they  came  off  San  Franciscos  medal  press,  most  have  suffered  some  minor  deterioration  such  as  rim  bumps  or  wear.  This  piece  escaped  those  travesties;  no  doubt 
it  resided  quietly  and  contentedly  in  some  loving  collectors  cherrywood  cabinet  for  decades.  Aitken  employed  an  owl  with  pine  cones  theme  on  his  reverse.  Again, 
there  are  dolphins  around  the  eight  points  of  the  inner  rim.  The  legend  reads  PANAMA-PACIFIC  EXPOSITION  /  SAN  FRANCISCO,  with,  in  much  small¬ 
er  letters,  the  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  nestled  in  behind  the  owl.  The  mintmark  “S  is  almost  hidden  above  the  right-most  pine  cone.  Rather  than  finish 
the  open  areas  in  traditional  smooth  flatness,  Aitken  left  them  rugged  with  swirling  die  polish  lines  and  a  heavy  velvet-like  texture.  To  say  that  this  design  is  impres¬ 
sive  would  be  an  understatement.  A  coin  in  this  condition  wont  come  cheap,  but  its  ownership  will  confer  pride  and  accomplishment  on  any  man  or  woman 
who  is  the  successful  bidder  in  the  sale! 


HANDSOME  1915-S  OCTAGONAL  PAN-PAC  $50 


1101  1915-S  Panama- Pacific  International  Exposition.  $50  Gold.  Octagonal 

Format.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  If  ever  a  commemorative  gold  coin 
can  be  said  to  be  in  the  “grand  format”  style,  it  is  this  Panama-Pacific  issue 
for  the  exposition  held  in  San  Francisco  in  1915.  Bold  in  its  conception,  and 
boldly  struck  by  the  medal  press  which  the  mint  used  to  coin  them,  the 
obverse  has  a  portrait  of  Minerva,  the  Greek  goddess,  wearing  a  helmet  lift¬ 
ed  to  the  back  of  her  head.  Robert  Aitken  created  this  design.  For  the  $50 
octagonal  only  he  inserted  a  queue  of  dolphins  in  the  tight  space  between  the 
eight  straight-sided  borders  and  the  outer  circle  of  the  legend.  The  obverse 
legend  reads  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  /  FIFTY  DOLLARS,  with 
the  date  1915  (in  Roman  numerals)  on  a  curved  band  above  Minerva’s  shoul¬ 
der.  In  smaller  letters,  and  set  into  the  only  open  space  in  the  field  above  the 
helmet,  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST. 


1102  1916  McKinley  Memorial  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb! 

Attractive  rose-gold  toning  with  pristine  luster  as  its  support,  the  whole  sur¬ 
face  being  the  quintessence  of  a  first-rate  gold  dollar  commemorative. 
McKinley  memorial  pieces  were  issued  in  1916  and  1917,  with  the  memor¬ 
ial  building  side  engraved  by  the  mint’s  engraver  George  T.  Morgan  who  is 
best  known  for  his  1878-1904  silver  dollars. 


1103  1916  McKinley  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  simple  enough 

design  —  head  of  the  fallen  president  on  the  obverse,  his  memorial  in  Nile.

MAGNIFICENT  1917  MC  KINLEY  MEMORIAL  DOLLAR 


1 105  1917  McKinley  Memorial  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb! 

Scarcer  of  the  two  dates  and  a  knock-out  coin  in  this  condition.  The  surface 
is  satiny  bright  as  it  glows  under  reflected  light  (and  reflected  glory  for  the 
man  who  is  honored).  McKinley  had  imperial  ambitions  for  America.  His 
government  overcame  opposition  as  it  acquired  territories  far  and  wide,  from 
the  Philippines  in  the  East  to  Cuba  in  the  Caribbean.  Hawaii  came  under 
America’s  wing  at  this  time  as  well,  later  it  would  become  the  50th  state  in 
the  Union.  McKinley  was  shot  while  visiting  an  exposition  in  Buffalo,  New 
York,  in  the  summer  of  1901.  He  lingered  for  a  few  days  in  agony  before  suc¬ 
cumbing  to  the  gunshot  wound.  His  Vice  President,  Theodore  Roosevelt, 
would  continue  America’s  expansion.

1917  McKinley  Memorial  Dollar.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Superb 
golden  mint  bloom.  As  eye-catching  and  beautiful  as  any  seen  in  this  lofty 
condition.  The  sale  of  the  McKinley  dollars  aided  in  paying  for  a  memorial 
to  the  martyred  president.  Barber  designed  the  obverse  and  Morgan  the 
reverse,  which  has  an  image  of  the  memorial  building  that  was  erected  in 
Niles,  Ohio.

1108  1922  Grant  Memorial  Dollar.  With  Star.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67. 

Crisp  golden  color  whose  frostiness  is  unsullied  by  marks  or  toning.  It  blazes 
throughout  the  fields  and  across  the  devices.  As  to  the  portrait  and  tree,  both 
leave  an  indelible  impression  from  their  strong  detail.  The  coin,  in  other 
words,  was  carefully  made  —  and  just  as  carefully  preserved  from  the  ele¬ 
ments  by  its  former  owners.

Crisp  golden  mint  color;  a  frosty  gem!  This  portrait  of  Grant  is  the  brainchild 
of  Laura  Gardin  Fraser,  the  mint’s  long-time  engraver.  For  the  reverse,  she 
gives  a  view  of  the  house  in  which  Grant  was  born  in  1822.  Like  the  half  dol¬ 
lar  commemorative  coins,  the  gold  dollars  were  first  issued  with  a  star  in  the 
right  obverse  field  which  was  removed  for  the  later  issues.  5,000  of  each  were 
minted  and  sold.

Another  outstanding  gold  commemorative  issue,  this  with  very  sharp  detail 
in  Grant’s  hair  and  complete  leafy  cover  to  Grant’s  birthplace.  According  to 
historians,  Grant  had  blue  eyes  and  sandy  colored  hair.

1922  Grant  Memorial  Dollar.  No  Star.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66. 

Lightly  toned  and  boldly  struck,  a  first-rate  gem  in  this  grade.  A  small  five- 
pointed  star  over  the  word  GRANT  on  the  obverse,  which  appeared  on  the 
first  issues  of  this  commemorative  gold  piece,  later  was  removed  by  polishing 
the  die,  and  then  additional  strikes  were  made.  Laura  Fraser,  who  did  the 
designing  on  this  simple  design,  went  on  to  create  models  for  the  1928 
Hawaiian  commemorative  among  others.

1113  1926  Sesquicentennial  Quarter  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  There 

is  no  need  to  beat  around  the  bush  here,  lor  the  coin  is  a  knock-out!  Dazzling 
fresh,  satiny  smooth  luster  Irom  center  to  periphery,  and  on  both  sides,  gives 
it  its  edge  over  others  that  come  up  to  65  standard  but  cannot  advance  into 
the  more  coveted  (and  rare)  66  class  that  this  coin  is.  All  of  the  design  is  first- 
rate  as  well.  The  standing  figure  crisp  and  bold,  the  image  of  Independence 
hall  on  the  reverse  the  same,  if  not  more  so.  What  appears  at  first  blush  to  be 
a  fingerprint  around  the  building  turns  out  to  be  the  designer’s  sly  rendition 
of  the  sun's  rays  streaming  out  from  behind!  This  is  the  last  of  the  “classic 
period”  gold  commemoratives.  No  more  would  be  struck  until  the  time  of 
the  Olympics  held  in  Los  Angeles  in  the  early  1 980s. 

The  Sesqui  $2.50  is  by  the  artist  John  R.  Sinnock. 


1114  1926  Sesquicentennial  Quarter  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Final 

gold  commemorative  in  the  first  or  classical  period  which,  in  gold,  spanned  the 
years  from  1903  to  1926.  Frosty  and  very  well  preserved,  a  sparkling  gem.  The 
obverse  of  this  special  gold  quarter  eagle  has  an  allegorical  female  symbolic  o 
Liberty,  holding  in  one  hand  a  scroll,  the  Declaration  of  I  ndependence,  and  in 
the  other  the  Torch  of  Freedom.

The  Mint  Act  of  March  3,  1849,  launched  the  gold  dollar  denomination. 
It  was  struck  later  that  year  with  the  Coronet  design,  also  by  Longacre. 

Longacre,  a  former  portrait  engraver  and  since  1844,  chief  engraver  of 
the  Mint,  was  delegated  the  task  of  modeling  and  engraving  the  dies  for 
the  gold  dollar  and  the  $20  double  eagle.  Longacre  was  chosen  ahead  of 
Charles  Welsh,  Philadelphia  bank  note  engraver  and  Allen  Leonard,  an 
•  engraver  who  designed  the  John  Quincy  Adams  presidential  medal  for 

the  Mint,  according  to  Don  Taxay  in  The  U.S.  Mint  and  Coinage. 


1130  1852-C  NCS  graded  About  Uncirculated  Details,  Obverse  Damage  Sev¬ 

eral  marks  on  the  obverse  affect  the  grade  and  value  slightly  on  this  otherwise 
well  struck  coin  that  has  luster  in  the  protected  areas.

1 168  1861-D  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  key  date,  this  widely  rec¬ 

ognized  extremely  rare  Dahlonega  Mint  issue.  This  southern  branch  ceased 
production  in  April  1861  when  it  was  seized  by  forces  of  the  Confederate  States 
of  America.  But  between  January  and  April  it  was  able  to  produce  a  small  num¬ 
ber  of  Gold  Dollars.  No  records  remain  as  to  the  exact  mintage  this  year,  but 
the  figure  had  to  have  been  quite  low,  possibly  on  the  order  of  500  or  1 ,000 
pieces.  Either  that  or  the  entirety,  with  few  exceptions,  was  melted  soon  after 
the  Civil  War  broke  out.  The  fields  support  upwards  of  25%  luster;  medium 
orange  gold  toning  prevails.  As  a  result  of  insufficient  die  pressure  or  because 
the  dies  were  poorly  prepared,  the  rim  denticles  are  flattened  and  the  U  in 
UNITED  is  a  faint  blob,  as  are  some  of  the  other  lower  letters  in  the  obverse 
legends  rounded  and  blob-like.  Long  heralded  for  its  rarity,  this  lovely  speci¬ 
men  is  sure  to  please  the  advanced  buyer  of  rare  U.S.  gold  coinage. 

The  rarest  Dahlonega  gold  dollar  is  the  1861-D  which  has  an  estimated 
surviving  population  of  50  to  55  coins  according  to  researcher  Douglas 
Winter.  “This  means  that  only  50  to  55  completed  sets  of  these  coins 
could  ever  be  assembled.

Same  obverse  as  1 862;  two  top  leaves  hollow.  Out  of  50  struck,  probably 
under  15  survive,  several  impounded,  others  impaired.

1171  1863  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  With  delightful  cameo  relief,  especially  Lib¬ 

erty  whose  delicate  portraiture  is  cleverly  frosted  by  the  die  as  the  coin  is 
struck.  Offsetting  this  is  resplendent  mirrorlike  field.  Natural  orange-gold 
toning;  ultra-sharp  detail.  Mint  records  indicate  that  50  proof  Gold  Dollars 
were  produced  in  1863,  while  the  number  of  survivors  is  likely  to  be  fewer 
than  half  of  that  number.  This  lovely  near-gem  exhibits  the  same  almost-bot- 
tomless  fields  that  a  gem  65  possesses.  Furthermore,  it  is  free  of  hairlines  or 
other  problems. 


1172  1863  NCS  graded  Uncirculated  Details,  Improperly  Cleaned.  Smooth 

surfaces  and  pleasing  color.  A  well  struck  example  whose  mintage  was  only 
6,250.  (Compare  to  1862  when  more  than  a  million  and  a  quarter  gold  dol¬ 
lars  were  struck!) 


1173  1864  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  A  very  scarce  date  in  the  series  that  is 

often  missing  in  date  sets.  The  soft  satiny  luster  is  complemented  with  (and 
complimented  by)  a  strike  that  is  bold  throughout!  Only  5,950  made.

1174  1865  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Though  unmarked  on  the  holder,  this 

exhibits  decidedly  superior  cameo  frost  on  all  devices,  and  so  appears  in  true 
cameo  relief  against  the  deep  and  watery  mirror  field.  A  golden  jewel  in  this 
outstanding  condition,  with  the  fields  gently  toned,  the  strike  needle-sharp. 
Wouldn’t  you  know  that  the  mint  struck  only  25  Proofs  in  1865,  half  the 
number  of  1863  (which  see  in  the  preceding  Lot).  Original,  struck  March  8. 
Low  level  date  (repolished  die  of  business  strikes).  Out  of  25  Proofs,  possibly 
15  survive,  some  impounded,  some  impaired,  very  few  in  the  quality  level  of 
this  one.  PCGS  holder  5648862,  only  2  certified  in  Proof  66! 
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1868  NCS  graded  Uncirculated  Details,  Improperly  Cleaned.  ObversJ 
Scratches.  Some  hairline-thin  pin  scratches  on  the  obverse  disturb  the  luste 
of  this  otherwise  Uncirculated  coin.  Scarce  just  the  same,  the  mintagtJ 
increase  a  little  to  10,525  but  is  still  considered  very  low  for  a  gold  coin 
struck  in  the  1860s.

single  example  graded  by  NGC,  a  single  PCGS  comprises  the  roster  in  this 
phenomenal  grade.  One  might  easily  devise  a  plausible  argument  for  why  this 
will  eventually  be  regraded  Proof  68,  but  for  now  there  is  reason  for  main¬ 
taining  that  it  is  so  beautiful,  so  well  struck  and  attractive,  as  to  make  such 
an  argument  null  and  void.  Liberty  rises  off  the  smooth-as-crystal-lake  field 
in  deep  cameo  relief;  on  the  reverse,  the  wreath  is  itself  frosted  and  needle- 
sharp  like  Liberty.  With  only  30  Proofs  reportedly  made,  and  perhaps  a 
dozen  to  20  in  existence,  the  coin  ranks  among  the  rarest  in  the  U.S.  gold 
pantheon.

Only  the  one  variety  known  for  1 866;  few  faint  die  file  marks  slant  down 
to  left  from  curl  above  and  left  of  ear.

1  I  1866  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  With  fabulous  “eye-appeal  ’  from  the  way 
the  frosty  mint  bloom  has  acquired  natural  light  toning  in  its  passage  through 
the  years.  This  coin,  in  companionship  with  others  in  the  Gold  Dollar  group 
we  are  auctioning,  was  a  part  of  a  date  and  mintmark  set  put  away  30  to  40 
years  ago  by  a  devoted  collector.

to  be  the  last  gold  dollar  issue  struck  at  Americas  far  Western  mint  —  hence¬ 
forth,  all  dollars  would  come  out  of  the  Philadelphia  mint,  America’s  home 
mint  going  back  to  1792-3.  For  1870-S  the  coinage  came  to  an  even  three 
thousand  pieces.  This  happens  to  be  an  exceptionally  well  struck  example, 
exceptional  and  attractive. 


1 183  1871  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Beautiful  coppery  orange  toning  within 

the  legends  and  around  the  rims.  Mintage:  3,930. 


1184  1872  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  As  last,  a  well  made,  attrac¬ 

tively  toned  gold  dollar,  this  time  “warm  gold”  instead  of  orange-gold.  Low 
mintage  as  well:  3,530  struck. 


1185  1 873  Open  3.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Much  scarcer  variety  since  there 

were  only  1,825  made  before  the  date  was  refashioned  using  a  new  logop- 
unch.  Choice,  lustrous,  and  attractively  toned.

1 193  1879  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Boldly  struck  Liberty  and  wreath,  which 
are  also  nicely  frosted  and  utterly  choice.  A  total  of  3,030  made. 


1 194  1880  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Superb  luster,  strike,  color  and  original¬ 
ity,  the  ultimate  combination  of  fine  attributes  for  a  collector  of  means,  a  col¬ 
lector  who  appreciates  a  low  mintage  gold  coin  like  this.

Beautiful  prooflike  fields  against  which 
rise  offsetting  frosted  devices.  A  near-gem  coin  that  should  pique  the  curios¬ 
ity  and  interest  of  any  gold  dollar  collector.  Mintage  this  year:  5,125. 

1 197  1883  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Toned  satiny  luster. 

1 198  1884  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Boldly  struck  on  Liberty  and  wreath. 
Total  of  6,236  made. 


1 199  1885  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  frosty  jewel  that  is  graced  with  deep 

frosty  orange-gold  luster  and  boldly  struck  devices.  Seldom  found  this 
superb.  There  were  12,261  produced,  but  only  a  handful  survive  in  gem 
grades. 
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1200  1886  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Another  magnificent  specimen, 
this  time  with  alluring  prooflike  fields  against  which  rise  the  sharp  frosted 
devices.  Has  none  of  the  usual  hairlines  or  surface  abrasions  which  hurt  most 
gold  dollars  in  this  date  range. 

1201  1887  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Frosty  and  superb. 

For  the  reverse  of  the  Type  3  design,  which  continued  until  1889,  mint 
engraver  Longacre  copied  the  wreath  originally  selected  for  the  reverse  of 
the  $3  coin,  but  more  familiar  to  collectors  as  the  reverse  of  the  Flying 
Eagle  cent:  a  garland  of  corn,  cotton,  maple  and  possibly  tobacco  leaves 
around  the  denomination  and  date  of  issue.  Referencing  Breen’s  encyclo¬ 
pedia,  the  dies  were  entirely  hubbed  apart  from  the  dates  which  had  to 
be  inserted  as  usual  by  hand. 


1202  1888  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Bright  and  lustrous,  this  is  an  excep¬ 

tionally  pleasing  specimen  that  is  virtually  problem-free. 


1203  1889  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Last  year  of  issue  for  the  Gold  Dollar. 

This  is  a  coin  of  great  beauty  and  splendid  original  color.

CHOICE  AU  1829  BUST  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1204  1829  Capped  Bust  to  Left.  Reduced  Size.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculat¬ 

ed  58.  Warm  coppery  orange  toning,  the  fields  and  devices  lustrous.  Reduced 
size  planchets  (of  the  same  weight  standard  as  before)  in  1829-1834;  the  mint 
adopted  a  close  collar  beginning  in  1829,  which  squeezed  the  struck  coins  into 
the  edge  milling,  and  at  the  same  time  held  the  diameters  to  a  standard  size. 
Only  3,403  quarter  eagles  were  struck  in  1829.  Compare  this  figure  to  the 
over-57,000  half  eagles,  which  were  the  more  requested  denomination.  Nowa¬ 
days,  people  cannot  imagine  taking  their  scrap  and  mined-metal  to  a  mint  and 
having  coins  struck  from  it,  but  under  the  specie  standard  in  place  in  the  19th 
century,  this  is  exactly  the  source  for  most  of  the  mint’s  production.  It  seems, 
however,  the  $5  denomination  was  the  one  most  in  demand  from  banks  and 
exporters  —  certainly  those  who  deposited  bullion  at  the  mint  and  asked  for 
coins  of  their  chosen  size.  For  over  a  century,  collectors  have  realized  that  1 829 
quarter  eagles  are  very  scarce  in  this  near-Uncirculated  condition! 


CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1835  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1205  1835  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  On  a  par  with  many  higher-quality  coins, 

with  only  the  weakness  in  the  hair  and  on  the  shield  requiring  mention.  The 
surface  has  toned  pleasing  dusky  orange-gold  from  its  long  years  in  an  old- 
time  collector  album. 

William  Kneass  is  credited  with  engraving  many  of  the  dies  of  the  gold 
coinage  in  1834  and  1838,  the  silver  coinage  in  1836,  1837,  and  1838. 
Also,  his  name  appears  on  a  pattern  half  dollar  of  1838,  but  the  silver  dol¬ 
lar  of  1836  and  another  pattern  half  dollar  of  1838  were  the  work  of  his 
then  assistant  at  the  Mint,  Christian  Gobrecht,  who  succeeded  him  as 
chief  engraver  on  December  21,  1840. 

Kneass  was  appointed  to  the  chief  engravership  at  the  Mint  on  January  29. 
1824.  He  suffered  an  incapacitating  stroke  on  August  27,  1835,  after 
which  Christian  Gobrecht  did  virtually  all  new  work  on  patterns,  dies,  etc.

CHOICE  LUSTROUS  1847-C  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1206  1847-C  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Population:  7,  with  0  higher.  Yes, 

this  is  in  the  top  ranks  of  certified  1847-C  Quarter  Eagles,  tied  with  six  oth¬ 
ers  as  of  the  latest  rankings  for  December  2002!  And  what  a  handsome  coin 
it  is:  brilliant  golden  luster  with  somewhat  prooflike  fields  from  the  way  the 
dies  were  polished,  and  crystal  detail  at  centers.  The  only  sign  of  any  weak¬ 
ness  is  in  the  hair  below  LIB  on  the  obverse;  for  the  eagle  side,  and  Charlotte 
Mint  eagles  tend  to  be  mediocre  at  best,  the  strike  is  amazing  in  its  boldness. 
Other  things  being  equal,  we  feel  this  coin  has  an  advantage  over  the  other  6 
in  the  population  and  may  well  bring  a  higher  price  realized  for  it.  (PCGS 
holder  3531 143) 


TOP  QUALITY  1848-D  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1207  1848-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Population:  3,  with  0  higher.  Tied 

with  only  two  others  in  this  very  choice  grade,  and  since  there  are  none  list¬ 
ed  in  64  or  better  quality,  it  is  tied  for  finest  graded.  What  you  get  in  a  63  coin 
is  this:  outstanding  mint  frostiness  that  has  a  warm  orange-gold  glow  to  it; 
equally  outstanding  strike  in  the  hair  and  on  the  eagle,  the  stars  and  all  the 
legends.  In  fact  the  strike  is  incredibly  bold  for  this  branch  mint,  which  tends 
to  be  much  weaker.  There  are  three  small  marks  in  the  lower  right  obverse, 
one  of  which  is  more  noticeable  than  the  others,  and  these  may  be  all  that  is 
restricting  the  grade  to  63  and  not  64  or  something  higher!  (PCGS  holder 
1010227) 

Mintage:  13,771.  While  1848-D  is  not  a  great  rarity,  it  is  actually  much 
scarcer  than  believed,  with  very  few  Mint  States  available.  Uncleaned, 
original  examples  have  been  observed  with  color  which  ranges  from 
bright  yellow-gold  to  rose  to  deep  coppery-orange. 


HANDSOME  1850-C  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1209  1850-C  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Only  7  graded,  with  3  higher,  giv¬ 

ing  bidders  an  indication  just  how  few  Mint  States  are  around.  This  exhibits 
frosty  luster  that  shades  from  greenish  gold  to  areas  where  there  is  warm 
orange-gold.  The  centers  show  normal  strike  weakness  at  the  hair  and  on  the 
eagle.  The  image  of  Liberty,  were  it  not  for  a  couple  of  small  marks  on  her 
neck,  would  propel  this  into  the  next  grade  class  or  perhaps  even  MS63.The 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina  mint  struck  gold  coins  from  1838  until  1861, 
when  it  was  closed  at  the  time  of  the  War  Between  the  States.  It  never 
reopened. 


1210  1869-S  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  With  60%  luster  on  the 

obverse  and  close  to  80%  on  the  reverse,  a  very  frosty  example  of  this  scarce 
year.  Weak  strike  at  Liberty’s  brow  carries  on  over  to  the  high  point  opposite 
this  on  the  eagle,  whose  claws  and  legs  are  fuzzy  due  to  lack  of  follow-through 
from  the  dies.  Still  and  all,  a  very  desirable  coin  in  this  exceptional  condition. 
Only  29,500  were  made.

1850  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Only  2  pieces  certified,  both  grad¬ 
ed  by  NGC,  with  none  higher.  And  a  genuinely  pleasing  example  whether  it  is 
viewed  under  magnification  or  with  the  naked  eye.  Rich  flowing  mint  luster 
seems  to  overlap  the  fields  and  spill  out  over  the  edge  of  the  coin  it  is  so  com¬ 
plete,  fresh,  original,  and  glistening.  The  color  is  warm  orange  gold  and  is 
itself,  very  pleasing,  in  fact,  it  both  complements  &  compliments  the  luster 
in  a  splendid  way.  The  devices  are  the  antipode  of  weakness.  Everywhere  one 
gazes,  the  design  is  in  bold  relief,  from  the  small  stars  to  Liberty  s  hair  and 
coronet  with  LIBERTY  inscribed  on  it  in  raised  letters.

Oh,  perhaps  some  of  the  feathers  on  the  right  wing  (as  the 
viewer  sees  it)  could  be  a  little  sharper,  but  that  is  unimportant  to  the  overall 
superbness.

1211  1905  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  In  the  Liberty  Quarter  Eagle  series,  as  among 

the  other  gold  denominations  this  year,  the  mint  continued  to  use  a  modi¬ 
fied  "all  brilliant”  finish  on  Proofs.  However,  Liberty  is  in  light  satin-frosted 
relief  as  opposed  to  polished  or  reflective,  which  is  the  norm  in  1901-04.  A 
full  sharp  strike  is  present  everywhere:  the  stars  and  legends,  hair  curls  and 
coronet,  eagle’s  neck,  wing  and  leg  feathers  as  well  as  the  shield.  For  those 
with  a  keen  aesthetic  sense,  this  coin’s  attractiveness  is  virtually  impossible  to 
improve  upon.

A  boldly  struck  specimen  whose  color  is  sleek  golden  without  toned  areas  and 
certainly  no  spots.  In  short,  a  classy  looking  gem  for  the  most  fastidious  col¬ 
lector  or  investor,  or  for  someone  wanting  to  add  a  very  rare  property  to  his 
coin  portfolio.

The  coin  was  certified  shortly  after  its  appearance  in  the  1 992  Trompeter 
sale.

In  recent  times,  these  attractive  “cameo”  Proofs  are  separated 1 
from  the  less  desirable  non  cameos  and  so  noted  on  the  holders.

1216  1880  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Warm  golden  sunset  to  orange  toning;) 

graces  this  highly  attractive  specimen.  The  fields  are  gently  mirrored  from  thes 
dies,  leaving  the  raised  design  in  smooth  frosted  relief.  The  two  tone  result  ist 
quite  nice.  For  one  thing,  1880  has  a  very  low  mintage  of  1,000  strikes*, 
meant  for  circulation  plus  36  that  are  the  Proofs.  For  another  thing,  survivors - 
are  definitely  limited  in  all  grades,  not  just  Mint  State  64,  which  is  on  the 
borderline  of  sparkling  gem  quality.

1217  1884  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Among  the  strangest  denominations  ever 

struck  by  the  mints  and  one,  because  it  is  gold,  that  has  charmed  and  delight¬ 
ed  collectors  ever  since  these  first  were  issued.  Mintage  was  hit  or  miss  through¬ 
out  the  period  1854-1889  when  the  $3  gold  was  minted.  By  the  1880s,  how¬ 
ever,  its  popularity  with  the  public  had  waned  to  the  point  where  production 
could  easily  have  been  skipped.  Only  1,000  1884  business  strikes  were  made, 
plus  106  Proofs,  leaving  this  handsome,  gem  quality  65  specimen  near  the  top 
end  of  the  scale  among  survivors!

1218  1886  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  With  light  milky  gold  toning  covering  the 

choice  surfaces.  A  sharply  struck  Proof  that  has  been  cared  for  over  the  years 
in  such  a  way  that  it  escaped  the  usual  heavy  contact  marks;  there  are  only 
some  light  ones  in  the  obverse,  at  left.  With  only  142  Proofs  made,  the  date 
is  pretty  scarce  in  just  about  any  grade. 


MIRROR  DEEP  PROOF  1888  $3  GOLD  PROOF 


1219  1888  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  With  resplendent  mirror  finish  in  the  field  as 

left  behind  by  the  dies.  The  surface  gleams  with  reflectiveness,  from  which 
rise  frosted  devices.  Again,  it  is  the  dies  which  give  a  superb  proof  like  this  its 
character  and  appeal.  Since  the  recesses  in  a  die  are  the  counterpart  of  the 
raised  or  relief  areas  on  the  struck  coin,  any  time  the  mint  “frosts”  the  recess¬ 
es,  they  impart  this,  usually  as  a  satin  finish,  to  the  devices.  On  a  well  made 
proof,  the  effect  is  attractive.  Even  more  attractive,  on  one  so  fresh  and  orig¬ 
inal,  with  lovely  orange-gold  toning.  Mintage  in  Proof  this  year:  only  291.

EXTREMELY  CHOICE  1793  SMALL  EAGLE  $5  GOLD  PIECE 


1795  Small  Eagle.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Thirty  percent  or  more  luster  involved  in  the  devices  and  surrounding  the  stars  and  letters  of  this  well 
made  specimen.  The  surfaces  are  exceptionally  choice  with  excellent  definition  on  the  hair,  the  cap,  ad  the  eagle’s  feathers.  In  summation,  an  attractive,  indeed 
impressive  example  of  the  first  year  of  issue. 

Although  the  Mint  Act  of  Apfil  2,  1792,  provided  for  a  gold  half  eagle  of  135  grains  weight,  along  with  other  denominations,  coinage  of  gold  did  not  com¬ 
mence  until  1795,  for  the  chief  coiner  and  assayer  were  required  to  post  personal  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $10,000  each  before  handling  precious  metals.  When 
the  Mint  first  produced  coins  for  circulation  in  1793  (copper  cents  and  half  cents),  these  requirements  had  not  been  met.  By  1795  the  bonds  had  been  reduced 
in  amount  considerably,  the  chief  coiner  and  assayer  had  fulfilled  them,  and  gold  coinage  commenced. 

Around  May  of  the  same  year,  David  Rittenhouse,  director  of  the  Mint,  assigned  engraver  Robert  Scot  to  produce  half  eagle  dies.  Rittenhouse  left  the  Mint  at 
the  end  of  June  and  was  replaced  by  Henry  William  DeSaussure,  who  ordered  that  gold  coin  production  should  begin.  On  July  31st,  744  half  eagles  were  deliv¬ 
ered,  followed  by  subsequent  amounts  through  September,  totaling  8,707  pieces  for  the  year. 

Believed  to  have  been  designed  by  Robert  Scot,  the  1795  half  eagle  is  of  the  design  designated  by  collectors  today  as  the  Capped  Bust  to  Right  obverse  with 
Small  Eagle  reverse.  Coins  measure  25mm  in  diameter,  a  standard  width  employed  for  the  denomination  until  1829. 

The  obverse  depicts  Liberty,  wearing  a  cloth  cap,  facing  right,  with  LIBERTY  to  the  right  above  and  the  date  below.  The  star  count  arrangement  is  typically  10 
to  the  left  and  five  to  the  right.

1222  1844-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Extremely  bold  relief  on  all  design 

areas,  from  the  stars  (all  thirteen  of  which  are  sharp)  to  the  important  hair 
above  the  brow.  The  eagle’s  neck,  wings,  claws  and  feet  couldn’t  be  sharper 
either,  which  is  so  unusual  for  an  1840s  decade  $5  gold  coin.  With  complete 
mint  frost  everywhere,  the  coin  deserves  its  lofty  grade  and  more! 


FROSTY  UNCIRCULATED 
1847  HALF  EAGLE 


1223  1847  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  desirable  early  gold  “Type”,  with 

designs  known  as  No  Motto  since  the  reverse  features  the  eagle  in  a  plain 
field,  before  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  was  added  above  on  a  scroll.  These  early 
pieces  are  all  very  scarce  to  downright  rare  in  Mint  condition.  The  reason  is 
simple.  Many  (most?)  went  into  circulation  as  there  weren’t  any  collectors 
around  in  those  days  with  either  the  time  or  the  means  to  collect  high- 
denomination  coins.  The  present  offering  is  definitely  in  advance  of  the  few 
competing  1847s.  For  one  thing,  it  has  needle-sharp  devices,  including  the 
stars,  the  hair,  and  the  eagle’s  feathers.  For  another,  it  has  very  clean,  very 
beautiful  (and  frosty)  luster  from  top  to  bottom,  obverse  to  reverse. 

In  1 839  the  half  eagle  was  redesigned  by  Christian  Gobrecht,  who  had 
been  associated  with  the  Mint  for  a  long  time,  and  who  in  September 
1835  had  been  hired  full-time  as  second  engraver,  essentially  taking  over 
the  work  of  Chief  Engraver  William  Kneass,  who  had  been  incapacitat¬ 
ed  by  a  stroke. 

The  new  style,  variously  called  the  Braided  Hair,  Coronet,  or  Liberty 
Head  motif,  featured  a  small  head  of  Liberty  with  her  hair  styled  com¬ 
pactly,  tied  at  the  back  with  a  string  of  beads.  She  wears  a  coronet 
inscribed  LIBER FY.  Stars  surround  the  border,  and  the  date  is  below. 

T  he  Liberty  Head  motif  by  Gobrecht  underwent  several  transitions  in 
the  early  days  but  by  1 847  had  become  standardized. 

1  he  new  reverse  by  Gobrecht  shows  an  eagle  with  a  shield  on  its  breast, 
perched  on  an  olive  branch  and  holding  three  arrows.  The  inscription 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  FIVE  D.  surrounds. 


1224  1871-S  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Bright  and  lustrous  witH 

some  pale  orange  toning;  the  usual  small  field  abrasions  associated  with  thi  I 
issue.  In  1866  the  Coronet  style  was  modified  by  adding  the  motto  IN  GOL 
WE  TRUST  on  a  ribbon  above  the  eagle  on  the  reverse.  Apart  from  this,  the ) 
motif  with  Liberty  Head  on  the  obverse  and  wing-spread  eagle  on  the  reverse  I 
is  the  same  used  in  former  years.  Mintage  of  the  with-motto  style  was  con 
tinuous  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  during  1866-1907.  Additional  coins  wera 
made  at  San  Francisco,  Carson  City,  New  Orleans,  and,  in  1906  and  1907 
at  the  new  Denver  Mint.  Most  of  the  San  Francisco  issues  of  the  later  I860'! 
and  early  1870s  are  very  scarce  to  rare,  high  grades  especially  rare. 


1225  1882-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Although  not  so  noted  on  the  holder, 

the  coin  is  a  lovely  deep  mirror  prooflike  cameo  specimen  whose  Liberty  head 
rises  above  the  glassy  underpinning  in  sharp,  golden-frosted  relief.  Scarce! 


1226  1884-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Beautiful  rose  gold  toning  with  frosty,: 

luster  throughout  (including  the  highest  areas  which  sometimes  are  scuffed),  j

1227  1898  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  With  light  toning  haze  associated  with  pale^ 

orange  colored  toning;  a  fresh  appearing,  and  thoroughly  original  specimen  a 
of  this  rare  Proof.  The  devices  are  extremely  sharp  as  the  coin  was  struck  twice  ^ 
by  the  dies  —  the  proven  mint  practice  for  ensuring  the  coins  exhibit  all  their  j 
design  detail.  And  whereas  silver  issues  were  sold  in  the  hundreds  in  Prool  in  j 
the  1890s,  the  gold  coins,  being  much  more  expensive,  sold  at  about  one- 
tenth  the  level  of  the  silver  Proofs.

1228  1909  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Attractive  rose-gold  patina  on  the 

obverse  with  warm  golden-gold  (if  such  can  be)  hue  for  the  reverse.  Two 
widely  scattered  bagmarks  on  the  reverse  at  right.  Full  mint  luster  everywhere 
including  the  important  cheek  and  face  area  on  the  Chief,  the  first  region  to 
attract  scuffs  and  breaks  in  the  luster  from  inappropriate  handling.  And  it 
seems  obvious  to  the  grading  service  as  well  as  to  ourselves,  this  coin  has  been 
treated  with  kid  gloves  in  its  passage  down  through  the  years.  The  Indian  $5 
conforms  to  the  quarter  eagle  of  the  same  date.  The  sunken  relief  and  letter¬ 
ing  make  these  two  series  unique  in  our  United  States  coinage. 


KEY  DATE  191 1-D  HALF  EAGLE 


1229  191 1-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Only  72,500  made,  explaining  this 

date’s  allure  among  collectors  of  Indian  $5  gold  pieces.  As  a  rule,  when  1911- 
D  is  found  at  all  it  tends  to  be  lightly  circulated,  with  Extremely  Fine  and 
About  Uncirculated  pieces  the  norm.  A  few  —  a  very  few  —  like  this  choice 
Uncirculated  specimen  are  in  collector’s  hands.  The  present  coin  exhibits 
original  warm  golden  color  with  a  pale  orange  tint.  Ail  devices  are  bold,  as  is 
the  “D”  mintmark.  Denver  struck  $5  Indians  in  1908-191 1  and  once  more 
in  1914. 


CHOICE  TONED  UNCIRCULATED  1912-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1231  1912-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  With  pristine  luster  orange-toned, 

delightful  in  the  extreme  since  this  is  a  difficult  year  to  find  choice,  in  fact 
among  the  most  difficult  years  in  the  1908-1929  Indian  $5  gold  series.  There 
are  a  few  tiny  marks  on  the  cheekbone,  and  several  more  equal  in  their 
insignificance  in  the  field  on  the  reverse,  but  never  enough  to  remove  it  from 
this  very  choice  numerical  grade.  For  that  matter,  we  suspect  someone  may 
attempt  to  crack  it  out  of  its  holder  and  resubmit  it  to  one  of  the  grading  ser¬ 
vices  for  possible  upgrade  —  it  is  that  outstanding! 


VERY  RARE  1913-S  MINT  STATE  64 


1232  1913-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  lustrous  example  with  a  very  sharp 

strike,  the  devices  are  frosty  with  deep  golden  color.  Portions  of  the  field 
before  the  Indian’s  face  show  some  bagmarks,  and  there  are  others  mosdy 
requiring  magnification  to  see  around  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  the  reverse. 
This  issue  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  to  locate  in  choice  Uncirculated  con¬ 
dition.  A  total  of  13  certified  in  Mint  State  64,  twelve  of  which  are  PCGS 
and  one  NGC.  There  are,  in  addition,  5  in  higher  condition,  with  Mint  State 
66  the  finest  quality  at  this  time,  so  the  rarity  of  this  well  struck,  frosty  Half 
Eagle  is  indisputable! 


1230  191 1-D  Mint  State  60.  Toned.  (In  Numistrust  Corporation  MS62  holder.) 

Light  hairlines  and  marks  typical  for  this  grade.  Strong  mintmark.  An  unlike¬ 
ly  date  to  be  a  rarity,  but  191 1-D  with  72,500  made  is  the  second  lowest 
mintage  in  the  Indian  head  series,  which  spanned  the  years  from  1908  to 

1929.

1915  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  So  sharply  struck  that  every  tiny  line  in 
the  feathers  on  the  headdress  shows  in  minute  detail.  There  is  a  zigzag  pat¬ 
tern  of  tiny  dots  on  the  headband:  this  shows  plainly  as  well,  indicating  a 
bold  strike.  Frosty  luster  has  only  a  few  tiny  luster  breaks  on  either  side,  but 
it  takes  diligent  attention  to  search  them  out.

1237  1901-S  Mint  State  65.  A  flashy,  mint-original  specimen  that  has  brilliani 

yellow  gold  color  through  which  the  bloom  glistens  and  shine.  Brilliani 
throughout,  there  are  no  unsightly  heavy  contact  marks  that  would  preveni 
this  piece  from  its  coveted  65  grade,  either  from  a  technical  or  aesthetic! 
standpoint.  (In  SEGS  MS65  holder.) 


1234  1799  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Lustrous  and  well  preserved. 

The  Philadelphia  Mint  was  the  only  mint  producing  these  classic  $10  gold 
pieces.  Dates  with  the  heraldic  eagle  include  1797-1804  with  the  1799  being 
the  most  affordable  issue.  Yet  as  happened  with  the  half  eagles  in  this  period, 
many  were  exported,  uncounted  numbers  were  melted,  leaving  behind  a 
mere  ghost  of  the  original  mintage.  Close  inspection  reveals  only  the  one 
flaw:  a  small  mark  to  the  left  of  the  head,  about  on  a  level  with  star  number 
five. 


CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1878  EAGLE 


1235  1878  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Sharply  struck  and  filled  to  overflowing 

with  charming  mint  luster.  There  is  only  a  little  weakness  seen  at  the  hair  and 
on  the  eagle’s  lower  extremities,  from  where  the  two  high  points  on  the  coin 
(recessed  areas  on  the  dies)  fall  opposite  one  another.  From  1878-on,  gold 
production  increases  at  all  federal  mints.  The  immediate  cause  was  the 
nations  return  to  par  —  a  point  reached  where  paper  money,  primarily 
Civil  War  era  greenbacks,  became  once  more  valued  dollar-for-dollar  with 
gold  after  having  been  discounted  for  the  better  part  of  15  years.  Very  few 
choice  Uncirculated  1878  Eagles  are  found  today,  fewer  still  with  this  coin’s 
attractive  appearance  and  obvious  mint-fresh  luster. 


1216  1892  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Bright  golden  luster  dances  and  skips 

across  the  surface  of  this  exceptionally  choice  $10  Liberty  gold  piece.  It  is 
nearly  on  a  par  with  some  MS65  offerings  we  see  on  the  bourse  floors,  and 
deserves  special  mention,  as  those  who  view  it  in  person  will  attest. 


1238  1901-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  popular  date  to  use  in  a  type  set. 

and  a  coin  whose  luster  is  extra  vibrant  as  it  cartwheels  across  the  surface.  Bet¬ 
ter  still,  the  color  is  warm  orange-gold,  reflecting  the  many  years  this  piecei 
remained  out  of  the  spotlight,  as  it  were,  free  from  cleaning. 


MAGNIFICENT  1907-S  TEN-DOLLAR  GOLD 


1239  1907-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Superb!  The  luster  as  exquisite  as  the 

66  grade  suggests,  with  frosty  sparkle  from  top  to  bottom,  natural  light 
orange  toning.  Without  further  ado,  we  shift  to  the  devices,  all  of  which  are 
well  made.  Better  than  “well  made”,  they  are  sharp  in  the  extreme,  from  the 
13  needle-pointed  stars  to  the  crisp  hair  waves  (including  the  “lovelock” 
below  Liberty’s  ear)  and  the  curved  edge  of  the  coronet  on  which  appears  the 
word  LIBERTY  in  raised  letters.  For  the  reverse,  similar  unmatched  detail  in 
the  eagle’s  feathers,  claws,  and  shield  as  well  as  the  legends  that  encircle  this 
central  motif.  PCGS  #4987436;  only  2  certified  according  to  the  December 
2002  reports,  both  are  in  PCGS  holders,  with  nothing  higher. 


VERY  CHOICE  MATTE  PROOF  1912  EAGLE 


1240  1912  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Deep  golden  brown  matte  finish,  choice  i 

throughout,  with  all  devices  boldly  impressed  by  the  dies.  The  crisp  detail  of  | 
these  matte  Proofs  is  the  first  thing  that  draws  your  attention.  A  low-power 
lens  reveals  elements  of  the  design  rarely  seen  on  a  business  strike,  since  I 
Proofs  were  all  struck  twice. 

Fine  sandblast  finish  on  the  1912,  color  minutely  lighter  than  in  191 1,  the  I 
microscopic  uniform  granularity  showing  bright  facets.  Slight  but  sharp  and 
nearly  complete  reverse  knife-rim.

1241  1932  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Ripe  for  a  Type  Set,  resplendent  and 
original,  the  surface  on  this  Indian  $10  piece  seems  to  glow  with  inner  life  of 
its  own.  The  color  is  deep  golden  splashed  with  bright  copper  orange.  Inas¬ 
much  as  this  is  the  only  really  affordable  American  gold  coin  struck  in  1 932 
(for  the  $20  issue  is  very  expensive  in  this  quality)  we  heartily  recommend  it. 

1242  1932  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Attractive  rose  to  orange-gold  color.  A 
frosty  mint  specimen.  In  the  American  tradition  of  adorning  Miss  Liberty, 
the  head  wears  a  decorative  feathered  headdress  in  imitation  of  the  imposing 
Native  American  war  bonnets  worn  by  chiefs  and  other  high  dignitaries  of 
the  pre-industrial  regions  of  the  wide  American  continent.  Designs  are  by  the 
same  gentleman  who  created  the  similarly  awe  inspiring  $20  coins  of  1907 
and  later,  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens. 

Double  Eagles 


LUSTROUS  UNCIRCULATED  1850  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1243  1850  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Type  1  design  (1850-66)  and  the  first 

year  of  issue,  barring  two  1849-dated  pieces  supposedly  made  for  special  pur¬ 
poses,  one  of  which  is  now  lost  and  the  other  resides  in  the  National  archives 
in  Washington,  D.C.  A  boldly  made,  very  choice  example  that  exhibits  a  few 
light  contact  marks  but  otherwise  supremely  beautiful  delicate  luster.  We 
point  to  a  nick  on  Liberty’s  throat  as  well  as  a  minor  scuff  near  the  tip  of  the 
bust,  as  being  the  only  really  noticeable  feature  on  the  face  that  require  men¬ 
tion. 

This  largest  denomination  of  all  regular  United  States  issues  was  authorized 
to  be  coined  by  the  Act  of  March  3,  1849.  Its  weight  was  516  grains,  .900 
fine.  James  B.  Longacre  designed  both  sides,  with  his  coronet-crowned  Miss 
Liberty  also  featured  on  the  smallest  gold  denomination,  the  One  Dollar 
pieces  of  1849-54.  Type  1  issues  were  struck  at  Philadelphia,  New  Orleans, 
and  San  Francisco.

'  Proof  of  this  very  rare  issue,  the  coin  exhibits  needle-sharp  devices.  From  the 

stars  and  letters  in  legends  to  the  date  digits,  the  raised  portions,  the  relief 
design  is  satin  frosted  a  bright  golden  hue.  The  eagle  as  well  as  Liberty,  with 
their  resplendent  heavy  frost,  leave  an  indelible  impression  on  any  viewer  of 
this  remarkable  coin.  Providing  a  background  for  the  devices  is  a  deep  — 
almost  infinitely  deep  —  mirror  field  on  both  sides.  Characteristic  of  well- 
made  19th  century  Proofs,  it  has  rippling  “orange  peel”  effect  from  the  way 
the  dies  imparted  their  high  mirror  polish  to  the  specially  chosen,  carefully 
polished  planchet.  There  is  almost  nothing  in  the  way  of  hairlines;  any  that 
are  found  are  slight  and  do  not  distract.  Furthermore,  since  the  surface  is  so 
brilliant  and  pristine,  there  are  no  coppery  stains  as  sometimes  occurs  with 
these  rare  early  Proofs  due  to  improper  cleaning  or  careless  storage.  Yes,  this 
piece  has  definitely  been  well  preserved.  Now  housed  in  PCGS  holder 
2574991,  it  will  continue  to  please  and  delight  anyone,  numismatist  or  non¬ 
numismatist  who  chances  to  examine  it. 

1866  marks  the  introduction  of  a  new  Double  Eagle  “type”  —  the  so-called 
Type  2.  Prior  to  this  time,  the  reverse  has  an  open  area  within  the  glory  of 
sun  rays  and  oval  of  13  stars.  Beginning  in  1866,  however,  the  mint  added 
the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  at  the  behest  of  the  Treasury  Department. 
Henceforth,  the  $20  Liberty  gold  denomination  would  carry  this  wording. 
The  introduction  of  a  new  design  one  would  expect  would  create  additional 
sales  to  collectors.  This  isn’t  the  case:  only  30  Proofs  were  sold  in  the  Proof 
sets  of  1 866,  and  that  is  all!

Typical  bagmarks  and 
light  surface  abrasions,  this  being  a  high-weight,  soft  metal  alloy  denomina¬ 
tion.  1  he  year  1873  witnessed  a  great  economic  upheaval  in  America  when  a 
large  bank  and  brokerage  house  folded,  throwing  Wall  Street  into  a  tizzy.  The 
effect  was  minimal  on  double  eagle  coinage,  however,  since  the  denomina¬ 
tion  was  made  almost  exclusively  for  depositors  who  used  $20  gold  coins  as 
a  means  of  paying  for  imports. 


1246  1895-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Sleek  mint  frost  plus  an  exceptional 

strike  whose  every  device  is  rendered  in  bold  detail.  This  attractive  $20  Lib¬ 
erty  would  make  a  fashionable  statement  in  any  U.S.  gold  type  set. 


IMPRESSIVE  1898-S  MINT  STATE  66 


124  1898-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Superb!  An  icy  silence  crept  over  us 

when  we  first  viewed  this  Double  Eagle,  for  its  presence  and  the  aura  which 
it  casts  is  stupefying  to  anyone  experienced  with  the  general  run  of  bag- 
marked  pieces  that  are  common  in  the  marketplace.  Here,  unlike  almost  any 
others  seen  in  recent  years,  the  surface  is  little  short  of  flawless.  With  luster 
crisp  and  smooth,  satiny  glowing,  the  light  glancing  off  the  fields  seems  to 
barrel  around  the  coin  in  a  “cartwheel”  like  pirouette!  As  to  the  devices,  all 
are  needle-sharp.

His  intention  was  to  mimic  the  ancient  Greek  city-state  coins  of  two 
thousand  years  ago,  especially  those  minted  in  Syracuse  on  the  island  of  Sici¬ 
ly.

•  1254  1908  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  After  Augustus  Saint-Gau¬ 

dens  died  in  August  1907,  Mint  Engraver  Charles  E.  Barber  prepared  his 
own  copy  dies  in  low  relief,  in  the  expectation  that  coinage  would  have  to 
proceed  with  some  practical  modification  of  the  MCMVII  design.  Original¬ 
ly  these  copy  dies  were  to  have  been  made  by  mechanical  reduction  from 
Saint-Gaudens’  higher-relief  models.  Instead,  Barber  produced  some  per¬ 
functory  reductions  on  one  of  the  Mint’s  portrait  lathes,  pronounced  them 
unfit  for  coinage,  and  used  this  as  reason  to  make  his  own  imitations.  The 
master  dies  and  hubs  made  from  them  bore  the  date  in  ordinary  numerals 
1907  rather  than  the  Roman  MCMVII.  A  beautiful  gem  Uncirculated  speci¬ 
men. 


1255  1908-D  No  Motto.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Exceptionally  pristine  lus¬ 

ter  that  is  satiny,  almost  velvet-like  in  texture.  For  1908  (and  also  1907), 
squared-off  rims  are  typical,  and  this  superb  coin  displays  them.  Sharp 
devices  complete  the  ensemble. 

Though  usually  obscured  by  a  grading  holder,  the  edge  on  Saint-Gau¬ 
dens’  type  double  eagles  has  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  with  the  words  divid¬ 
ed  by  stars  instead  of  milling  as  on  most  other  denominations.  1  he  let¬ 
tering  required  a  three-part  moveable  collar  in  order  to  prevent  defacing 
the  legend  when  the  coin  was  ejected  from  the  machine.

1267  1924-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Population:  7,  with  1  higher.  Dates 

in  the  1920s  are  all  common,  except  for  the  branch  mint  issues  which,  with 
one  or  two  minor  exceptions,  are  all  scarce  to  rare!  1924-S  has  long  been 
regarded  for  its  rarity  in  all  grades.  It  seems  many  were  exported,  most  of 
those  later  melted,  leaving  behind  a  small  residuum  for  todays  active  buyers 
to  scramble  for.  The  present  coin,  one  of  only  seven  graded  by  NGC  and 
PCGS  according  to  their  December  2002  reports,  has  outstanding  surfaces. 
Nothing  in  the  way  of  deep  or  intruding  bagmarks  mar  its  silken  luster.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  the  devices,  wholly  frosted  by  the  dies  including  the  highest  points, 
show  great  depth  from  the  sharp  impression  they  received  by  the  dies  when 
struck  under  the  100+  tons  of  pressure  required  of  $20  gold  pieces.  In  years 
to  come  this  particular  coin  is  destined  to  advance  in  price  as  more  collectors 
enter  the  arena  to  confront  the  limited  supply  of  true  gem  65  quality  coins.

BEAUTIFUL  ROSE-GOLD  1926-D  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1268  1926-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  key  date  issue  and  one  whose 

choice  luster  is  endowed  with  beautiful  color.  A  rich  supply  of  orange-gold 
toning  has  some  rose-gold  elements  to  it  as  is  encloses  both  sides  of  the  coin 
in  its  comfortable  embrace.  Liberty’s  head,  which  on  the  Saint-Gaudens 
pieces  faces  forward,  displays  full  detail  in  the  eyes,  hair,  chin,  lips  and  nose. 
There  are  some  light  —  emphasize  light  —  bagmarks  on  the  body  and  a  few 
others  on  the  eagle,  but  none  that  bear  negatively. 

As  noted  by  others,  many  branch  mint  $20  gold  pieces  were  melted  in  the 
1930s.  Others  were  exported  to  Europe  at  the  time  of  the  worldwide  bank¬ 
ing  crises  of  1929-1935.  1926-D  is  one  of  those  dates  which,  while  there  are 
about  70  graded  in  MS63,  is  nevertheless  considered  very  scarce.  Coins  of 
this  caliber  are  under  increasing  pressure  from  collectors  as  well  as  investors. 


1269  1928  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Every  collector,  be  he  com¬ 

moner  or  be  he  king,  will  find  this  1928  an  enjoyable  coin  to  gaze  upon  and 
perhaps  to  own.  Its  luster  is  so  vibrant  and  shimmering  as  to  draw  stares  from 
far  away.  Meanwhile,  up  close  and  under  slight  magnification,  the  detail  in 
the  design,  the  way  the  color  flows  and  gleams,  seems  to  jump  out  at  you  as 
though  it  were  alive.  An  amazing  coin,  this! 
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SUPERB  QUALITY  1931  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


12  0  1931  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  superior  example  of  this  rare  date,  this 

lovely  gem  radiates  glowing  luster  and  exhibits  virtually  no  contact  marks. 
The  obverse  appears  a  point  or  so  higher  with  its  smooth  golden  frost,  its 
freedom  from  toning  spots.  For  the  collector  of  dates,  this  is  a  strong  candi¬ 
date  for  a  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  collection.  [Population:  29  in  MS65, 
with  8  higher.] 

Mintage  continued  high  right  up  to  the  end  in  1932  on  these  handsome  one- 
ounce  coins.  But  the  government  seized  the  gold  from  the  banks  in  April  of 
1933,  seized  it  and  transferred  it  to  deep  holes  in  the  ground  where  later  the 
ultimate  indignity  befell  the  whole  mass.  The  coins  were  melted,  then  cast 
into  approximately  400-ounce  “coin  gold”  mint  bars!  Today  they  reside  in 
Fort  Knox  Depository,  Kentucky  and  at  the  Federal  Reserve  building  in  New 
York  city.  Only  a  handful  of  1931  double  eagles,  along  with  other  dates  and 
mints,  escaped  this  tragedy.  Today,  it  takes  a  collector  of  means  to  afford  one. 
But  the  pride  of  ownership  is  a  diligent  buyer’s  reward,  for  this  is  one  of  the 
handsomest  Mint  State  65  examples  around!

Any  alteration 
shall  be  effective  only  if  in  writing  and  signed  by  an  officer  of 
Superior  authorized  to  do  so. 

h.  Bidders  shall  have  no  recourse  against  the  Consignor  for 
any  reason  whatsoever. 

i.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  these  Terms 
and  Conditions  of  Sale,  COINS  LISTED  IN  THIS  CATALOGUE 
GRADED  BY  PCGS,  NGC  OR  ANACS  CACHET,  OR  ANY  OTHER 
THIRD  PARTY  GRADING  SERVICE  MAY  NOT  BE  RETURNED 
FOR  ANY  REASON  WHATSOEVER. 

22.  Superior  reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  any  lot  at  any  time, 
even  after  the  hammer  has  fallen,  until  the  Bidder  has  taken 
physical  possession  of  the  lot.  No  Bidder  shall  have  a  right  to 
claim  any  consequential  damages  if  a  lot  is  withdrawn,  even 
after  the  auction  sale.
